Nashville, Coconut Grove, and points in between

Our Story So Far: Having almost accidentally 
discovered Vince Martin’s album If the Jasmine 
Don’t Get You ... the Bay Breeze Will sometime 
around 1969, in the days before the Internet, 
I set out to find what I could about the album. 
I discovered that Martin was a Greenwich 
Village folk musician, that he partnered with 
the great Fred Neil, that he was the first to 
move to Coconut Grove in Florida (where a 
lot of New York folkies followed him to), and 
that he recorded the album in Nashville with 
Nick Venet producing. 

If the Jasmine Don’t Get You . . . features 
some terrific Nashville studio musicians - 
including Kenneth Buttrey, Fred F. Carter Jr., 
Lloyd Green Murray, M. Harman Jr., Charlie 
McCoy, Norbert Putnam, Henry P Strzelecki, 
and John Buck Wilkin. Even before I discov- 
ered much about Martin, I knew these names 
from studying the credits on a lot of records. 

Now, a few years before Martin’s album 
was recorded, producer Bob Johnston had 
laid the groundwork by first bringing Bob 
Dylan down to record in Nashville in 1966. 
At first, the Nashville studio musicians didn’t 
quite know what to make of this new situ- 
ation, finding it a bit off-putting. Johnston 
had already brought famed harmonica player 
and multi-instrumentalist Charlie McCoy up 
to New York City to play on the Highway 61 
Revisited sessions (mostly guitar, I think). 
McCoy would go on to play on every Dylan 
recording - Blonde on Blonde, John Wesley 
Harding, and Nashville Skyline - released 


before Jasmine and then on Self-Portrait, 
recorded after. Kenneth Buttrey, the terrific 
drummer, came on board for the Blonde on 
Blonde sessions and continued to play with 
McCoy on the next three Dylan albums. 

As Johnston explains, “I got some of the 
best Nashville talent: Charlie McCoy, Wayne 
Moss, Kenny Buttrey, Pig Robbins, Jerry 
Kennedy, as well as Joe South. Now, these 
musicians down here in Nashville, they never 
had seen anything like these sessions. Usually, 
when they had a session, it was around three 
hours, and they recorded five songs or six 
songs. One of them would be the hit, and the 
rest for the album. None of the songs would 
run longer than three minutes, and most 
much less. 

“Dylan showed up and went out into one 
of the studios there. He just stayed out there. 
He never left to go to the bathroom or any- 
thing. He ate candy bar after candy bar, all 
kinds of sweets. All day long. 

“After three hours, Dylan hadn’t left the 
studio he was in - much less even stepped 
into the studio in which we were going to 
actually record. Hours kept passing, until 
the studio musicians had been there all day 
long. I told everybody, just stay around. Play 
pingpong or even go to sleep as soundly as 
they could manage. Periodically I’d check on 
them, waking the sleeping ones up. 

“Dylan had been in that studio writing 
forever. I began thinking that he was a junkie, 
because he kept eating sweets and chocolate, 
Cokes, and different things like that. I had 


never seen anyone eat that much sugar. I 
thought, damn, he must really be hooked 
or something. I didn’t care, but I thought he 
must be hooked. But he wasn’t; he wasn’t 
hooked on anything but time and space. 

“I don’t know what time it was: 2, 3, 4 
o’clock in the morning. Dylan finally came 
out, looked at me and said, ‘Hey Bob, you 
still awake?’ 

“I said, ‘Yeah.’ 

“‘Is there anyone else awake down there?’ 
he asked. ‘Who is around you can get? I think 
I got something here.’ 

“‘Yeah man,’ I said, going off to wake 
them. 

“They couldn’t believe it. ‘What! We’re 
going to record now?!’ 

“‘Yeah,’ I answered. 

“In about 20 minutes, they were all in 
there. There wasn’t any turning the machines 
on. I always had them running. I had com- 
mandeered two machines on the way from 
Chicago. Got them and just turned one on 
after the other, so I’d never lose anything that 
he had played. 

“‘I got this song here; it goes like this,’ 
said Dylan, ‘Nnnn nnnn nnn - C G B,’ or 
something like that. The poor musicians were 
always looking at Dylan to see where he put 
his fingers - so they can play the next chord, 
because he’d say, ‘It goes like this: Aaaaa, 
ddddd, aaaa, okay?’ Then he’d be off. 

“That morning, when we finally got started, 
Dylan walked back to his place in the back of 
the recording room. He counted off - nobody 
ever counted off for Dylan. He was back 
there, out of nowhere, with no warning, sud- 
denly, ‘Two, three!’ - he started playing the 
guitar. Everybody else dove in on the song.” 

According to Wikipedia 1 , Ken Buttrey 
recalled, “[Dylan] ran down a verse and a 
chorus and he just quit and said, ‘We’ll do a 
verse and a chorus then I’ll play my harmon- 
ica thing. Then we’ll do another verse and a 
chorus then I’ll play some more harmonica, 


and we’ll see how it goes from there.’ We 
were preparing ourselves dynamically for a 
basic two- to three-minute record because 
records just didn’t go over three minutes. . . . 
If you notice that record, that thing after like 
the second chorus starts building and build- 
ing like crazy, and everybody’s just peaking it 
up ’cause we thought, ‘Man, this is it. ... This 
is gonna be the last chorus, and we’ve gotta 
put everything into it we can.’ And he played 
another harmonica solo and went back down 
to another verse and the dynamics had to 
drop back down to a verse kind of feel. . . . 
After about 10 minutes of this thing we’re 
cracking up at each other, at what we were 
doing. I mean, we peaked five minutes ago. 
Where do we go from here?” 

“We nailed the song ‘Sad Eyed Lady of the 
Lowlands’ in one take,” noted Johnston. 2 

McCoy and Buttrey were key players on 
Blonde on Blonde, with their contribution to 
“Rainy Day Women #12 & 35” being of spe- 
cial interest. As Johnston recalls, “Dylan first 
played me that song ‘Rainy Day Women’ on 
the piano. 

“‘That sounds like the damn Salvation 
Army band!’ I said. 

“‘Can you get one?’ 

“‘Probably not - it’s 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing - but let me see what I can do.’ I called 
up Charlie McCoy, and he said, ‘I can wake 
up Wayne Butler. He plays trombone, and I 
can play trumpet.’ I said, ‘That’s all we need, 
we don’t need a clarinet or anything else. Get 
Kenny Buttrey to play the drum, all that stuff.’ 
Wayne Butler came down there, still wiping 
his eyes from sleep. 

“Dylan said, ‘Well, it goes like this ...’ 
Nobody knew anything! McCoy and Butler 
had their horns. I said, ‘Get yourself a drum, 
Kenny!’ He put his drum out there like in a 
marching band.

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“First, Dylan played a little bit on the 
piano. They all marched around while he 
played. He said, ‘It goes C-B-G,’ and they 
were gone. All of us walking around, yelling, 
playing, and singing. That was it! 

“It’s the only one time that I ever heard 
Dylan really laugh, really belly-laugh, on and 
on, going around that studio, marching in 
that thing. 

“Nobody ever knew what Dylan was gonna 
do. When, how, where, what, why, anything. I 
used to laugh about it, because I’d see Robbie 
and A1 sitting there, trying to follow . . . They 
couldn’t have any charts or anything, so they 
were following where he was putting his 
hand. It was so spontaneous. A1 Kooper used 
to call it the road map to hell!” 

I’ve heard a bootleg version of “Rainy Day 
Women” done straight-ahead; what ended up 
on the album is a different song. 

Many recordings, including the one under 
discussion here, have long been thought of as 
having been influenced by Nashville Skyline. 


Office Closed Monday 

The Chronicle offices will be closed for 
Memorial Day on Monday, May 28, and 
will reopen for regular business hours 
Tuesday, May 29. 


In the wake of Blonde on Blonde, there is 
only one recording I know of: the impos- 
sible-to-find, insane tribute to alcohol and 
who knows what else, Moldy Goldies: Colonel 
Jubilation B. Johnston and His Mystic Knights 
Band and Street Singers Attack the Hits. Steve 
Jackson of Steve Jackson Games is the only 
person I know who ever had a copy (Steve, I 
returned it finally, didn’t I?), but I’d sure love 
to find one. 

After Blonde on Blonde, however, the afore- 
mentioned and other Nashville session 
musicians had been stretching their chops. 
Some had played on the Dylan albums, oth- 
ers on other recordings by Eric Andersen, 
Gordon Lightfoot, the Byrds, Leonard Cohen, 
and Jerry Jeff Walker, as well as on some 
pushing-the-envelope recordings by Flatt & 
Scruggs and Marty Robbins. Most notable of 
these recordings, in many ways, is the still- 
underappreciated masterpiece by the Beau 
Brummels, Bradley’s Barn, which featured as 
players David Briggs on keyboards, Kenneth 
A. Buttrey on drums, Norbert Putnam on 
bass, and Jerry Reed on guitar. 

The Nashville crowd was absolutely ready 
to cut it loose. Vince Martin would ben- 
efit from this almost more than anyone else. 
Often it’s reported that Jasmine was recorded 
in the wake of Nashville Skyline, but it had 
only Buttrey and McCoy in common with 
those sessions. Henry P Strzelecki had played 
on the Harding sessions, and Fred Carter Jr. 
would be on Self Portrait. Putnam had played 
with Buttrey on Bradley’s. 


Especially on the last two cuts on If the 
Jasmine Don’t Get You ..., they really took off. 
Martin was forced to scat a number of times 
as the musicians raced ahead of the song. All 
in all, it is an intoxicating, mellow, but driving 
20 minutes of music, smelling of Nashville, 
ocean air, jasmine, and bay breezes. 

Around the same time, the band Area Code 
615 was formed by some of these players, along 
with a number of other top Nashville studio 
musicians: McCoy, Buttrey, Moss, Briggs, and 
Putnam joined with Bobby Thompson, Buddy 
Spicher, and Weldon Myrick. Interestingly, the 
playing on their two albums, though always 
expert and interesting, never gets as wild or 
free-form as it does on Martin’s album. 

I visited Coconut Grove only once, long 
after I had started listening to the album but 
before I associated Martin with the locale. It 
was beautiful and impossibly bright; it felt 
and smelled pure and clean. Just walking 
there would refresh you. In a record store 
there, I bought a used copy of John Cale’s 
Paris 1919, another album to which I’ve never 
stopped listening. 

Okay, when vinyl disappeared and CDs 
came in, I stopped listening to all my old 
records. Eventually I found a copy of the 
Cale, but never the Martin. Finally, I realized 
that I should search the Internet, and I found 
reissues of the album. I bought several (both 
different reissues and several copies of each, 
so I could pass them around). I’ve now found 
copies at Waterloo Records. 


Regularly, I send friend and filmmaker 
Jonathan Demme CDs and DVDs I think 
he’ll find interesting. A few months back, I 
sent him a copy of the Vince Martin, asking 
him if he had ever heard it. He e-mailed me 
back enthusiastically, reminding me that he 
once lived in Miami, where he had regularly 
traveled over to Coconut Grove to listen to 
Martin (pointing out that it was not “Orange” 
Grove, as I had called it). Of course, having 
heard the album, many times, he was excited 
to get it. 

Demme came to town during SXSW 07 
with his son, Brooklyn. Demme was here to 
interview Emmylou Harris and catch some 
more Alejandro Escovedo performances. 
Brooklyn’s taste ran more to rap and cutting- 
edge rock. 

One evening, Jonathan and I were walk- 
ing along; it was that sweet smell and 
nearly perfect taste of early evening, when 
it’s become shaded enough to modulate 
the light but it’s more like fog than darker 
night. I don’t remember what we were talk- 
ing about - undoubtedly music. Smiling, 
Demme leaned over to me at one point 
and, pretty much out of the blue, said, “You 
know, he was so right about Coconut Grove. 
... If the jasmine don’t get you ... well, 
then, the bay breeze surely will.” ■ 

1 As is the case with almost any Bob Dylan album, there are many, many 
different versions of stories about what actually went on. In this case, I’m 
trusting Bob Johnston over all other sources. 

2 There are some who claim the song recorded that night was “Visions 
of Johanna,” with “Sad Eyed Lady of the Lowlands” recorded the next day.

Commission Welcomes Input 

Dear Editor 

I am writing in response to the column in the 
May 18 edition by Wells Dunbar titled “No Room 
at the Hutch” [News]. 

One reason why public officials have voted for 
developments that include modest amounts of 
housing at 80% median family income and mixes 
of uses is that, in many neighborhoods across 
the city, residents in older apartment complexes 
and small houses have lost their leases, and 
their former homes have been renovated or 
rebuilt to create housing for folks at 300%, 400%, 
etc. of the MFI, without any public process at all. 
Also, many commercial developments along arte- 
rial roads are very hard to access on foot. 

Planners have realized that by offering some 
incentives and setting new requirements to 
developers who are determined to make chang- 
es in our landscape anyway, we could preserve 
some below-market housing and increase the 
number of destinations people could reach on 
foot, bike, or bus. Obviously, in some areas 80% 
MFI is not affordable to local residents, and 50% 
or lower should be the target. Also, incentives 
should be geared to influence developments 
that would have occurred anyway, as opposed to 
prompting new development for its own sake. 

Based on the rate of conversions of older 
central city housing to upscale units, one has 
to wonder: Had the city not allowed a zoning 
change to Stoneridge or Lamar and Manchaca, 
how long would the current developments hang 
on before converting to chain-store strip malls, 
fast-food pad sites, or expensive condos? If the 
incentives aimed at providing walkable retail 
and affordable housing sped up the redevelop- 
ment of these tracts, it is probably by only a 
short amount. 

The Planning Commission welcomes input 
about changes to the city code to promote 
affordability and reduced reliance on driving. 
We meet the second and fourth Tuesdays each 
month at City Hall, 6pm, and the first item on our 
agenda is Citizens’ Communication.

Perhaps they changed their minds the next 
day and quickly put together their computer slide 
show just in time for the Planning Commission 
meeting. They showed houses in decay, graffiti, 
trailers, and the freeway. They portrayed that 
corner of our neighborhood as being blighted 
and in desperate need of change. They didn’t 
show Mrs. Ng’s rose garden, or Mr. Sanchez’s 
newly painted front porch. Any house that looked 
good was not in their PowerPoint presentation. 
They didn’t mention that the houses in the worst 
decay had recently been bought up by members 
of this developer group and then purposely not 
kept up. No one said that nice people can afford 
to live in mobile homes. And the noise from the

freeway and the proximity to the freeway isn't 
that bad. it is an excavated freeway. That corner 
of the neighborhood is on a high hill, above the 
service road and way above the actual freeway. 
Height and trees protect these homes from the 
freeway. It is not a bad place to live. 

But this time at the Planning Commission, 
the big surprise was the changes the city's 
PowerPoint presentation proposed. Families who 
had owned their homes for generations had not 
been notified of these changes. Colored zoning 
maps where their lots had been yellow for family 
were suddenly turned brown for commercial, it is 
amazing what miracles modern technology can 
do.

More Concrete Actions? 

Dear Editor, 

Characterizing Austin as having “the most 
ambitious municipal climate-protection plan in 
the nation rr (“Writing the Climate” News, May 
18] is a very sad reflection on other climate- 
protection plans, l r d be much more impressed 
with some concrete actions that literally could 
be done with the stroke of a pen and that have 
proved effective elsewhere: 

1) Severely limit or prohibit adding new park- 
ing places Downtown, as Portland, Ore., has. If 
less space Downtown is taken up with parking, 
more space will be available for people to work 
Downtown and thus increase the number of rid- 
ers to make public transit feasible. 

2} Adopt a congestion pricing plan as London 
and Singapore have done and New York Is con- 
sidering, Such a plan places a sizable - say $10 


a trip - charge on driving into the Downtown area 
during daytime hours. That reduces the number of 
cars alleviating congestion. Receipts from the plan 
are used to improve mass transit for those going 
Downtown, creating a virtuous circle, fewer cars, 
less congestion, better public transit, more riders. 

3) Dedicated bus lanes into the Downtown 
area are now standard fare in many cities. As long 
as buses get caught in traffic jams along with the 
cars that cause them, there is little incentive to 
switch. However if those who are stuck in traffic 
see buses zipping by them each day, many will be 
induced to leave their cars at home.

Why Seattle Succeeded

I was disappointed to see that Katherine 
Gregor failed to mention the central dynamic 
which made neighborhood planning in Seattle 
so successful: namely that neighborhoods were 
given a choice between mandated, uniform 
increases in density or coming up with their own 
plan for increasing density in their neighborhood 
[“Developing Stories, " News, May 18], Given this, 


neighborhoods in Seattle rose to the challenge, 
not infrequently submitting neighborhood plans 
that added more density than they were asked to 
accommodate. With no mandates, neighborhood 
planning in Austin has been mostly an exercise 
in institutionalizing the status quo. Rather than 
add density, many neighborhoods have actually 
tried to decrease density by down-zoning and 
attempting to make existing mixed-use and 
multi-family uses illegal. In this context, none 
of Seattle’s “best practices” make any sense: 
A city fund for neighborhood projects? For what, 
exactly, given the plan is "no change, no way”? 
Until we start to think realistically about what 
it might take to survive the oil shortages and 
climate instabilities of the coming years, we will 
continue to drown in our own effluvium.

NAKED CITY 


The city announced it will hold public meetings June 11 
and 12 with the five remaining candidates for Austin 
Police chief, and review teams are being sent to can- 
didates’ home communities, although Austin communi- 
ty groups continue to complain that the search process 
has been too restrictive. See “APD Idol,” p.20. 

City Council meets today, Thursday, with the most curi- 
ous agenda item: the dog that doesn’t bark. The bud- 
get-policy discussion, scheduled for today, has been 
postponed two weeks to June 7. See “Beside the 
Point,” p.18. 

The closing days of the 80th Legislature - scheduled 
to end Monday at 10pm - have been more confused 
and acrimonious than usual, as many bills foundered 
while members called for House Speaker Tom 
Craddick to step down and GOP rivals filed to oppose 
him. See “On the Lege,” p.22. 

On Tuesday, U.S. House and Senate negotiators cratered 
on enforceable timetables in the Iraq war appropria- 
tions bill, saying they don’t have the votes to override 
a presidential veto of specific actions to end the war. 

Mayor Will Wynn assured Webberville residents at last 
week’s City Council meeting that Austin has no plans to 
lease a city-owned 2,800-acre parcel off FM 969 to a 
private landfill operator. See “Beside the Point,” p.18. 


The city recently announced that free parking under City Hall - having morphed from best- to 
worst-kept secret Downtown over the last year - is going the way of Liberty Lunch, the Intel 
shell, and affordable housing - that is, it’s going away. June 4, the city will start charging for its 
underground parking, but City Council watchers can still park there free for Thursday meetings 
and from 11am to 1:15pm Fridays for the city’s Live From the Plaza music series. Also, Second 
Street shoppers can get their parking validated, but if you can afford to shop there, you proba- 
bly live in a condo next door, so what’s the difference. Check the city’s Web site for more hours 
and rate info. - Wells Dunbar 

The city Planning Commission wants to make sure that ordinances in Austin’s extraterritorial 
jurisdiction either meet or exceed the county’s new Conservation District Ordinance. That’s 
a new one for the city, which is usually leading rather than following on environmental issues. At 
a meeting last week, city staff told a Planning Commission subcommittee that the city’s stan- 
dards are probably more stringent in the Drinking Water Protection Zone to the west but likely 
less stringent in the Desired Development Zone to the east. The commission will continue to 
mull proposed changes before passing recommendations on to City Council. - Kimberly Reeves 

State Attorney General Greg Abbott reached an agreement with UT-Austin to adopt guidelines 
governing its dealings with student-loan providers. The agreement follows the firing of financial 
aid director Larry Burt, who was discharged last week after an internal investigation revealed 
that student lenders courted the Office of Student Financial Services regularly with gifts 
and that Burt himself owned shares of a company he helped place on the university’s preferred 
lenders list. Among other things, the agreement prohibits revenue-sharing between lenders and 
the university, requires that employees not accept gifts or compensated travel for serving on 
advisory boards, and bars employees from owning stock in student lenders. New York Attorney 
General Andrew Cuomo, whose investigation into the student-loan industry revealed widespread 
payola earlier this year, has already reached similar agreements with several universities in New

Green Is as 
Green Does 

Saving the planet begins at 
the grassroots 

BY MICHAEL KING 

One handy indicator of the state of environ- 
mental politics in Texas is the news that Rep. 
Dennis Bonnen, R-Angleton, chair of the House 
Environmental Regulation Committee (motto: 
“Business as Usual”) has promised a “compre- 
hensive” package of clean-air legislation - in 
2009. That was Bonnen’s reflexive response to 
the flurry of statewide interest in reducing air 
pollution in the wake of the proposed TXU coal 
plants and sale, as well as the increasing 
national concern over global warming. 

Like his committee predecessor, Pampa’s fin- 
est, Warren Chisum, Bonnen increasingly calls 
up fond memories of the Roman Emperor Nero 
(see: fiddling while the planet burns), although 
I don’t remember Chisum ever employing the 
“I’m just a dumbass” defense, as Bonnen did 
when asked by the Statesman s Asher Price why 
so many global warming bills did not receive 
even a committee hearing. “People smarter 
than me argue about whether [humans affect 
climate change],” he told Price. “If you put 
regulations on an industrial facility, it doesn’t 
mean it won’t be built. It’ll be built in another 
state or country with less regulations. You’d be 
forcing business from the state.” There you 
have the Texas legislative standard in a (too 
literal) nutshell: If we don’t do something stu- 
pid, somebody else will. 

As I write, there are several major (and inevi- 
tably ambiguous) environmental initiatives - 
water conservation, parks funding, energy effi- 
ciency, clean air - still pending, so it remains 
too soon to tell whether the session will be 
described as a good one for the environment. 
Waist-deep in accumulating amendments, the 
Sierra Club’s Ken Kramer told me tentatively 
that “things are a little bit better” because of 
changes in legislative “personalities” and an 
increasing political acceptance of environmen- 
tal protection, although he added wryly, “A lot 
of the bad shit has already been passed long 
ago.” He said that he and other environmental 
lobbyists at least seem to be spending more 
time advocating for good bills instead of trying 
to stop bad ones. “That might not seem like 
much,” Kramer concluded, “but it can make a 
big difference in what you can get done.” 

The Weather Shifts 

Tom “Smitty” Smith of Public Citizen is 
working some of the same legislative veins, and 
he’s similarly cautious about the eventual out- 
come. But he believes the atmosphere has 
changed in significant ways, with the cool 
breeze blowing from some unexpected comers. 
“When somebody like Trammell Crow Jr. 
[Trammell S. Crow, scion of the Dallas-based

real estate empire] is making calls to legisla- 
tors on environmental issues, those calls are 
being taken respectfully by people who used 
to ignore them.” Crow is a board member of 
Republicans for Environmental Protection, 
which, among other things, is running blister- 
ing TV ads across the state promoting action 
against global warming. That should at least 
make it a little more difficult for recalcitrant 
reps to pretend it just isn’t happening. 


“D alias-area Republicans are beginning to 
speak out on these issues,” said Smith, “and 
even the major energy corporations - Bk 
Shell, even ExxonMobil - are beginning to 
acknowledge that something must be done 
about global warming, if for no other reason 
than it’s going be terribly expensive, and they 
need to get out in front of it.” 

Of course, there’s more than one way to 
look at that change in the wind; the shift 
could just as readily mean a nascent corporate 
takeover of a public movement that has 
reached critical mass. But Smith points as well 
to the Texas cities, including the major region- 
al ones, steadily joining the “cool cities” cam- 
paign as a sign of effective change rising from 
the grassroots. “If I can mangle your metaphor 
even more, as the wind shifts, we’re going to 
need all hands on deck to get the [environ- 
mental] ship turned,” Smith said, “because 
we’re trying to change the direction of a ship 
the size of Texas.” 

Work to Be Done 

Those of us familiar with Texas politics are 
also used to small hopes and large disappoint- 
ments, e.g., one of the “green bills” on failing 
life support this week would enable a two-year 
study of cost-free ways businesses can combat 
global warming, sometime, somehow. One just 
can’t be too careful. And while Texas Repub- 


licans might be finally and grudgingly return- 
ing to a conservation movement they aban- 
doned a generation ago, watching “progres- 
sive” Dems pander furiously to cut gas taxes 
just when rising prices might have some effect 
on consumption - and therefore waste and 
pollution - does not encourage hope that the 
public at large will ever begin to realize what it 
might cost to make things right with nature. 

In that skeptical mood, I asked environ- 
mental author ( Been Brown So 
Long It Looked Like Green to 
Me) and CounterPunch Co- 
Editor Jeffrey St. Clair his 
thoughts on the current state 
of environmental politics and 
if he believes there might be 
hopeful signs. Last week, in 
CounterPunch, he’d suggest- 
ed we take bitter comfort in 
recalling that the Earth had 
lost 98% of species during 
the Permian geologic era and 
recovered, so I hardly expected optimism. He 
didn’t disappoint. 

“American environmentalism may be the 
only movement with more cause and less life 
than the moribund anti-war movement. The 
fire has gone out, and a kind of icy political 
entropy has set in. There is, of course, resis- 
tance across many fronts, from Cancer Alley 
[in Louisiana] to the Everglades, the Colorado 
River to Greater Yellowstone. But these are 
frontline fights. The movement itself is incho- 
ate, shackled at the hip to an equally vision- 
less Democratic Party and increasingly depen- 
dent on annual disbursements from big foun- 
dations who frown on militancy and political 
independence. The movement is dead at the 
top. This is one reason why we’ve seen the 
younger generation of environmental activists 
turn to self-defeating actions of last resort, 
such as arson. There’s no place for them in the 
corroded institutions of American environ- 
mental groups and no mass movement for 
them to join on the streets.” 

However you judge St. Clair’s glum progno- 
sis, he is undoubtedly right that there is no 
substantive political change, environmental or 
otherwise, without a broadly based, grassroots 
movement to force and enforce the public 
officials responsible for enacting and institu- 
tionalizing that change. In this moment of 
growing “green” consciousness, it’s a lesson 
worth committing to principle. ■

They don’t know what’s going to go there, 
but they sure know what won’t. 

“There’s not a proposal for a landfill,” 
Mayor Will Wynn told the assembled repre- 
sentatives of Webberville last week. In that 
incorporated village (most of whose popula- 
tion might have been on hand) some 15 miles 
east of Austin, residents won’t be waking to 
these anytime soon either: a coal gasification 
plant, a wastewater facility, a neighborhood 
park, regional park, theme park, or golf 
course. “There is no proposal whatsoever for 
this land,” Wynn exclaimed in exasperation. 

So why the hubbub over what we’re not 
doing? 

Well, the Webbervillians didn’t turn up to 
get all Sartre about being and nothingness: 
Instead, long-simmering concerns about 
Austin’s ownership of some 2,850 acres in 
their town - and whether or not the city of 
Austin has any designs on converting it into 
such an aforementioned landfill - drew them 
to council chambers. Not entirely without 
cause - lots about this item seemed odd, 
down to its language “declaring the Council’s 
intent to maintain ownership” of the tract. 
(The item’s proximity to a resolution recom- 
mending no further expansion of two existing 
dumps northeast of Austin didn’t alleviate 
anyone’s fears.) Wynn ultimately quipped that 
the real reasoning was so “people can stop 
making us offers for the next year,” but one 
notable speaker didn’t refrain. 

Webberville Mayor Hector Gonzales noted 
several official Centex stakeholders - like 
Travis Co. commissioners and state Reps. 
Dawnna Dukes and Eddie Rodriguez - are 
still concerned the city might eventually trash 
the land. Moreover, with Webberville’s mostly 
minority residents and black and brown legis- 
lators closely watching, Gonzales agitated 
that while allegations of environmental rac- 
ism might be incorrect, “It sure appears that 
way.” Or as another speaker eloquently iterat- 
ed, the possibility feeds “the old colonial 
dogma that eastern Travis County is only 
good for digging or dumping.” To which the 
mayor began his Seuss-style delineation of 
the myriad things the city isn’t putting there. 

But as with most matters before council - 
or politicians in general - what isn’t said is as 


important as what is. Maybe the land was 
once planned for a dump - technically owned 
by Austin Energy, it’s reserved for their 
potentially nefarious infrastructural use, and 
the current language calls for it to “provide 
public services and benefits,” stoking landfill 
fears. But it’s also close to the forthcoming 
$1.5 billion Villa Muse subdivision, one of 
the future seats of eastern growth. So while 
council’s wide-eyed insistence of innocence 
felt overeager by half, for the city to dump on 
such a potentially lucrative site doesn’t sound 
likely. But then, neither does Gonzales’ solu- 
tion: His proposal to buy the land back from 
the city - at the same price it paid years ago 

- seemed wishful and disingenuous. 

No sir, the city is content to sit on its 
Webberville tract for now. And you thought 
the real estate melodramas on basic cable 
were cutthroat. 

Shadow of a Doubt 

Hell, maybe we should take to the tract 
with some shovels - just to see if any bodies 
are buried there. A slim agenda this week 
(morning presentation of long-awaited Green 
Water Treatment Plant decommission; 
endangered Habibi’s Hutch returns from last 
week) got even weaker with the disappear- 
ance of its previously announced starring 
player. The budget policy discussion - in 
which council combs over Their Gal Futrell’s 
bleak “financial forecast” for crumbs to cob- 
ble together - was unceremoniously bumped 
off its scheduled May 24 slot today, muscled 
back to council’s next meeting, June 7. If 
things are anywhere near as dire as we’ve 
been told - the city manager’s “forecast gap” 
predicating the highest possible (without an 
election) property tax rate and still coming up 
short - you’d think council would be quick to 
pounce on this whodunit. But that’s just us. 
Here’s another mystery: What other govern- 
ment allows its executive branch (in this 
case, city staff) to prepare its own budget, 
without any direct oversight - checks and bal- 
ances - of the process? Questions like these 
hanging heavy over the pending discussion - 
and Mike Martinez forebodingly requesting 
an itemized accounting of the CM’s spending 

- are pushing this “forecast” under a loom- 
ing cloud of doubt.

York. Unlike many of the New York universities, UT has never participated in 
revenue-sharing, but Abbott added the provision, lest the university be tempt- 
ed in the future. The agreement also includes mandatory ethics lessons for 
OSFS staff after the investigation released last week showed office staff was 
ignorant of basic ethics. Abbott said he was pleased by the university’s coop- 
eration: “With this agreement, the University of Texas at Austin set new stan- 
dards for ethics and fair dealing in the student-loan industry.” - Justin Ward 

It’s going to get even harder on the homeless in Austin: Front Steps, the 
decade-old nonprofit overseeing the Austin Resource Center for the Homeless 
and several other outreach programs as part of its Keep Austin Housed pro- 
gram, has lost key funding from AmeriCorps - meaning 25 employees won’t 
be returning this fall. Keep Austin Housed is a comprehensive homeless-care 
initiative covering shelter, housing, substance-abuse treatment, counseling, 
and more; the 25 AmeriCorps employees will leave posts at Front Steps, 
SafePlace, LifeWorks, the St. David’s Trinity Center, Caritas, Casa Marianella, 
the city’s homeless health clinics, A New Entry, VinCare Services, Austin/ 
Travis County Mental Health Mental Retardation Center, and the Foundation 
for the Homeless. Front Steps Executive Director Helen Varty was at a loss 
over the funding cut; a press release said, “[W]e were surprised but we don’t 
have any information yet.” But she says the organization will persevere: “We 
are going to be looking hard for other funding. ... To many people, homeless 
people are just a statistic; to the AmeriCorps members on the front lines, the 
homeless people are friends.” - W.D. 

The University of Texas Elementary School on East Sixth Street, a charter 
school, will expand this summer to include a new facility next door, the 
University Co-op Campus Center. The new building will be used for school cel- 
ebrations, as an extra classroom, and as an indoor place for kids to play on 
rainy days. Dr. Ramona Trevino, the school’s principal, says the school will 
have some space to share and welcomes the neighborhood to hold meetings 
in the center. “We welcome the surrounding community, and the university 
community, to make greater use of our campus,” Trevino said. The school 
plans to start building the new building this summer. - Michael May 

In other education news, many Austin schools will provide free breakfast 
and dinner to children through the summer. Meals will be served at schools 
where at least 50% of the students are eligible for free or reduced lunch - 
although everyone is free to eat during the summer, regardless of income. 

The program runs through June in most of the eligible schools and on into 
August at some middle schools. The list of around 40 schools participating in 
the program, plus dates and times, is available at www.austinisd.org. - M.M. 

Also, the Austin Independent School District is trying to cultivate a cadre of cit- 
izen advocates through its new program, AISD UpCIose. The monthly ses- 
sions will provide parents and community leaders with an overview of the dis- 
trict’s schools and its programs and services. The district hopes participants 
will sign up for the district’s committees and task forces, encourage others to 
get involved with the schools, and stand up for the district during periods of 
bad press. The program will begin in August and run through May 2008. For 
an application, see www.austin.isd.tenet.edu/inside/initiatives/upclose, e-mail 
upclose@austinisd.org, or call 414-3992.

As bike month rolls on, it appears local law enforcement is trying to make 
roads safer for cyclists. On Thursday, May 24, Travis Co. Sheriff Greg Hamil- 
ton kicks off RoadShare, an educational initiative designed to increase 
awareness and lower bicycle-auto accidents. He noted in a statement that 
Texas has led the nation in cycling deaths every year since 2004. Climbing 
aboard the effort are state and local law enforcement, area cycling groups, 
city staff, and the city’s bicycle-safety group, Street Smarts Task Force - 
whose members have loudly called for more road-user education. “Most bicy- 
cle and motorist collisions are caused by failure to yield the right-of-way,” 
Hamilton said. “Motorists always need to be on the lookout before they turn 
and allow at least 3 feet when passing cyclists. Cyclists must obey all traffic 
laws and also use hand signals.” - Daniel Mottola 


In other bike news, a Bikini Bike Wash, benefiting the Be Kind to Cyclists 
campaign, will lather up on Saturday, May 27, llam-5pm, at Austin Tri-Cyclist, 
923 Barton Springs Rd. Be Kind to Cyclists, an educational initiative, was 
started by local biking enthusiast Alvaro Bastidas, who was hit and seriously 
injured by a car while riding.

In other transportation news, just in time to help mitigate this week’s wide- 
spread whining over rising gas prices, Capital Metro revealed on Monday a 
new, easier-to-use system map, which includes route and frequency informa- 
tion as well as a “how-to-ride” guide, all packaged in a more portable alterna- 
tive to the previous Destinations schedule book. The new maps are now 
available free on all buses and at Cap Metro ticket locations. Never bused 
your way around Austin before?

Advocacy Inc., which addresses the legal needs of citizens with disabilities, 
has established a Sign Up Fund to provide critically needed sign-language 
interpreter services to legal parties who are deaf; the Texas Bar 
Foundation provided the $20,000 start-up grant. While attorneys are required 
by law to comply with the Americans With Disabilities Act by accepting clients 
regardless of disability and furnishing such “auxiliary aids” as sign-language 
interpreters, reality often falls short of this statutory mandate. “A common 
complaint in the deaf community is the inability to find an attorney who not 
only understands the requirements of the ADA, but [who’s] also willing to com- 
ply with it,” said an Advocacy press release. Another goal of the Sign Up 
Fund will be to educate attorneys on their responsibility to deaf clients by 
offering statewide training to bar associations. While other state bars have 
reported success with similar outreach efforts, the State Bar of Texas is the 
first to provide funds for interpreters. “We hope that our work on this fund will 
be expanded to meet the needs of all deaf clients in Texas and create a tem- 
plate for use in other states,” said Mitchell Katine, chair of the bar’s Disabil- 
ity Issues Committee, in the release. For more info, call Lucy Wood, 454-4816.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


In the recent May 12 election, 100% of district voters approved Williamson 
County Water Control and Improvement District No. 2, passing Proposition 
1, to create the district, and Proposition 2, to allow the WCID to levy taxes. 
The total vote count: One to zero. According to Connie Watson, public infor- 
mation officer for the county, such slim vote counts are “common” in unde- 
veloped areas, especially with respect to municipal utility districts and road 
districts. The common scenario: One voter is the sole landowner who votes 
to establish the taxing entity, then the land is sold and subdivided, then new 
residents are taxed, funding provision of services by the WCID. The backstory 
of WCID No. 2 is more complicated, however, because Frankie Limmer, a for- 
mer Williamson Co. commissioner, pushed for the creation of a new water 
district while in office, though he’s also the potential developer. As reported 
in the Chronicle (“Hutto Wastewater: Is Limmer at it again?” Aug. 11, 2006), 
Limmer and his partners are reportedly planning to develop WCID No. 2 into 
a subdivision of as many as 1,800 residences. The election results revealed 
more oddities: WCID No. 2 board members Douglas Coe, Elton K. Malish, 
David E. Riggan Sr., Russell L. Schmidt Sr., and Gene Finley also won with 
one vote each, according to WilCo election results. That sole voter, by the 
way, was 99-year-old Edna Werchan, who, as noted on the Early Voting Roster, 
has a hand tremor. Did Werchan’s “voter assistant,” Judy B. Limmer, Frankie 
Limmer’s wife, offer the creation of WCID No. 2 a literal helping hand? - P.J.R. 

Bottled water is far more environmentally damaging than it is thirst-quench- 
ing, according to new data from the D.C.-based Worldwatch Institute. Global 
consumption of bottled water more than doubled between 1997 and 2005, 
making it the world’s fastest-growing commercial beverage. In the U.S., 
excessive withdrawal of natural mineral or spring water for bottling has 
threatened local streams and groundwater, while production and shipping 
consumes significant amounts of energy. Millions of tons of oil-derived 
plastics, mostly polyethylene terephthalate, are used to make the water bot- 
tles, most of which are not recycled. Worldwatch says about 2 million tons of 
PET bottles end up in U.S. landfills annually; in 2005, the national recycling 
rate was only 23%, compared to 40% a decade earlier. U.S. water-quality reg- 
ulations are generally the same as for tap water but are weaker for some 
microbial contaminants. The Food and Drug Administration, which regulates 
bottled water, permits certain levels of fecal matter, whereas the 
Environmental Protection Agency does not allow any human waste in city tap 
water, Worldwatch reports. Also, bottled-water violations are not always 
reported, and products may be recalled up to 15 months after the problemat- 
ic water was produced, distributed, and sold. Solution: Carry your own water 
container, and fill up at fountains and taps. - D.M. 
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COMMUNITY STEWARDSHIP AWARDS 

Now that Central Texans have envisioned what we want for our 
region, are we making it happen? Keeping that issue in the public 
spotlight is one purpose of the annual Community Stewardship 
Awards, given out by Envision Central Texas. This year’s awards, 
announced May 18, “honor visionary people, projects and process- 
es that are helping to ensure the region’s livability in the future,” 
said ECT in a press release, and “recognize people and organiza- 
tions that are addressing the challenges facing our region in ways 
that will help make the ECT Regional Vision a reality.” 

Envision Central Texas was formed in 2001 to assist in the pub- 
lic development and implementation of a regional vision to address 
the growth of Bastrop, Caldwell, Hays, Travis, and Williamson coun- 
ties. The resulting planning vision focuses on preserving and 
enhancing natural resources, economic vitality, social equity, and 
overall quality of living. Developed with input from thousands of 
Central Texans, it addresses development patterns, transportation, 
housing, density, open space, recreation, and social issues. 

Because ECT lacks regulatory power, however, its vision can only 
become public policy if cities, counties, and other bodies officially 
adopt its principles, said Executive Director Sally Campbell. Judging 
criteria for the awards included the nominees’ positive community 
impact and how well they exemplified or reflected the Envision 
Central Texas vision, Campbell said.

Morrison for Council? 

Although the municipal election horizon is a long way off, the 
early informal campaign season has unofficially begun. That is, 
the first name floating urgently in the local air is Austin 
Neighborhoods Council President Laura Morrison, who told 
Naked City this week, “It’s no secret I’ve been talking to people, 
and I am definitely thinking of running for City Council.” 

There will be three seats on the dais up for election in May 
next year: Place 1 (Lee Leffingwell), Place 3 (Jennifer Kim), 
and Place 4 (term-limited Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dunkerley). 

The official filing date is not until February or March, but the 
precampaign, when potential candidates sound out local sup- 
port (or opposition), is nearly as important as the voting itself, 
and Morrison has been circulating among the usual players and 
informal groups, although she emphasizes that she has not 
made a definite decision to run. 

“I’ve been intimately and extensively involved in community 
issues through my work on ANC,” she says (she was the organi- 


zation’s zoning chair before becoming president a couple of 
years ago), “and I’ve found myself thinking about where the city 
as a whole community needs to be and where we want to be in 
10 years. I think it might be helpful to take that conversation to 
the dais.” 

She noted that while the high-profile emphasis of ANC (with 
its 70-some member organizations) is on neighborhood issues, 
she has found recently that the members want to speak out on 
matters concerning the environment, schools, and social jus- 
tice and equity. For example, Morrison represented the ANC in 
the coalition asking for more public input into the city’s search 
for a new Austin Police Department chief. She says she 
wants to help find ways to “balance the priorities of our current 
residents with welcoming newcomers to Austin.” And in light of 
the current public battle over Wal-Mart’s plans for a supercent- 
er at Northcross, Morrison says she believes the council 
needs members willing “to be more of a vigorous advocate” 
for the community and to “bring a stronger community voice to 
city decisions.” - Michael King 


APD Idol: Top 5 Countdown 

It’s been just more than a year since former Austin Police 
Chief Stan Knee announced he would retire his position for a 
new job in Afghanistan, and we’re still looking for his permanent 
replacement. There’s been a lot of 
talk - and talk and talk - and, final- 
ly, in the last couple of months, 
some obvious action. In April, City 
Manager Toby Futrell announced 
nine finalists for the job; earlier 
this month the field was narrowed 
to five: Austin Police Department 
acting Chief Cathy Ellison; former 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Chief Jimmie 
Dotson; California Highway Patrol 
division Commander Art Acevedo; 

El Paso Chief Richard Wiles; and 
former Milwaukee Assistant Chief 
Roger Reinke. But the process 
has been so seemingly drawn out 
that many have gotten frustrated, 
including various community activists who accuse Futrell of not 
doing a good enough job of soliciting community input through- 
out the process. 


This week Futrell finally announced scheduling details for 
three community meetings with the Fab Five: 6pm Monday, 
June 11, and 8:30am and noon Tuesday, June 12, at Palmer 
Events Center. 

While the time spent will be well worth it if we end up with 

the very best chief possible, the lengthy 
process has prompted a number of 
folks - cops and civilians alike - to tell 
us that the whole vetting process 
reminds them more of a reality show 
than a recruiting process. All things con- 
sidered, maybe that’s not such a bad 
idea - at least it’s one way to quash 
complaints about a lack of community 
involvement. How about American Idol: 
Austin PD, where the contestants sing 
the praises of community policing each 
week, set to favorite disco hits of the 
Seventies? Or maybe Big Brother: Top 
Cops : Pack five police executives into a 
garishly decorated, camera-infested, 
“affordable” Downtown condo, and let 
mayhem ensue! Or maybe even Survivor: City Hall, where the 
finalists test their skills in a race to escape the policy pitfalls 
that litter Futrell Island. Good luck! -Jordan Smith

In Search of Silver Linings

First the good news: Tomball Republican Debbie Riddle is 
not running for speaker of the House. Not that anyone would 
believe Riddle could mount a serious campaign to replace 
Tom Craddick, but we thought we’d toss her name out there 
as a grim reminder that things could always be worse. 

How’s that for openers? The session is entering its final, 
frantic hours, the state budget has yet to be unveiled, and the 
House is under siege. But we’re stuck in a Riddle rumination 
rut, unfortunately, because we can’t bring ourselves to move 
past her provocative hate rant on the floor this week. For 
whatever reason, Riddle is unnerved by a proposal to “arm” 
foster children with a written copy of their rights - the same 
rights set out in federal law and a host of state codes. San 
Antonio Democrat Mike Villarreal offered the “bill of rights” as 
an amendment to Senate Bill 758, a sweeping measure 
expanding needed reforms in the state’s foster care system. 
The bill passed, minus Villarreal’s amendment. 

For the second time in two weeks, Riddle, a horse breeder, 
whinnied and kicked in protest over the proposed bill of rights, 
calling it “outrageous,” an invitation to “create chaos in the 
homes of foster parents,” and “the worst bill [she has] ever 
seen.” Apparently letting foster children know about the laws 
protecting them is beyond the pale in the Houston suburbs. 

The House sponsor of the larger Senate reform bill, Health 
and Human Services Chair Patrick Rose, made the first 
move to table the rights amendment, but he vowed to work 
for its passage as a separate item - SB 805 on the House 
calendar. The bill passed unanimously in the Senate and 
was on deck to return to the House floor this week after get- 
ting temporarily sidelined by a technical error. At it turned 
out, the bill ultimately died at the stroke of midnight Tuesday, 
the deadline for passing Senate bills out of the House. 
Unless it’s able to hitch an llth-hour ride onto the larger 
foster care measure, a foster children bill of rights will be 
history this session. 


Despite Riddle’s wild assertions that the proposal would 
create a new class of spoiled-rotten foster children, the pro- 
posal merely seeks to inform hard-luck kids of their right to 
enjoy pretty basic stuff - to live in a safe and healthy home 
environment; to be free of physical, sexual, and emotional 
abuse; and to be able to wear clothing comparable to what 
other kids are wearing. Similar measures have been enacted 
in Kansas, Alabama, and California. 

Riddle, a former foster parent, might have gotten her death 
wish for the “worst bill” she has ever seen, but it’s worth not- 
ing that precious few of her own horrifying bills - anti-immi- 
grant measures and the like - even escaped committee. The 
ones that did survive were pure political fluff. Riddle was the 
House sponsor of Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst’s “Jessica’s Law,” 
the lite gov’s campaign especial that seeks the death penalty 
for (mostly imaginary) habitual pedophiles. Her personal claim 
to fame was to secure the inclusion of “under God” in the 
Texas pledge of allegiance. Yet she drew the line on “liberty 
and justice for all,” refusing requests from the floor to add 
those few egalitarian words to her God bill. (Don’t want to give 
people the wrong idea.) 

In the end, Riddle’s sideshow was a tiny blip in this week’s 
House events, which saw an unusual display of unity and 
strength in numbers on two politically significant issues. The 
headliner, of course, was and is the ongoing struggle to oust 
Craddick from the speaker’s chair - possibly before the ses- 
sion ends on Monday. Craddick insists he’s not leaving his 
post and has vowed to run for re-election in 2009. But his 
trademark poker face is showing signs of mutiny-related 
stress, as a crop of veteran Republicans has lined up to run 
for his seat. As of midweek, the hopefuls included Ways and 
Means Chair Jim Keffer; former Appropriations Chair Jim 
Pitts (making his second attempt); Brian McCall, who early 
this year pulled out of the speaker’s race to support Pitts; and 
local-government champion Fred Hill. 

The simmering discontent audibly surfaced Monday night, in 
a personal privilege speech by otherwise low-profile Corsicana 
Republican Byron Cook. Cook, a rancher who chairs the 
House Civil Practices Committee, boldly asserted that mem- 
bers are fed up with Craddick’s frequent use of “intimidation, 
retaliation, and character assassination” to keep his authority 
in check, and he accused Craddick of deliberately slowing the 


budget process, either as punishment or to wrest (i.e., bribe) 
favor from one member or another. “Release us and submit to 
the will of the House,” Cook implored. He concluded his 
remarks with the oft-referenced, night-before-combat “band of 
brothers” speech from Shakespeare’s Henry V. 

After Cook finished, Craddick broke the silence that fol- 
lowed, calmly announcing the layout of the next bill. 

The second noteworthy House event, which actually preced- 
ed Cook’s speech, found liberal Houston Democrat Garnet 
Coleman praising conservative Republican Dianne Delisi for 
her work on a far-reaching bill designed to upgrade and 
expand Medicaid coverage for the uninsured. The GOP-led 
legislation, SB 10, passed easily after lengthy consideration 
over a number of amendments. As Delisi happily pointed out, 
the bill was endorsed by a diverse group of 16 stakeholders 
with varying ideological interests. Indeed, it’s rare when the 
Texas Conservative Coalition at one end of the spectrum 
and the Center for Public Policy Priorities at the other find 
common ground on a public policy initiative. “We were happy 
to see the consumer protection amendments added,” said 
the CPPP’s Anne Dunkelberg. “We feel comfortable that the 
core [Medicaid] program is protected.” But she cautioned that 
time will tell if the bill is all it’s described to be. “It’s written 
so broadly that it may create some potential for concern,” 
she said. 

On a related front, the final passage of a Children’s Health 
Insurance Program bill was a mixed blessing. The Senate 
watered down a key provision in the House version of House 
Bill 109, largely because Dewhurst refused to budge from his 
opposition to allowing families 12 months of uninterrupted 
CHIP coverage. In the end, Senate leaders settled for what 
Kip Averitt, R-McGregor, called an “excellent compromise” - 
requiring electronic “income reviews” every six months, while 
still providing families continuing CHIP coverage. In practice 
that means that 33,351 fewer children would be covered, 
pending agreement in conference. As with the Medicaid bill, 
Dunkelberg is willing to accept the Senate’s compromise on 
CHIP considering how far the Lege has come since its near- 
fatal evisceration of the program in 2003. On the whole, she 
reasoned, “It’s a vast improvement over the current policy, 
even though it’s not as good as the House bill.” 

In other words, things could always be worse. ■ 


Needle-Exchange Bill Barely Hanging On 


State Rep. Dianne White Delisi, R-Temple, is not a doctor. 
She does not hold a doctorate degree. She doesn’t even play 
a doctor on TV. Still, a lack of credentials didn’t stop her from 
playing doctor under the dome last week, where, as chair of 
the House Public Health Committee, she single-handedly 
pulled a quack job that has all but killed Senate Bill 308, 
one of the session’s most progressive public health policies. 

The bill, authored by Sen. Robert Deuell, R-Greenville, would 
allow a local health department to establish a one-for-one 
anonymous hypodermic-needle-exchange program. Needle 
exchange is a harm-reduction program that seeks to reduce 
the spread of communicable diseases, such as HIV and hep- 
atitis C. Forty-nine states have some form of legal needle 
exchange, which lets intravenous drug users trade dirty nee- 
dles for clean ones - in part, a way to ensure proper disposal 
of hazardous medical waste. Although technically illegal in 
Texas - needles are illegal drug paraphernalia - needle- 
exchange programs operate here, undercover or in a quasi- 
alliance with law-enforcement agencies that fully grasp the 
wisdom of making sure addicts shoot clean. 

Texas lawmakers grasp the concept also - addicts who shoot 
clean pose less risk to emergency personnel, including police, 
paramedics, emergency doctors, and nurses - in part because 
Deuell did a commendable job highlighting the documented 
benefits of needle-exchange programs. Notably, one-for-one 
needle exchange does not increase drug use (as those inclined 
to moral panic might think), does reduce the spread of disease 
(studies show it can reduce the spread of HIV by up to 30%), 
and does provide easy access to drug rehabilitation services - 
a point-of-access requirement Deuell included in his bill. The 
measure earned the support of the state’s major medical 


groups - including the Scott & White clinic in Temple, the 
Central Texas institution founded by Delisi’s grandfather. 

During a favorable hearing in the Senate Health and Human 
Services Committee, the measure earned support from Com- 
mittee Chair Sen. Jane Nelson, R-Lewisville, and Sen. Kyle 
Janek, R-Houston, also a doctor - two lawmakers previously 
opposed to needle-exchange legislation when it made the 
rounds in 2003 and 2005. The measure passed with a 
healthy 22-7 vote on the Senate floor, and lawmakers and 
advocates seemed confident it would be similarly embraced 
as it moved to the House. 

That didn’t happen. Referred to the House Public Health 
Committee, chaired by Delisi, the bill sat ... and sat ... and sat, 
with no scheduled hearing date. What was going on behind legis- 
lative doors - and in particular, behind Delisi’s office door - isn’t 
clear, but it was nearly a month after the bill left the senate that 
Delisi finally agreed to call it up for a hearing May 14. According 
to lawmakers close to the action, as she did so, Delisi made it 
clear she had no intention of passing the bill on to the full House 
for consideration. She didn’t even show up for the hearing. 

The situation has stunned insiders who say they have no 
idea why Delisi is so boldly and without explanation thwarting 
the legislative process. Neither she nor James Cooley, her 
chief of staff, returned numerous calls from the Chronicle 
requesting comment, but Delisi told the Houston Chronicle 
that she opposed the measure because she has “not been 
persuaded that the public health benefits outweigh the con- 
cerns of many members, myself included, of providing needles 
for those that are using illegal drugs.” 

Opposition is fine, says SB 308’s House sponsor, Rep. 

Ruth Jones McClendon, D-San Antonio - if Delisi didn’t like 


the measure she simply had to vote “no” on its passage. But 
she didn’t do that - instead, she has become a penny on the 
train track, derailing the bill without a shred of respect for the 
democratic process. “This is my 11th year [in the Legislature], 
and I’ve never seen anything like this,” McClendon said. “I’ve 
never seen a member [refuse] to engage on the subject of a 
bill.” Instead, Delisi has been “just a closed ear,” she said. 
“It’s just so disrespectful.” 

Perhaps if Delisi actually showed up to the committee hear- 
ing - where no one testified against the measure - she could 
have asked questions to clear up any doubts she might have, 
says Deuell aide Scot Kibbe. “She’d agreed to hear the bill, 
but that’s all we were able to get,” said Kibbe, even though 
the “votes [were] there” to pass it on to the full House for 
consideration. Deuell and supporters have plenty of “relevant 
[and] cogent” information for Delisi, he said, but presenting it 
to her “has not been an option,” and to date, Delisi has not 
explained her position to Deuell. (One theory floating around 
the Capitol last week suggested that Delisi was carrying water 
for Gov. Rick Perry, as part of some as-yet-undisclosed tit-for- 
tat legislative back-scratching, but dome insiders say the gov- 
ernor’s office has adamantly denied any involvement in killing 
the bill.) 

Delisi’s childlike behavior killed a comprehensive version of 
the progressive and fiscally responsible preventative health 
policy. During House floor debate on May 21, Delisi reiterated 
her myopic view that the public health benefits of needle 
exchange are considerably less important than the state’s 
need to “do everything we can to lessen the opportunity for 
intravenous drug use.” Delisi’s confounding logic notwithstand- 
ing, McClendon resurrected a portion of the policy, successful- 
ly amending on a 71-60 vote the state’s Medicaid bill (Com- 
mittee Substitute Senate Bill 10) to allow for a needle pilot 
program in Bexar Co. - Jordan Smith 
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Members of the House of Representatives had to run this gauntlet of TV-bearing activists at the 
House chamber entrance on Tuesday. They were pushing for a provision to require television manufactur- 
ers selling products in Texas to take back and recycle customers' old televisions, to be added to Angleton 
Republican Dennis Bonnen's widely popular House Bill 2714, and its identical Senate companion, Kirk 
Watson's Senate Bill 1324, which establish statewide take-back standards for computers, monitors, and 
laptops, at the behest of already-recycling computer makers Dell and Hewlett-Packard. 

E-waste crusaders Texas Campaign for the Environment led the charge to include TVs in the e- 
recycling bills; TCE director Robin Schneider accused Bonnen, under pressure from manufacturers, of 
threatening to kill the original bill if his colleagues amended it. Schneider said four states have 
passed TV-inclusive take-back laws so far, and emphasized the urgency of a TV take-back measure as 
the approaching advent of digital TV is expected to make many old sets obsolete. TCE contends that 
take-back laws push manufacturers to make more recyclable, less-toxic machines and create jobs in 
the growing e-recycling industry. 

Having already passed the House, the computer take-back legislation passed the Senate late 
Tuesday night, but without including TVs. - Daniel Mottola 


CAPITOL BRIEFS 


A bill granting meet-and-confer contract negotia- 
tions to Austin’s rank and file, non-public-safety 
employees, looks dead in the water. House Bill 
2184, which would let municipal employee union 
American Federation of State, County, and 
Municipal Employees represent the city’s workers 
in bargaining, seemed destined to pass the 
Senate until Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, inter- 
vened. No Senate bill can come up for consider- 
ation unless two-thirds of senators agree to hear 
it. Shapiro objected to sponsor Kirk Watson’s 
motion to bring the bill for a vote, citing vague 
concerns that meet and confer was being overim- 
plemented throughout the state. The two-thirds 
vote narrowly failed, 18-10, preventing senators 
from voting on it; with sine die Monday, it’s 
unlikely to get further consideration.

The Lege has voted to include the Elgin and 
Smithville ISDs in the Austin Community 
College District. The legislation, HB 3236, was 
authored by Rep. Robert Cook, D-Eagle Lake. 

The change means that Elgin and Smithville high 
school students will have access to ACC’s Early 
College Start Program, which lets high school 
students take college classes at a discount. 

“The change allows Elgin and Smithville school 
administrators to transition their students into 
higher education,” said ACC district President Dr. 
Stephen B. Kinslow. - Michael May 

A bill to provide additional oversight to the Health 
and Human Services Commission’s Texas Inte- 
grated Eligibility Redesign System, or TIERS, 
passed through the Senate Tuesday night. The 
TIERS system, which combines enrollment in 
state social-service programs through upgraded 
computer software, has been under heavy attack 
this session, especially after critical state audits 
and the cancellation of a contract with vendor 
Accenture. HB 3575, carried by Jane Nelson, R- 
Lewisville, in the Senate, would provide 
increased monitoring and a legislative oversight 


committee. Specifically, the committee would 
ensure the agency makes progress in making 
enrollment faster and simpler. - Kimberly Reeves 

A bill to tweak the city’s homestead preserva- 
tion district, HB 470, passed the Senate on 
Tuesday night with only minor adjustments. Kirk 
Watson, who carried the bill, said last session’s 
homestead preservation district bill created the 
concept and boundaries of an Eastside district. 
This session’s bill set out some practical enabl- 
ing legislation. Austin Dems Eddie Rodriguez and 
Dawnna Dukes carried the bill in the House. 
Austin’s homestead preservation district, which is 
in both Reps’ districts, is intended to create a 
land trust to preserve long-term affordability for 
local housing. - K.R. 

With numerous bills killed on a backlog of the 
House calendar - the House passed eight bills on 
Tuesday in the same time the Senate passed 
almost 150 - Sen. Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, 
offered up her dropout intervention bill as a 
vehicle for Senate education bills that were lost on 
the House calendars. Some of the bills amended 
included Shapiro’s charter school accountability bill, 
three bills aimed at training and certifying teachers 
for students with disabilities, plus a bill supporting 
teacher reading academies, among others. - K.R. 

Lawmakers in the Texas House killed two ques- 
tionable abortion-related bills, using technical 
moves to avoid bringing them up for a vote. 

Harold Dutton, D-Houston, successfully raised a 
point of order to kill Florence Shapiro’s SB 785, 
which would require doctors to collect a litany of 
personal information about their clients seeking 
abortion. Lawmakers opposed to Dan Patrick’s 
SB 920, which would force women seeking abor- 
tion to first view an ultrasound image of their 
fetus, squashed that measure by promising to 
bring a host of amendments to the floor debate - 
thus holding up the stream of other bills waiting 
to be heard before the midnight deadline for 
Reps to consider and pass Senate-originated 
bills. As of midnight, both measures were dead, 
done, and buried. - Jordan Smith

RG4N 
is calling upon council to 
use its authority under the 
city's Land Development 
Code to deny, on the 
basis of a traffic-impact 
analysis, a second site 
permit filed by Northcross 
Mall redeveloper Lincoln 
Properties. During citizen 
communication at the May 
17 council session, RG4N 
attorney Brad Rockwell presented a compelling 
Memorandum of Law arguing that council does, 
in fact, have legal authority to deny the site plan. 
To date, the city attorney has vigorously advised 
council members that they have no authority to 
act in the matter. 

Rockwell's memorandum (see link at 
austinchronicle.com) states, "Certain members 
of City staff have aggressively pursued an 
interpretation of City Code that favors Lincoln 
Property and Wal-Mart and appear to have gone 
to extreme measures to usurp the role of City 
Council in the land development process." It cites 
specific sections of the code that give council 
authority to act on the basis of a traffic-impact 
analysis. Rockwell makes the argument that by 
city code, "the Council either 'may' or 'must' 


deny a site plan. Second, these sections establish 
two different duties on the council, one discretionary 
and one mandatory. The Lincoln Property TIAs have 
and will demonstrate facts that provide the council 
with both the discretionary opportunity to deny the 
site plan and the mandatory duty to deny it." Several 
council members contacted said they would further 
explore Rockwell's argument. 

Last week RG4N also protested a "threat letter" 
from Wal-Mart Realty to the city; a Saturday event at 
the Norwood Wal-Mart drew more than 100 protesters. 
In a letter to Assistant City Manager Laura Huffman, 
Wal-Mart threatened to "re-evaluate" all of the 
project revisions to which it already has agreed, if 
"3rd party litigation is filed." RG4N and the Allandale 
Neighborhood Association still are planning to sue the 
parties and the city. - Katherine Gregor 


Taxi Fracas Finalizes 

Lone Star Cab Co. prevailed on third and final reading at City Council last week, 
being awarded the city’s newest taxi franchise, despite its competitor’s best efforts to 
bring it down. The unanimous decision came only after the contract was amended to 
add franchise requirements proposed by Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dunkerley, who had 
opposed awarding the franchise to Lone Star over staff-recommended Capital City 
Cab Co. The two new requirements speak to the owner-operated, co-op model the com- 
pany will operate under and to its proposed computerized dispatch system; both were 
cited by Council Member Mike Martinez as reasons for Lone Star’s superiority when 
he led the surprise motion to award the company the opportunity earlier this year. 

The “franchise ownership interest requirements” stipulate that at least 51% of the 
stock funding the company resides with those actively driving for Lone Star - but new 
language takes the extra step of demanding they drive at least 30 hours a week. 
(Additional language ensuring they weren’t also corporate officers or directors was 
removed, as it was plainly antithetical to the idea behind the co-op.) The contract also 
calls for regular updates on the status of the dispatch system, including notice any 
time it goes down. 

Jennifer Kim seemed dismayed with the additional requirements and codifications 
placed on Lone Star; asking for any sort of precedent for the requirements, she heard 
from the Legal Department that the city has broad authority to delegate and award fran- 
chises as they see fit. The same argument was used to defuse Cap City Cab attorney 
Jeff Howard’s claim that, per the council-drafted language of the evaluation process, 
the city was required to award it to the best-qualified company - i.e., Cap City, which 
outscored Lone Star by a single point in the evaluation matrix. Howard also spent sev- 
eral minutes pointing out what he perceived as problems with Lone Star’s finances, 
complaining that Lone Star hadn’t received the same scrutiny as his client. 

But ultimately, council proceeded with Lone Star, ending an excruciating selection 
process stretching out longer than anyone could have imagined. As Martinez noted in 
making the motion to award Lone Star: “It’s been a very long process and it started 
... about the same time of year last year. ... I think we are at a point where it’s time to 
move forward and it’s time to put a third franchise on the streets.” 

True to long-winded form, however, the City Charter dictates one more delay: A new 
cab company can’t begin operations until 60 days after final approval. Barring any fur- 
ther complications (and by this point, who can say?), Lone Star’s 55 cabs could hit the 
streets by late July. - Wells Dunbar

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AISD's Johnston and Webb: 

Test Score Role Reversal 

Austin Independent School District’s board President Mark 
Williams was both relieved and disappointed when he saw 
the Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills scores for 

the district’s two most struggling schools, Webb Middle 
School and Johnston High. But mostly he was just confused. 

“There’s more questions than answers,” Williams said. 

“The results are a complete surprise.” 

The futures of both schools hang in the balance. They’ve 
both been rated “academically unacceptable” for the previous 
three years in a row, and the state could close them if their 
ratings don’t improve this year. Official ratings won’t be 
released until August, but it looks like Webb has shown enough 
improvement to be rated “acceptable.” Johnston’s scores will 
most certainly keep it in the “unacceptable” category, though, 
and the district will have to lobby the state to keep it open. 

It’s a complete role reversal. Just a few months ago, AISD 
Superintendent Pat Forgione had given up on Webb. He pro- 
posed just going ahead and closing the school this summer 
so that the district could have time to plan what to do with 
the students and staff. The community protested, and ulti- 
mately the AISD board voted to keep the school open. 
Johnston, on the other hand, has been part of the ambitious 
“high school redesign” program, and the district and the 
board assumed that the investment would pay off in higher 
test scores. 

Webb finally has something to celebrate. Considering the 
incredible turmoil the school went through this year, it seemed 
unlikely the students would show improvements on the test. 
The teachers spent half the year worrying about their jobs, 
and the students were essentially being blamed for shutting

down their neighborhood school. But the threat may have actu- 
ally provided some sort of therapeutic shock treatment. 

“It’s a situation that’s been a blessing in disguise,” says 

Allen Weeks, vice president of the St. Johns Neighborhood 
Association, who organized the community during the crisis. 



“The teachers and the kids have really been heroic. It was 
incredible to watch them get their focus back.” Weeks is opti- 
mistic about the future. Once the board voted to keep the 
school open, the district devoted considerable time and 
resources to getting the school on its feet. Weeks says the 
school is more than doubling the amount of students that will 
have access to ESL support, and he expects to have 200 
mentors helping individual students over the hump. 

But it would be naive to think there won’t be some negative 
repercussions after such an incredibly stressful year. Teacher 
turnover at Webb was already a problem. And, until this week, 
the staff members were not even sure their jobs would exist 
in the fall. Jerry Howard, a science teacher at Webb’s 
English Language Learners Academy, says the next hurdle 
is attracting and retaining experienced teachers. “The morale 
is much better now,” he says. “But, still, the poor 
press about Webb is going to make it hard to attract 
good teachers, and that’s what we need to keep up 
the momentum.” It’s an issue the district is working 
on, and it wouldn’t be surprising to see teachers earn 
more at Webb next year under the “strategic com- 
pensation” plan being considered by the AISD board. 

Although Johnston was also facing its fourth year 
performing below standard, the district never threat- 
ened to close that school. On the contrary, it’s been the test 
subject for AISD’s high school redesign program, which will 
ultimately change how all the district’s high schools operate. 
“It’s modeled on all best practices from around the country,” 
Williams says. “We have small learning communities, a great

staff, and a focus on themes of interest to 
the students. 

We’ve had experts come in and give us 
positive evaluations.” 

Since the scores came in last week, 
Williams and the district are asking them- 
selves what went wrong. “It doesn’t cast 
doubt on the fundamental structure of the 
redesign program,” he says. “But there is a 
missing ingredient. It could be that, since 
they weren’t under the gun like Webb, the stu- 
dents weren’t as motivated. We need to find 
out why they didn’t make it.” 

The Texas Education Agency now has 
the power to close the school over the summer if it feels that 
progress isn’t being made. But the district hopes the agency 
will give the school another year to turn around. Paul 
Saldana, who’s been running a mentorship program at 
Johnston for the Greater Austin Hispanic Chamber of 
Commerce, believes the school is finally getting the resourc- 
es it needs. “We haven’t been given enough time for the 
changes to take hold,” he says. “This is a school that’s had 
an incredible amount of turnover in the principal’s office. And 
you have kids at the school who really don’t have an adult 
advocating for their eduction. They’re being raised in single- 
parent homes, and the parents are often working multiple jobs 
and don’t have time to get involved.” 

Saldana’s program is recruiting mentors to help students 
make it successfully to graduation. This year they paired 50 
mentors with freshmen; next year they hope to have at least 
75 more. Saldana believes it’s going to take a grassroots 
effort to get families and students to invest in the school. 
“We have to tailor the model to the Hispanic community,” he 
says, “and that requires a lot of face-to-face communication, 
meetings, and hands-on instruction. We’re facilitating that.” 

It could be that Johnston’s high school redesign, which val- 
ues relationships and encourages students to pursue their 
own interests, is having a positive effect that’s difficult to mea- 
sure. Camille DePrang, a Johnston teacher, believes the 
school shouldn’t be judged just by the numbers. “The school 
has been transformed for the better,” DePrang says. “But you 
can’t expect to completely turn around 20 years of neglect in 
two years.” - Michael May

KXAN for Sale? 

The parent company of local NBC affiliate KXAN-TV 
announced plans to explore the sale of the company last 
week, as market forces continue to pummel the local tele- 
vision industry. LIN TV, which owns or operates 29 sta- 
tions around the country, said it had hired JPMorgan 
Securities to seek a buyer, after acknowledging that 
industrywide advertising revenues would likely continue to 
decline. The announcement comes just three months after 
CBS Corp. sold local affiliate KEYE-TV to a private invest- 
ment group, Cerberus Capital Management, as part of a 
seven-station deal valued at $185 million. (Cerberus sub- 
sequently made headlines by buying Chrysler.) 

Around the country, midsize broadcasters are cashing 
out. The New York Times Corp. recently sold its nine TV 
stations, and Texas-based Nexstar Broadcasting Group, 
owners of 49 stations, recently said it was also exploring a 
sale. “There is a view this is the top of the market,” David 
Bank, a managing director at RBC Capital Markets in 
New York, told the Reuters news agency. “I don’t think the 
core advertising business is getting better, so operators are 
deciding to get out.” 


LIN, based in Providence, R.I., posted a rare $20.7 mil- 
lion profit in its most recent quarter, after struggling in 
recent years. In Securities and Exchange Commission fil- 
ings, the company detailed a litany of issues hindering its 
growth, including increased competition, a heavy debt load, 
and declining national advertising revenue. “Excluding 
political advertising, we received 32% of our advertising 
revenues from national advertisers in 2006 compared to 
37% in 2004,” the company said in its most recent quar- 
terly report. “We expect this trend to continue.” 

A creation of the private equity firm of Hicks, Muse, 
Tate & Furst, LIN went public in 2002 and went on a mini 
buying spree of stations. Now it’s likely to go private again, 
part of a wave of purchases fueled by private equity com- 
panies looking to flip businesses with ready cash flow. 
Shares of LIN jumped 14% after the announcement of a 
possible sale. 

KXAN general manager Eric Lassberg declined com- 
ment. “No decision has been made to sell the company at 
this time,” LIN said in a press release, which also noted 
that the company is “unable to predict if this review of 
strategic alternatives will result in any transaction.”

Keepin' It Jungle 

Austin company plans an eco-colonial retreat in Mexico

In the dense jungle west of the coastal 
Mayan mins of Tulum, the temperature is mov- 
ing past “steamy” and closing on “flop sweat” 
as Matthew Schnurr guides a visitor down a 
narrow, unfinished road. Crews have been 
using sledgehammers and machetes to hack 
out the trail, but constmction is stalled by yet 
another permit snafu with the local govern- 
ment, Schnurr says, as he lists the wild orchids 
and sapote trees that cover the land. 

“We’re trying to keep it jungle,” says Schnurr, 
gingerly stepping past a young palm. He points 
at the piles of rock and bmsh, in the middle of 
the path. “Everything has been cleared by 
hand,” he says. “No fires. No pesticides.” 

When completed, the road will serve as the 
entrance to the first attempt at a large-scale, 
environmentally sensitive, mas- 
ter-planned residential “jungle 
hideaway” in the area, which is 
best known for the beach resorts 
and foam bars of Cancun. 

Dubbed Los Arboles Tulum, the 
project is the dream of Greg 
Schnurr and his family, longtime 
owners of an Austin paint and constmction 
business, as well as Warehouse District restau- 
rants Malaga, Cedar Street Courtyard, and Saba 
Blue Water Cafe. Los Arboles offers buyers a 
chance to build homes deep in the cover of the 
jungle, to follow detailed environmental devel- 
opment guidelines, and to live completely off 
the grid among the toucans and wild pigs. 

In more ways than one, the Schnurrs are try- 
ing to break new ground. In the last year they’ve 
faced machete-wielding Mayan hunters, a slow 
and suspicious Mexican bureaucracy, and a skep- 
tical real estate community. And some experts 
think they’re crazy - that international investors 
go to Mexico to buy condos on the beach, not to 
generate their own electricity and develop a natu- 
ral wastewater system in the jungle. 

But Matthew Schnurr, for one, is convinced 
the time is right for a housing project that 
shows respect for the jungle and the Mayan 
culture. “I know there are clients out there for 
this on a world level,” he said. Schnurr often 
speaks about the property as a sort of crusade. 


“At the end of the day, this is going to say some- 
thing,” he said. “I just want to do it right.” 

Mayan Roots 

Los Arboles encompasses 481 hectares 
(about 1,200 acres) of jungle land, located 7.5 
miles inland from Tulum, where tourists can 
swim in a glassy lagoon underneath the crum- 
bling Mayan temples. Despite the high-end 
constmction to the north, Tulum still maintains 
something of a hippie vibe, with nude beaches 
and campsites on the beach. The site for Los 
Arboles is off the two-lane road that connects 
Tulum to Coba, a sprawling Mayan city where 
huge pyramids remain unexcavated, nothing 
more than mysterious green mounds rising out 
of the jungle. It’s also a few 
minutes drive to the Sian Ka’an 
biosphere, a spectacular 1.6 
million-acre nature reserve 
stretching down the coast. 

The area around Tulum is a 
sharp contrast to the area to 
the north, which is often cited 
as the poster child for bad environmental plan- 
ning, primarily due to the row of hotel towers 
in Cancun. Under the auspices of Lonatur, 
Mexico’s tourism development agency, in 10 
years Cancun went from a pristine peninsula 
to Miami Beach. Clearly stung by the criticism, 
in recent years the local governments have 
passed strict guidelines for developing the 
coast, include height restrictions and measures 
to protect mangrove, a key component in the 
wetlands ecosystems. 

“They’re using Cancun as a basis for devel- 
opment here [on the south coast],” said Randy 
Bowser, a botanist who tracks environmental 
issues in the area. “They’re using Cancun as an 
example of how they screwed it up.” Neverthe- 
less, there’s widespread skepticism about the 
government’s environmental commitment, 
with exceptions to the nominal rules evident 
throughout the area. “There’s just too much 
money coming here,” Bowser said. 

The strip south of Cancun, dubbed the 
Riviera Maya, is going through an explosion of

resort development, primarily massive high-end, 
all-inclusive spa and golf complexes, luring 
investors and tourists from around the world. 
Lor one project, Mayakoba, Spanish developers 
carved canals through the limestone and man- 
groves to create a sprawling 100-acre complex 
that will eventually include five hotels. 

But inland, on the west side of Highway 307, 
which parallels the coast, the jungle is still largely 
the land of the Maya, home to the hunters and 
farmers who have lived on the land for genera- 
tions. One of the world’s most unique ecosystems, 
there is no water above ground on the Yucatan 
Peninsula. But rivers flow under the hard rock 
surface, creating cenotes, cavernous sinkholes 
with deep spiritual significance to the Maya. 


Control of the jungle - of all land in Mexico, 
for that matter - is a deeply emotional and sym- 
bolic issue, tied to generations of oppression and 
mistreatment of the indigenous people. Lrom 
Zapata to Cancun, land has been a rallying cry for 
revolution and conflict, with many disputes still 
unresolved. Large swatches of land are controlled 
by ejidos, community groups, deeded the land by 
the Mexican government in an effort to make up 
for past sins. But it’s often still difficult to track 
title to land, and abuses and landgrabs by power- 
ful players are not unusual, making development 
a challenge for gringos. 

The Schnurr family is already familiar with 
the quirks of trying to build in Mexico. Their

first project in the area - a fairly conventional development 
called Paraiso Tan-kah Bay, featuring 105 residential lots on the 
coast north of Tulum - was almost completely sold out when 
the local government decided to do an environmental and zon- 
ing review of the area, delaying the project for several months. 

But when the Schnurrs came across the land west of Tulum, 
they saw an opportunity to do something different. The prop- 
erty was relatively untouched, but it had once served as a ranch 
where gum resin was harvested from the sapote trees, which 
meant there was a clear title to the land. The Schnurrs were also 
able to buy two surrounding parcels, giving them control of a 
wide tract of pristine jungle, covered with 18 different forms of 
wild orchids, wild turkeys, and enough varieties of plants to 
keep a biologist happy for decades. 

Less Is More 

The idea behind Los Arboles Tulum is to offer customers a 
lifestyle far removed from the spring-break, lay-at-the-beach 
experience popular on the coast. They are selling 261 2-hectare 
(about 5-acre) lots. Buyers will be able to design and build their 
own custom-designed homes on the lots, which currently sell 
for about $55,000 - making the land a relative bargain com- 
pared to the prices on the coast, where anything close to the 
water can command $500,000 for a single hectare. 

“It’s not going to be all millionaires in the Riviera Maya,” said 
Jason Schnurr, Matthew’s older brother. While their father, Greg, 
oversees the company, Jason focuses more on the day-to-day busi- 
ness issues, and Matthew is the construction supervisor. Jason 
focuses on economics; Matthew can talk for hours about the spe- 
cies of orchids on the property. Jason believes the project makes 
sense from an investment perspective. “We saw a need for this in 
the market,” he said. “It’s literally a value-driven decision.” 

But there is a catch - actually a few catches. Buyers will be able 
to build on only 5% of their property. And with no electricity pro- 
vided, they’ll have to generate their own power, most likely using 
solar generators. Water will come from wells reaching 13 meters 
below the rocky service, where underground rivers flow through 
the Yucatan. Wastewater will be treated by a natural sealed system 
that uses plants and evaporation to filter black water. 

The Schnurrs expect some nice homes to be built on the lots, but 
owners will need to deal with providing electricity, water, and the 
other simple necessities of living in the jungle. “If somebody thinks 
they are going to come in and want more, it’s not going to happen,” 
said Matthew as he checked messages on his BlackBerry, a remind- 
er that the project is not completely isolated from the world. 

Buyers will be encouraged to build up, into the trees, to cap- 
ture both the sun’s rays and the cool ocean breeze. “The biggest 



challenge is going to be trapping natural air and letting it cool 
your house, so you can lose your need for air conditioning,” 
Matthew said. Air conditioning is allowed, but it will eat power. 
“It’s a design issue,” he said. 

From the beginning, the project met skepticism and, at times, 
open hostility. Matthew, who has lived in Mexico off and on 
since 2001, often found himself facing angry locals. In one case 
he confronted local Mayan workers using chain saws to cut 
down trees. But he began to win over the trust of the local vil- 
lagers. He lived on the property for two years, in a sparse, small 
cement building without wired electricity, using water from a 
well. He recruited local villagers and developed relationships 
with the families in the area. He now speaks passing Mayan, a 
language in danger of extinction, even in the Yucatan. 

The Mexican bureaucracy proved more difficult. Developers 
often talk about the frustrating inconsistency and notorious 



petty graft of working in Mexico, but with their attempts at a 
jungle development, the Schnurrs were sailing into unknown 
waters. Construction has been halted for months while envi- 
ronmental plans have been reviewed over and over again. 
“What we’ve found is the Mexican government really wants to 
do right by it,” Matthew said. “They’ve put a lot of biologists 
to work.” 

Extensive surveys helped identify the different plants and 
fauna that would have to be protected. There are at least three 
endangered species of orchids on the property, as well as sev- 
eral varieties of rare palms. “All palms in the jungle are sacred,” 
Matthew said. They agreed to move or replace every endangered 
plant. With every plant that needs transplanting, they take a 
photo of it, move it, and then photograph it in its new location, 
where they will track its progress for three years. In a small 
nursery, they’re growing striplings to replace plants that have 
been cut down. “Implementation is the most important thing,” 
Matthew said. 

At this point, though, construction remains stalled while the 
project awaits its final approvals from the government, a process 
that has taken months. Plans for the area keep changing, includ- 
ing development of a new international airport, which may or 
may not be built a few miles from Los Arboles. But after years 
of battling to move the project forward, the Schnurrs are confi- 
dent that final approval is close. “We’re rounding third base,” 
Matthew said. 

A Small Step 

Convincing the real estate community might be more dif- 
ficult. International buyers typically “look for blue or green” 
- ocean or golf courses - said Bruce Greenberg, a real estate 
consultant and appraiser specializing in Mexico. Los Arboles 
is competing for eco-colonists with places like Costa Rica and 
Panama, with long track records of jungle projects, he notes. 
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“I would have my concerns,” Greenberg said. 
“Marketing a jungle project will be challeng- 
ing, unless they can provide a special lifestyle 
to attract that particular kind of buyer. ” 

But timing might be on the side of Los 
Arboles. “There’s been a frenzy in Tulum of 
people buying and selling,” said Shawn Bendick, 
a real estate agent based in Playa del Carmen. 
“There are clients who want a little jungle para- 
dise, and they’ve had enough of urban living.” 
The Schnurrs say they’ve already presold 40 
lots to buyers like Stephen Vernstrom, 60, and 
his wife, Mona, of Maple Grove, Minn. 
Vernstrom runs a rock-climbing school in 
Minnesota and often leads ecotours in Mexico, 
but he says, “I’m not that eco-crazy.” The 
Vernstroms simply want to get away from the 
crowds. They plan to build a house in the 
project as a second home and eventually retire 
there. “We were searching for a larger parcel 
where people weren’t stacked on top of each 
other,” Vernstrom said. “When you’re on the 
coast, it’s a whole different lifestyle.” 

The Schnurrs are convinced that people will 
see the rustic setting and the environmental 
controls as a plus. “Part of the sexiness of 
Mexico is the getaway,” Matthew said. He rec- 
ognizes that some environmentalists will sim- 
ply see it as another jungle-damaging develop- 
ment, regardless of any mitigation attempts. 
But he still feels the project can send a mes- 
sage. “The area is getting developed,” he said. 
“If we don’t make a baby step now, then we’re 
never going to have a big step.” ■

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Profitable, but Clean 

AE's Duncan pushes for a new power paradigm

You could tell by the sleek and stylish recycled- 
cardboard binder that housed the conference’s 
program and materials that last week’s Austin 
Clean Energy Venture Summit was no business- 
as-usual venture capital conference. Indeed, it 
showcased two revolutionary concepts: “clean 
tech,” a burgeoning industry addressing a range 
of energy needs by tapping new, innovative tech- 
nology to create products and services that com- 
pete favorably on price and performance while 
reducing environmental impacts, as well as “the 
utility of the future,” a concept 
nurtured by Austin Energy that 
brings into harmony green 
building, an increasingly elec- 
trified transportation grid 
(think plug-in hybrid cars), 
and an information-technolo- 
gy-rich, fluidly communicating, 

“smart” grid of power lines. The purported spoils 
of this revolution are clean, reliable electricity; 
diminished pollution; less dependence on for- 
eign oil; and a dynamic new industrial economy. 
The summits’ planners hope that visiting confer- 
ees - representing some of the nation’s most 
powerful venture capital firms, industry-span- 
ning established companies, and hopeful start- 
ups - would agree that Austin is ideally suited to 
host such a revolution. 

The development of the clean-tech industry 
and the emergence of the utility of the future 
are interrelated, with the former facilitating the 
latter. Roger Duncan, Austin Energy’s deputy 
general manager, is one of the intellectual forefa- 
thers of the future utility concept. He explained 
that, for the short term, beginning to unify the 
formerly independent power, construction, and 
vehicle industries will result in smarter use of 
the energy sources we have, as nearly 60% of 
generated power is lost in our outdated electric 
grid. A smart grid can send energy-use data to 
customers and smart appliances, helping to 
reduce peak energy demand. But Duncan is 
most emphatic about the energy-storage pos- 
sibilities presented as more automobiles can be 
plugged in to the electric grid. The abundant 
battery capacity of plug-in hybrid autos - ideally 
fueled with renewable energy and even on-site 
wind or solar generators - can not only achieve 
extended zero-emissions driving, but also power 
one’s home once plugged in, or help support 
the overall grid, Duncan said (see “AE & Plug-In 
Hybrids,” p.35). As more small-scale, decen- 
tralized energy sources emerge, and with the 
inclusion of broadband-communication capabil- 
ity on power lines, he said, the electric system 
will ultimately be three times as reliable. In the 
meantime, he said, the green-building industry 
must goose up home efficiency levels. To meet 
the city’s 2015 zero-energy homes goal, new 
homes must become 65% more efficient than 
current codes require. With 30% of air condi- 
tioning now lost to leaky ducts and substantial 
energy savings potential in new LED flight emit- 
ting diode) lighting, opportunities abound. 

Speaking to the uncertainties of the plan, 
Duncan said, “I’m not sure the utility industry 


as a whole or the environmental community is 
planning for success when it comes to energy 
conservation and renewables.” The future util- 
ity concept involves a paradigm shift away 
from the traditional utility business model 
and toward one in which people are supply- 
ing some or all of their own energy and even 
selling it back to the utility. Under the current 
relationship between the power company and 
the city, that’s a money-loser for Austin - AE’s 
electricity sales are a primary revenue generator 
for City Hall. Unresolved, he said, 
“We could have libraries close or 
potholes go unrepaired.” But he 
sees the shift as an inevitability, 
even for big, investor- owned utili- 
ties. “Technological advances will 
force utilities not as progressive 
as AE to move to the utility of 
the future, as it becomes cheaper to produce 
energy on-site than at a power plant.” 

An electrifying luncheon speech by former 
CIA Director James Woolsey, favoring plug-in 
hybrids, slapped many attendees out of a jar- 
gon-induced lull. After describing a recently 
foiled terrorist plot to truck-bomb the Saudi 
Arabian oil infrastructure, which he said 
would’ve sent prices as high as $100 per barrel 
for more than a year, Woolsey declared that Iran 
is, in fact, developing nuclear weapons - both 
situations that, if true, expose our vast, oil- 
dependence-related vulnerability. Correlating 
our overreliance on Mideast oil to the alle- 
giances of many Saudi families to the Wahhabi 
branch of Islam - often tied to terrorist groups 
- he told the crowd, “Next time you’re at the 
filling station, turn your rearview mirror toward 
yourself so you can look into the eyes of the 
person funding this teaching of hate.” 

Woolsey estimated that if plug-in vehicles 
became widely used, electricity for propulsion 
would average 2 cents per mile, vs. 10 cents for 
gasoline (at current prices) - not a tough sell, 



he said. Woolsey added that plug-ins were 
“something the hawks and the granola crunch- 
ers could agree on.” 

While it’s unclear within which category 
venture capitalists fall, the 400 or so summit 
attendees would suggest that at least a few VCs 
are noticing clean tech. Matthew Nordan of 
Lux Research, which tracks clean-tech start- 
ups, said $48 billion was invested in clean- tech 
research and development worldwide last year. 
“Solving the world’s energy challenges will be 
immensely profitable,” said David Wells of 
Kleiner Perkins Caufield & Byers, the clean- 
tech-friendly venture capital firm that helped 
launch Google. With the proper policies in 
place, Wells said, he could envision Texas 
emerging as a clean-energy exporter. Investor 
Mike Walkinshaw with Chrysalix Energy of 
Vancouver predicted huge growth in solar 
energy, especially in the South. He said he was 
eyeing spin-offs from university projects and 
people who have left larger tech firms, both 
seemingly plentiful in Austin. 

Conference organizer Joel Serface, director 
of Austin’s Clean Energy Incubator (www.clean

energyincubator.org) - a UT offshoot that works to 
accelerate the emergence of local renewable- 
energy start-ups - appears to have succeeded 
in his goal of bringing outside venture capital 
investors to Austin, at least for a few days. A 
former clean-tech VC man himself, Serface 
explained that while Austin is endowed with 
tech know-how, a progressive utility willing to 
test clean- tech innovations, a groundbreaking 
municipal climate-protection plan, and ideal 
regional renewable resources, capital for clean 
tech in Austin and elsewhere statewide is 
absent. “Texas is all production and no reduc- 
tion,” he said, noting that Texas invests less 
than half as much as California in energy-sav- 
ing, clean- tech applications. He went on to 
stress the need to build a base level of bidirec- 
tional broadband communication into power 
lines to connect the branches of the aforemen- 
tioned future utility. And, like many at the 
conference, he called for policy reforms to 
stimulate Texas’ clean- tech industry. “We’re 
missing huge economic and job opportunities 
in this state by not creating the same incentives 
[for clean tech] we’ve created for wind and fos- 
sil fuels.” If Serface has his way, the discussion 
driven by the clean-tech summit, not to men- 
tion the CEI’s monthly clean- tech forums, will 
result in a sustained local clean- tech discourse, 
followed by the sustained growth of Austin’s 
clean-tech empire and a futuristic utility. 

During the conference’s closing discussion, 
Austin local and nationally renowned sci-fi 
writer, tech guru, and futurist Bruce Sterling 
rhetorically asked attendees, “How are you going 
to know when you’re done?” He answered, 
“When no one uses the term clean energy; 
clean is what there is, and the rest is the filthy, 
old, and vile. . . . When there’s no more sustain- 
ability; it’s simply a world that is actually being 
sustained - the stuff that isn’t is the stuff that 
didn’t work, hazardous, defunct, dead dog.” ■ 


Clean-Tech Leaders 

A few of the clean-tech start-ups recognized at the Clean Energy Venture 
Summit include: 

• Agi Light Holdings Inc., San Angelo: Solid-state lighting design 
and manufacturing company that focuses on light-emitting-diode lighting. 
The company focuses on two distinct markets: signage and architectural 
lighting, and microlighting. LED lights are said to use as little as 10% of the 
electricity of already-efficient compact fluorescent bulbs. 

• AccuWater Inc., Austin: Offering Internet-based services to maxi- 
mize landscape irrigation using landscape modeling and local weather con- 
ditions, resulting in significantly less water use. A 20-acre customer would 
see a return on investment in up to two years. 

• Ausra Inc., Palo Alto, Calif.: Developing solar thermal power 
plants that use a new technology known as compact linear fresnel reflectors 
to harness sunlight and generate electricity using a steam boiler. Already 
building a 300-megawatt plant, Ausra intends to scale up to 2,000 mega- 
watts over three years, enough to power 2 million homes. 

• PCN Technology Inc., Santa Clara, Calif.: Specializes in data 
transmission subsystems to facilitate communication over power lines 
between customers’ electric meters and utilities, and between utilities and 


the electric grid itself. PCN’s technology would enable “smart” meters that 
offer utilities new information about customer needs, plus the ability to 
momentarily cycle off simultaneously running air conditioners at peak use 
times, a tactic that could offset the need for an entire new power plant, if 
implemented statewide. 

• Microstaq, Bellingham, Wash.: Manufactures microelectric 
mechanical systems coupled with a silicon valve that substantially improves 
efficiency in HVAC systems. In automobile applications, Microstaq claims 4- 
mile-per-gallon improvements, and in buildings, they tout 30% gains in effi- 
ciency. 

• TekSUN PV Manufacturing Inc., Austin: Planning to build the 
world’s largest solar farm (or solar power plant) in the West Texas desert. 
Texas Solar One, as the plant would be called, will cover 850 acres and will 
purportedly be capable of producing 100 megawatts of energy, enough to 
power 80,000 homes. The plant is expected to cost $400 million to $500 
million, but developers believe its virtually nonexistent fuel and maintenance 
costs will allow it to offer competitively priced energy upon completion and 
throughout its 25-year lifespan. TekSUN is finalizing the siting of its manu- 
facturing plant in Taylor, which will produce photovoltaic solar panels for the 
plant (and for commercial sale) using a production line built by Applied 
Materials, a semiconductor equipment manufacturer with operations in 
Austin - a deal first publicized during the summit. 
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AE & Plug-In Hybrids: 

Power Coming and Going 


There’s a new technology in cars that could 
save gas and stop construction of new power 
plants - and Austin Energy is leading the field in 
its development. 

In 2003, Austin Energy deputy general manag- 
er Roger Duncan was asked by Mayor Will Wynn 
to find innovative ways to make Austin greener. At 
the time, AE was struggling over how to manage 
West Texas wind power. While it’s clean energy, 
the wind doesn’t keep to a schedule. Production 
often peaks at night, when demand is lowest. 
According to Duncan, the engineers realized that 
“the automobile battery is the 
perfect storage for wind.” 

Duncan started looking at 
plug-in hybrid electric vehicles. 

The difference between a PHEV 
and a regular hybrid is that a 
PHEV has bigger batteries and 
an onboard charger. Plug the 
PHEV into a regular wall socket 
overnight and it charges the bat- 
tery off the spare wind power. 

On the road, it charges the bat- 
tery from fuel use, like a regular 
hybrid. In 2005, AE launched 
Plug-In Austin, a campaign to promote PHEVs. 

The problem, and the solution, wasn’t just for 
Austin. “It’s the same across the country,” said 
Duncan. “The difference between daytime and 
nighttime use is almost enough that all the vehi- 
cles out there could be plug-in hybrids and you 
wouldn’t have to build an additional power plant.” 
In 2006, the campaign went national as Plug-In 
Partners. Originally, the plan was to start similar 
campaigns in the nation’s 50 largest cities, but 
by the big launch in D.C. in January last year, 

75 utility companies and industry bodies such as 
the American Public Power Association backed 
the project. 

There was one problem. Nobody made PHEVs, 
and no one was planning to. “When we asked 
automakers why they weren’t making plug-in 
hybrids, they told us people didn’t want ’em,” said 
Duncan. So, to convince them, the program started 
taking “soft orders” - a promise to buy without a 
commitment. Duncan explained, “We’d talk to 
fleet managers and say, ‘If there was a vehicle 
with these characteristics, would you buy so many 


sedans, SUVs, pickups, or whatever?”’ Businesses 
were interested, and soon they had soft orders for 
more than 8,000 PHEVs. “That demonstrated to 
the automakers that there was a market, and that 
was the key component of the campaign,” said 
Duncan. General Motors has committed to build 
two PHEVs - the Chevy Volt, which debuted at 
auto shows this year, and the Saturn View SUV, 
which should hit the market in 2009. Bus manu- 
facturer International Corp. has already started 
production of plug-in school buses, and Austin 
will be getting one of the first batches. 

The other side of this equa- 
tion is called vehicle-to- 
grid, or V2G. Researchers 
at the University of 
Delaware have calculated 
that a family car produces 
10 kilowatts - enough elec- 
tricity for 10 houses. Under 
V2G, hybrids could charge 
up their batteries when 
driving. When they’re 
parked, they are plugged 
into the wall, but instead of 
taking power from the grid, 
they put it back in. The driver is then paid by the 
power company for the excess energy they put in. 
Again, AE has been at the forefront of this, pro- 
moting the concept through Plug-In Partners. The 
technology is a little further away, with the ener- 
gy-based PG&E Corp. having just developed its 
first working concept model, while AE is working 
on its own system. 

Fit PHEVs and V2G together, and it could 
change not just driving but the whole electric 
industry. Under this model, PHEVs are plugged in 
at night to charge up on that surplus capacity. 
They charge up more on each drive, then dump 
that power back into the system when demand is 
high. This means unused power doesn’t go to 
waste, and electricity firms don’t have to build 
more plants. 

While he’s optimistic about the future of PHEVs, 
Duncan is cautious of taking too much credit. 

“We certainly didn’t invent the plug-in hybrid, and 
there were movements to promote them before 
we came on board. But we’re certainly a player in 
the national movement.” - Richard Whittaker

Water Utility Flows Green 

Is that green tint from pond scum? No, it's Daryl Slusher!

Can the Austin Water Utility - like its sister 
utility, Austin Energy - become a national model 
for energy efficiency, environmental protection, 
sustainability, and climate protection? City 
Manager Toby Futrell says she’s determined to 
make that happen, and toward that goal, Futrell 
recently created a new position at the water util- 
ity: assistant director of environmental affairs 
and conservation. Then she hand-picked a stra- 
tegic hire: former City Council Member and for- 
mer Austin Chronicle News Editor Daryl Slusher, 
who’d been directing the Plug-in Partners 
National Campaign at Austin Energy Futrell said 
she tapped Slusher because of his long track 
record of demonstrated passion and action on 
environmental issues - a passion she wants 
infused top-to-bottom into the water utility. 

That would require a true sea change. 
Historically the water utility has not prioritized 
environmental protection or innovation. The 
result has been repeated problems with the 
environmental impact of water-utility projects 
- which have drawn fire from activists, the 
community, and the city’s Environmental 
Board. Futrell, motivated to turn this around, 
pointed proudly to the fact that the city will 
spend more than $10 million to meet an exact- 
ing national certification process for the new 
$330 million Water Treatment Plant 4, ensur- 
ing that it meets high environmental standards. 
But a veteran employee pointed to entrenched 
attitudes at odds with those goals; he cited a 
recent comment by a lead 
engineer on the new plant, 
that “it’s the damn tree hug- 
gers” who are making his job 
more difficult. 

“The leadership hasn’t been 
visionary - civil engineers are 
safe problem solvers, not 
visionaries,” said the staffer, who requested 
anonymity in the interest of keeping his job. 
“The culture has stagnated for so long, no one 
has ever said ‘innovate.’ And environmental 
innovation hasn’t even been on their radar.” 

The water utility hasn’t hired excellent man- 
agers from outside, and it doesn’t have smart 
human-resource practices, he noted; it loses 
some of its best field employees to Austin 
Energy, which offers higher, skill-based pay. 
“It’s a culture that’s created downtrodden, lack- 
luster window-watchers - guys counting the 
days until they retire,” the 15-year employee 
said. Another problem cited: Each plant is iso- 
lated and runs like its own fiefdom, and the 
people in charge like it that way. “Don’t spend 
money” and “don’t make waves” are the insti- 
tutional mantras, said the staffer. 

Upside-Down Thinking 

Given such deeply entrenched attitudes, is it 
realistic to expect an outsider like Slusher - 
who has no water-utility experience - to walk 


in and transform the department? Or is the 
notion all wet? 

“What I need is a little nontraditional think- 
ing, someone passionate and committed at the 
top, setting the standard,” asserted Futrell. “It 
takes a person who could look at it upside 
down. Not coming in from the traditional lin- 
ear perspective of the business.” 

She explained: “I have two major utilities in 
the city, one of which has become a national 
standard for environmental issues in their 
industry. A catalyst for that was a person 
[Roger Duncan, also a former council member] 
who went over there with a nonindustry, non- 
traditional perspective, who helped them think 
differently. It didn’t happen overnight. But over 
time, and even against the typical business 
model, Austin Energy completely changed 
their way of thinking about their business. 
Now environmental thinking is ingrained at 
Austin Energy - and it was done while they 
remained profitable for the city.” 

The city manager’s enviro -ambitions don’t 
stop at the city limits: “Austin Energy is chang- 
ing national policy, and that’s what I’m looking 
to the water utility to start doing, in the long 
run,” Futrell said. 

“Those are big shoes to fill,” said Slusher of 
Duncan and his innovations at Austin Energy. 
“But it’s a good model.” He added with a 
smile, “I’m really excited about this job! There’s 
a lot that needs to be done, a lot of opportu- 
nity to improve things.” In addi- 
tion to reviewing day-to-day oper- 
ations and capital improvements 
(such as new water and wastewa- 
ter lines), his responsibilities 
include intergovernmental rela- 
tions (state legislation, the federal 
Clean Water Partnership Program) , 
wildlands preservation (like the Balcones 
Canyonlands Preserve), and promoting water 
conservation by the public. 

“I’m already seeing that my hiring sent a sig- 
nal internally, by the number of people who 
want to run things by me,” Slusher said. He’s 
found acting Austin Water Utility director Perwez 
Moheet supportive on environmental protec- 
tion. On his very first day, Slusher was “thrown 
into deep water” on a controversy about the 
Zachary Scott Tract; the utility’s plan to run a 
sewer line over Onion Creek (cheaper) rather 
than under the creek (better for the environ- 
ment) had drawn fire from the city’s 
Environmental Board and others. After a staff 
team (including Slusher) worked through the 
issues again, the utility reversed itself and recom- 
mended moving the sewer line underground. 

Futrell emphasized that Slusher won’t be 
going it alone - he’s part of a new generation 
being hired to lead the water utility. “Over half 
of the executives have retired since I became 
city manager, and the rest could,” Futrell said. 
“We’re out on a national recruitment search

right now for a new director and just hired two 
new assistant directors and are recruiting for 
others. Virtually a whole new management 
team is being reconstituted.” Futrell said she’s 
made environmental commitment a hiring cri- 
teria: “This is the perfect opportunity, as we’re 
putting in place a new management team.” 
“It’s going to take top-down policy changes, 
but it’s also going to take an approved budget,” 
cautioned the water-utility employee. “It can’t 
just be goals - the city has to back it up with 
money.” And citing key staff with low perfor- 
mance, low vision, and low standards, he 
opined that to truly transform the utility, “A 
new director’s going to have a tough job. He’s 
going to have to fire people.” 


Slusher & Flushers 

Perhaps the best platform for institutional 
change is the newly launched Austin Climate 
Protection Plan, which requires that the water 
utility, like all other city departments, radically 
reduce its greenhouse-gas emissions. That 
requires improved energy efficiency and shift- 
ing to 100%-renewable-energy sources like 
wind and solar. The Austin Water Utility is the 
municipality’s single-largest user of electricity. 
Pumping water is its biggest energy hog. A key 
way to reduce energy use and greenhouse-gas 
emissions, then, is water conservation; every 
gallon that doesn’t have to be pumped and 
treated improves climate protection (and air 
quality, as well). “It’s critical to the Austin 


Climate Protection Plan - it plays right to it,” 
Futrell said. 

A particularly destructive greenhouse gas 
created during wastewater sludge treatment is 
methane. Currently at Austin’s two wastewater- 
treatment plants, methane is “flared off” to 
turn it into another greenhouse gas, carbon 
dioxide. (A Brazilian study team found that 
methane is about 21 times more powerful at 
warming the atmosphere than C0 2 ; the U.S. 
Geological Survey states methane, pound for 
pound, has 10 times the global-warming effect 
of C0 2 .) Slusher said he’s exploring the techni- 
cal feasibility of using the methane as a renew- 
able-energy source, to run electrical generators 
that could serve the plants and even “give 
back” to the grid. As a bonanza, the heat emit- 
ted by generators also could dry sludge, creat- 
ing another energy efficiency. 

If this initiative comes to pass, it indeed will 
signal change at the Austin Water Utility. The 
idea isn’t new; for years, Austin Energy has tried 
to persuade the water utility to use its methane 
gas to generate on-site electricity, said a staffer 
familiar with the issue. But because the electric 
utility wouldn’t pay for the methane, the water 
utility’s staff wouldn’t participate - environ- 
mental appeals didn’t motivate them. A Chevron 
program to provide the needed generators (as 
an offset for the corporation’s emissions else- 
where) could help to sweeten the deal. 

Slusher’s hiring on April 23 also dovetailed 
nicely with council’s May 3 adoption of the 
Water Conservation Task Force recommenda- 
tions, which council directed the city manager 
to implement. “I wish some of them were 
stronger, but I understand why they’re not,” 
said Slusher of the new measures. For example, 
he’d like to see submetering (to motivate indi- 
vidual apartment and condo households to 
lower their water bills) phased in more quickly. 
Over the next 10 years, the measures cumula- 
tively should reduce peak water use by 1% 
annually, with ultimate savings of more than 32 
million gallons on peak days. 

Of course, conserving water requires not just 
municipal action but behavioral change from 
the water-wasting public. “We’re going to need 
public buy-in and support for what we’re 
doing,” Slusher said. “Part of my job is to step 
back and take a broader look at how we’re 
interacting with the public.” Education, special 
campaigns, incentives, and rebates all could 
help Austinites get with the program. 

What’s one concrete step an ordinary Austin- 
ite can take this weekend to support the ACPP 
and water conservation? “I hate to start out talk- 
ing about toilets,” Slusher said with a laugh, “but 
one simple, immediate way is participating in 
our existing rebate program for low-flow toilets.” 

To shift the attitudes and behavior of employ- 
ees at the water utility alone, “They’re going to 
have to invest in people and education,” noted 
the longtime employee. “Everybody there is going 
to be a stakeholder in this. And they’re going to 
have to understand that they’re a stakeholder.” 

The same could be said of all Austinites. Do 
you hear your sprinkler running? ■

REEFER MADNESS 

' Let's Embarrass Ron Paul' 

Libertarian/Republican presidential candidate discusses 
hemp farming and other 'crazy' ideas BY JORDAN SMITH 


Earlier this month, U.S. Rep. Ron Paul, R- 
Surfside, predicted that the May 15, 10-candi- 
date, Republican presidential debate in South 
Carolina would likely be a rough 
one for him - after all, he doesn’t 
exactly toe the current party line, 
he told me over the phone, and 
that makes him a target. Man, was 
he right: In response to a question 
about American foreign policy in 
the wake of 9/11, Paul replied 
that our years of misguided meddling in foreign 
affairs, particularly in the Middle East, about 
which we seem almost willfully ignorant, was in 
part what prompted the 2001 terrorist attacks. 
While PauPs answer was a fair and reasoned one 
- certainly traditionalist Republican in approach 
and, in part, an observation echoing the findings 
of the 9-11 Commission - it also was received as 
radical. Paul’s answer prompted former New 
York City mayor and flag-waving one-note-won- 
der Rudy Giuliani to attack, angrily claiming that 
the congressman’s answer was misguided and 
inappropriate; amid fawning audience response, 
Giuliani demanded Paul apologize. Notably (and 
thankfully), Paul refused. That hasn’t gone over 
well with the now-dominant militant wing of the 
GOP - unbelievably, Michigan party Chair Saul 
Anuzis actually said he would circulate a peti- 
tion seeking to ban Paul from future debates, 
based on his comments last week; that, in 
turn, has sparked a pro-Paul counterpetition 
(www.petitiononline.com/RPRNC08/petition.html), 
which may have been what prompted Anuzis 
back down on Monday. 

In all, the recent debate dustup highlights the 
most striking thing about the hybrid Liberepub- 
lican congressman from coastal Texas: He oper- 
ates, unwaveringly, from a distinct point of 
view - in general, informed by the desire for a 
leaner and less-intrusive federal government, 
an emphasis on individual liberty, and faith in 
free-market economics. Now, you might not 
agree with everything Paul says (hell, you 
might even think he’s a tad “wacky” - God 
knows it wouldn’t be the first time he’s heard 
that one), but he is consistent - popularity be 
damned - and that’s refreshing. 

As such, perhaps it isn’t surprising that Paul 
is a staunch supporter of legalized industrial 
hemp farming - it is an issue that should be 
decided at the state level and not by the federal 


government, he says, and most certainly not by 
the Drug Enforcement Administration. In 2005 
he introduced the first-ever federal bill to reau- 
thorize hemp cultivation, even- 
tually earning 11 co-sponsors 
before the bill died in commit- 
tee. Undaunted, Paul rekindled 
the issue this year, filing the 
Industrial Hemp Farming Act 
of 2007. It may be an uphill 
battle, but for Paul that’s well- 
traveled territory. 

On May 1 1 , Reefer Madness caught up with 
presidential candidate and hemp nut Ron Paul 
for a conversation about hemp, the power of 
the federal government, and the principle of 
peaceful commerce. 

□ 

Reefer Madness: Great to talk with you. I know 
you re especially busy these days, so I appreciate 
your taking the time to talk with me about indus- 
trial hemp. You’re the only one who has been, 
repeatedly, bringing this issue up, that we need to 
reauthorize industrial hemp farming. 

Ron Paul: Isn’t that amazing? That most peo- 
ple don’t know about hemp? 

RM: Well, I look at it as a real testament to the 
power of government propaganda. 

RP: Yeah, there you go. I think you’re right 
about the propaganda, and [it’s also about] the 
prevailing education in this country, that we’re 
taught things that are not true. I approach it in 
a different way - not as a “hemp issue.” To me, 
it is a freedom issue - it is not a drug issue - 
it’s a personal choice and is about the econom- 
ics of a voluntary exchange that the govern- 
ment is interfering with arbitrarily. Their inter- 
ference is a detriment, and [we’re talking 
about] a totally peaceful thing! It’s not nega- 
tive, and it does so much. We complain about 
the balance of trade, and here’s a product that 
can be used for lots of things, and out of igno- 
rance we go out of our way to clamp down on 
it. This could be something to help the econo- 
my. Any kind of problem that we deal with, if 
there’s no violence and there’s no harm done, 
then it should be left to the people to decide. 
RM: I agree. And in North Dakota, they’ve been 
trying for years to add hemp to their crop rotation. 
They are a very agrarian state - they have great 
knowledge about agriculture, and they want hemp,

and yet they come up against a federal agency, the 
DEA, which has no agricultural expertise. 

RP: That’s another good point - where the 
[federal government has made the] problem 
more complicated, and complicated artificially, 
than if you’re dealing with smaller [state] gov- 
ernments. This monolithic [federal] govern- 
ment makes mistakes. So North Dakota suf- 
fers, and no one else. 

RM: That’s a very Libertarian approach, and 
you’ve consistently applied that approach to this 
issue. 

RP: I can make the same argument about 
medical marijuana. This is personal choice. 
RM: It just seems so illogical. 

RP: Don’t try to ascribe logic to politicians. 
RM: You’re now running for president. Do you 
think you’ll make this issue, of industrial hemp, 
part of your campaign? 

RP: On Tuesday, Fox is running the debates, 
and that will be a bigger challenge to me - 
there are these Republicans who will say, “Let’s 
embarrass Ron Paul, because he’s got all these 
crazy Libertarian views.” But I wouldn’t be 
surprised if a drug-war question comes up. If a 
question comes up, I can very easily get into 
the insanity of letting a cancer patient die with- 
out allowing them access to medical marijuana 
and into the insanity of abolishing the right to 
grow hemp - an industrial product! 

RM: I feel like we’re giving all this lip service to the 
need to wean ourselves off a petroleum-based econ- 
omy and to move toward a sustainable future, when 
there’s this crop, hemp, right here that we know is 
sustainable and yet it’s illegal. North Dakota just 


opened a new ethanol plant where 
they’ve built in the ability to process 
hemp into biofuel, and yet they can’t 
do it. We say we need tools to build an 
environmentally conscious future, and 
yet we overlook one that is right in 
front of us. 

RP: That is a good, practical argu- 
ment to use. This is the whole 
point about the market argument. 
We subsidize com and prohibit 
hemp - the market should deter- 
mine this. If hemp is more effi- 
cient, then hemp would thrive. 
RM: Well, that’s a good point. We 
subsidize growing of some crops, and 
yet I understand, from talking with 
people in North Dakota, that they’re 
concerned about the disease cycle 
that develops from planting the same 
crop rotation. They want to add 
hemp to the rotation to cut down on 
the disease cycle. But we won’t allow 
that, so that may actually result in a 
greater reliance on government sub- 
sidy. It seems like a vicious cycle. 

RP: Right, so we’re giving govern- 
ment insurance to ruin the farm, and then 
[we’re spending more money] bailing the farm- 
ers out. 

RM: This is the second time that you’ve filed a bill 
to reauthorize hemp farming, and there are a 
growing number of states that want it; do you 
think we’re getting to the critical mass needed to 
make hemp farming legal again? Are you optimis- 
tic about its passage? 

RP: No, I’m not all that optimistic - if [law- 
makers were] knowledgeable, it would be 
changed. It will take the education of the peo- 
ple to get Congress to change. It’d be nice if 
members of Congress looked into [the issue] 
on their own, but they’re not going to, so in 
essence, it is up to the lobbyists, really. And 
there are so many other issues competing for 
attention, like the war. 

RM: Well, in World War II, the government actu- 
ally encouraged hemp farming as part of the war 
effort. Maybe that’s the solution! 

RP: That’s tme. 

RM: Do your colleagues even understand what 
hemp is? 

RP: Some of them know, but they say it’s too 
confusing, and they don’t want their support 
[for hemp] to be construed as being “soft on 
drugs,” and they don’t want to put in the effort, 
and so it’s easier for them just to vote “no.” 
These are the same people that then lash off - 
they get a break, and they go and have their 
six-pack. 

RM: Thanks for your time, congressman; I really 
appreciate it. 

RP: Yeah, nice talking with you. ■

'Creative Writing' 
- a Caution 



Or maybe the headline should be styled like a 
chapter title in an 18th century novel, to wit: “In 
Which a Working Writer, Who Sometimes Teaches 
High School English, Cautions His Students 
as to the Lower Practices of Higher Education 
Concerning Creative Writing and Literature.” 

No class can cultivate what a writer most 
needs, the gift I call the “talent of the room.” 
Writing is something you do alone in a room. If 
you don’t have a talent for being in that room, 
your other talents are useless. Before any issues 
of style, content, or form can be addressed, the 
fundamental question is: How long can you 
stay in that room, for how many hours, for 
how many years? That’s the writing part of a 
writer’s life. Nothing romantic about it. It’s the 
one thing about writing that’s straight up-and- 
down. No matter your felicity with words, no 
matter how good a tale you have to tell, if you 
can’t spend a long time alone in a room, you 
can’t be a writer. Classroom learning happens 
in a classroom, a room filled with other people, 
and no classroom can teach solitude. Which is 
why most writing courses, by their very nature, 
ignore the fundamental thing a writer needs: the 
ability to cultivate the subtleties of solitude. 

Good teachers can foster your strengths and 
alert you to your weaknesses. Bad teachers can 
swell your head or make you feel destructively 
insecure. Both good and bad can challenge 
you - the good challenge you to meet them on 
higher ground; the bad challenge you to learn 
in spite of them and to learn to be immune to 
their damage. But no one can teach you how 
you, in particular, are to write. You learn that 
only by writing. When you sit down to write, 
you discover the vast distance between experi- 
ence and language. Then, painfully, by fits and 
starts, with many failures, you learn how to 
build your own bridges between experience 
and language until, for you, the two become 
one and the same: Your experience creates your 
language, and your language embodies your 
experience. When this is achieved, it’s called 
having a style. 

Some writers begin with a distinctive sound, 
a prose that’s their own from the start. Then 
they must discover the uses of that prose, 
which they can do only by applying it to the 
expression of their experiences, to see what 
their styles can and cannot express. Other writ- 
ers must work long and hard simply to be clear 
and write sentences that flow. But, in either 
case, the development of your vision and hear- 
ing is as important as the development of your 
language. Your writing will only be as good as 
your seeing and listening.

A good teacher can make you aware of what 
you must learn on your own, and a very good 
teacher can ignite elements in you of which you 
were previously unaware. A bad teacher will give 
you rules and regulations for what writing is and 
is not, and a very bad teacher will only approve 
writing that’s like his or her own or like his or 
her favorite writers. The techniques of prose and 
poetry can be taught by any competent teacher, 
but only through reading many and varied writ- 
ers can you learn the range of what words can 
do and how words behave. 

Be careful of “workshop” classes in which 
you present your writing for the criticism of o 
classmates and the teacher. Your classmates 
don’t know any more than you; their com- 
ments will be mere opinions, backed by scant 
knowledge and experience - but they have 
the power to hurt you. You want your writ- 
ing to be approved, of course; when it’s not 
approved, that’s painful. But if you shape your 
writing to the opinions of the inexperienced 
and unknowledgeable, you’ll set yourself back 
years. People of lesser character know only 
how to criticize, and people of even lesser 
character enjoy making others feel ignorant 
and anxious. Writing workshops can bring 
out the worst in such people. A good work- 
shop teacher is there to support whomever is 
presenting their work, guiding the discussion 
constructively. An inept workshop teacher lets 
the discussion go any which way and doesn’t 
notice who’s bleeding and at what cost. A bad 
workshop teacher joins in the fray, flaunting 
his or her superiority. 

With any writing teacher of any kind, hunt 
out what they’ve written. If their work doesn’t 
speak to you, you needn’t take too seri- 
ously what they say about your stuff. If they 
haven’t published a novel, poems, stories, or 
essays or if their screenplays haven’t been pro- 
duced - then they are students, too, students 
still. Which doesn’t mean they don’t know 
what they’re talking about; it just means they 
haven’t yet gone the distance, and you need to 
be aware of that. 

In the arts, a degree means nothing. 
Completed work means everything. When I 
taught a graduate-student seminar, I regretted 
that the degree they worked for is called “mas- 
ter.” I told them, “When you complete this 
degree, you’re in no way a master. This degree 
only certifies that, according to the standards of 
this institution, you’re ready to begin.” 

Of course, anyone can begin at any time. 
Just sit down and start. It’s never too early or 
too late. Sit down every day, and don’t stand 


up (except to pace) until you’ve got 500 words 
- roughly two double-spaced pages. In seven 
or eight months, you’ll have more pages than 
you’ll know what to do with. A first draft, say, 
of a novel or memoir or book-length essay. 
Then you work with that. At which point 
you’ve begun. (Don’t look for shortcuts. If 
you’re to be a writer, there aren’t any.) 

As to curriculum, that’s thorny. In American 
literature, it’s especially thorny. I know plenty 
of people with bachelor’s and master’s degrees, 
even the odd doctorate, who seem never to have 
been assigned anything in college written prior 
to 1965. Mention Willa Cather, Hart Crane, 
Theodore Dreiser, Nelson Algren, Richard 
Wright, and many another, and these “edu- 
cated” folks draw a blank. I ask what institution 
of higher learning they attended. They tell me. 
I say, “Demand a refund.” As I told my boy, 
when he was still a boy, “I don’t care if you go 
to college as long as you read one or two good 
books a month - books about anything, as long 
as they’re good and they speak to you. Do that, 
and by the time you’re 30, you’ll be way ahead 
of most who attended college.” College or not, if 
you don’t read one or two good books a month, 
then by the time you’re 30, your conversation 
will become, to put it kindly, confined. 

One of my more gifted high school students, 
when she went to college, sniffed about not hav- 
ing to learn the works of “dead white men.” The 
phrase refers to writers whom, by their deaths 
and color, apparently, her teachers deemed not 
worth her time. If you encounter this attitude 
(doctrine?), you might ask that teacher if women 
and people of color will be equally worthless 
when they die. You need ask but one question: 
Does this writer speak to me? If yes, inhale the 
work. If not, find another who speaks to you. 
There’s no other consideration. 

In your college studies you may run into 
something called literary theory, or it may 


try to run over you. Under its umbrella is 
formalism, structuralism, historicism, decon- 
structionism, hermeneutics, semiotics, etc., 
etc., often explained in densely written vol- 
umes with big clanking words wedged into 
sentences that, if diagrammed, would look 
like a train wreck as seen from the air. Most 
of these theorists can’t write, at least not 
well, so why would you believe what they 
say about writing? Keep in mind, in such 
studies, this sentence by Willa Cather: “Give 
people a new word, and they think they have 
a new fact.” These theories were summed up 
gracefully in a missive to me from the writer 
Rocco Lo Bosco: “But paradox, incomplete- 
ness, difference, and illusion run through 
language like a vascular system.” Which 
would have been no news to Shakespeare. 
Forty-odd years ago, my 17-year-old girl- 
friend Antonia summed up literary theory 
(of which we’d not yet heard) when she said, 
“I have learned that no one can write fast 
enough to write a true sentence.” And yet 
sentences can bear truths and put them in 
our reach. 

What else? Oh yes, the word “postmodern” 
will pop up often, presented as something 
new. Well, find me two postmodern novels 
that employ narrative strategies not found in 
Rabelais, Cervantes, and Melville - not to men- 
tion Joyce, Proust, and Durrell - and I’ll buy 
you an ice-cream cone, double-scoop. 

Meanwhile ... write, read, discover. Find 
your voice. Use it. 

On the first day of any class I teach, I hand 
out a saying of the Buddha. It is a maxim 
that I pray my graduates will tape to their 
dorm-room mirrors throughout their college 
years: “Believe nothing, no matter where you 
read it or who has said it, even if I have said 
it, unless it agrees with your own reason and 
common sense.” ■

It’s difficult not to consider Henry David Thoreau puttering about 
Walden when pondering this whole “Green Travel” thing.

So if that means a full-immersion retreat to Earthship Biotecture 
(no, I’m not making that up, see below) or delivering food to neighbors 
in need in New Orleans or simply enjoying a romantic weekend on 5,000- 
thread-count sheets with organic breakfast in bed at a luxury mansion 
that employed green-building standards in their renovation, good on ya.

Guiding With Porpoise 


The Expedition School's Kimery Duda is 
out standing in her field ... 


“What a contrast between a commute down the MoPac Expressway and a commute 
down the Lynn Canal,” begins Kimery Duda, the enthusiastic lead guide and executive 
director of the Expedition School, relating the trek she took every day, guiding clients to 
the terminus of the Davidson Glacier in Alaska. 

Her eyes brighten as she describes the scene from her inflatable skiff. “A perfect glass day 
on the water with a mirror reflection of 3,000-4,000-foot peaks of the Chilkat mountain 
range, covered in hanging glaciers producing waterfalls. Sometimes Stellar sea lions would 
follow us, or Dali’s porpoise; occasionally we’d see a humpback whale in a glacier breach 
or look for the golf ball in the tree . . . which means siting a bald eagle. We’d pull up to the 
beach, and that was our front yard.” 

For six months, Duda lived in this wonderland encampment with a crew of eight oth- 
ers whose job it was to guide tourists taking three-hour shore excursions from massive, 
pleasure cruises passing through the area. “You can imagine the contrast between our 
reality and our clients’. We wouldn’t shower for days ... a week at a time. Sometimes we’d 
be ambitious and heat up water on a propane stove,” she said, and put on the same clothes 
day in, day out. Carhartt’s, rubber boots, and something wool, oh, and sunglasses. The 
people would come in satin and perfume and stiletto heels. We’d watch them land on 
the dirt runway, and their faces were either like, ‘Oh, I’m about to die,’ or ‘This is the 
coolest thing ever!’ and away we’d go. 

“It was that time in between having them on the bus and seeing them act like 4-year-olds 
looking out the windows in awe. It was incredibly humbling to see their reactions.” Some of 
the downside of this culture shock, Duda recalls, is the disconnect for some of the clients. 
“Once, I got asked, ‘Is this where they get the ice to make totem poles?’ Most cruises meet 
every need: heated swimming pools, access to food 24/7, elevators, it’s a floating mall, 
catering to thousands. That’s fine for some people. We began to look forward to one small, 
interactive cruise that would come in once a week. They’d have professors lecture. The dif- 
ference in the caliber of questions was clear. Their curiosity made us want to take them off 
the beaten path and deeper into the experience. They were so intellectually turned on.” 

Duda’s journeys eventually landed her at a teaching gig at St. Stephen’s Episcopal School 
in West Austin, where she leads trips to surf in Costa Rica, snowboard in Colorado, and this 
year’s senior trip to Rio Frio. “Kids don’t have expectations. Experiences like these touch 
their hearts. They want real experiences.” 

As a result of her extensive background setting up trips to introduce folks to the won- 
ders of the natural world, Duda founded the Expedition School, offering tours like the 
ones she plans for her high school students but for teens and adults alike. “More and 
more, people want to affiliate with environmentally friendly businesses and travel. And 
more and more, people want real experiences,” she says.

“My intention behind the school is to share the feeling 
I had while surfing in the Gulf. I looked down, and there 
was a Kemp’s ridley - one of the most endangered crea- 
tures in the Gulf,” she snaps her fingers. “At that moment 
I knew what I wanted to do.” 

And these days, most days, you can find her out in the 
field, doing just that.

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A Green Travel Glossary

Adventure Tourism Travel that involves a risk factor 
(usually referring to outdoors) and utilizes 
unconventional modes of transport. 

Carbon Footprint A measure of the amount of carbon 
dioxide emitted through the combustion of fossil fuels. 

Carbon Neutral Balancing the impact of activities that 
generate carbon emissions. 

Carbon Offset Displacing the impact of carbon/ green- 
house-gas emissions by doing something for the 
environment to reduce emissions (for example, 
planting a tree). 

Ecotourism The International Ecotourism Society 
defines it as “responsible travel to natural areas that 
conserves the environment and improves the well- 
being of local people.” 

Fair Trade An attempt to maintain equitable and fair 
partnership between businesses and organizations in 
North America and producers in the developing world. 

Green Certification An award or distinction marking 
a product or practice as having met and maintained 
certain predetermined standards of environmental 
stewardship. A number of government and private 
agencies are in the business of green certification, a 
field that itself has no internal or universal 
standards nor auditing. (See examples under 
Certifications, at right.) 

Green Travel Any activity or facility operating in an 
environmentally friendly manner. Term originally 
popularized in the UK, gaining wider use in the U.S. 

Greenwash A term that critics give to the practice of 
giving a positive public image to environmentally 
unsound practices or products. 

Leave No Trace Travel or activity that has no negative 
impact on the environment. 

ISO International Organization for Standardization, a 
nongovernmental organization and network of the 
national standards institutes of 157 countries to 
facilitate the international coordination and unification 
of industrial standards. 

Responsible Tourism Travel and tourism that employ 
Leave No Trace principles. 

Sustainable Tourism Travel and tourism that do not 
deplete future resources of site for future visitors. 


VolunTourism Using one’s vacation or leisure time to 
experience another culture or area by volunteering work 
hours to assist in projects that improve the living 
standards of the area and its population.

The citywide Kill-a-Watt Challenge kicks off

If you’re like most Americans, you’re worried / 
about global warming, you wish you weren’t part / 
of the problem, but you’re about as optimistic • 
about your ability to go low-carbon as you are • 
about going low-carbohydrate - or making any 
other of a thousand lifestyle changes that would 

make you a better person. Yet you can’t quite afford • • • 

the “easy fix” of a fancy new hybrid right now, either - 
right? Well, the fact is: You can still make a big difference with- 
out spending a bunch of money and without carb-starving 
yourself, and that’s what we hope you’ll find out this summer 
by participating in the inaugural citywide Kill-a-Watt Challenge. 

Many of us tend to think of our driving habits when we think 
of our contribution to global warming, but in fact it’s our elec- 
tricity habits that account for 39% of our carbon-dioxide emis- 
sions, while transportation accounts for just 33%. James Hansen 
- the NASA scientist famed for introducing global warming to 
public discourse back in 1988 - has put forth five recommenda- 
tions for addressing climate change, and two of them target 
electricity: 1) a moratorium on coal plants and 2) higher effi- 
ciency standards. Our “biggest use of energy,” he wrote in The 
Nation last month, “is in buildings.” 

This fact presents us with an incredible opportunity, because 
on this issue, we need not hold our collective breath while legis- 
lators wrangle with policy. The average American generates more 
than 20 tons of carbon dioxide annually - more than four times 
the global average - and much of that is preventable. Each day 
we face dozens of opportunities to enact our own efficiency stan- 
dards, both at home and at work, beginning with how long we

run the water when we wash a dish, how 
• many lights we forget to turn off, and how 
: many cell phone chargers and DVD players 
we allow to pull electricity even when we’re 
/ not using them. 

We can improve those standards ourselves 
without much sacrifice or melodrama, and any 
improvement we make not only saves us money but 
saves utility companies from having to build yet more 
power plants. As Dan Reicher (the head of Google’s 
Climate Change and Energy Initiatives) pointed out at 
the Sierra Club’s Climate Change Forum last December, 
“In many respects, efficiency is our cheapest, fastest, and 
cleanest option. ... If I had to name one area that offers 
the nation huge opportunities, it’s efficiency.”

If you could put eco-friendly activities on a scale of fun to 
totally not, energy efficiency rates pretty well. Unlike many thank- 
less environmental heroics, saving electricity gives you a tangible 
return on your investment: You can actually see that kilowatt- 
drop on your utility bill, right next to your monetary savings. On 
top of those savings, you can even earn rebates for your good 
behavior thanks to Austin Energy’s pioneering efficiency-promot- 
ing initiatives. Still, for all your efforts, you’re unlikely to be mak- 
ing any headlines - but we’re partnering with Austin Energy this 
summer to change all that. The Kill-a-Watt Challenge will not only 
show you exactly what difference you’re making, but it will give 
you a giant, bold-faced pat on the back and kiss on the cheek for 
your conscientiousness. 

Energy usage in Austin increases dramatically over the sum- 
mer, nearly doubling the average Austinite’s electric bill, so we’re 
challenging all you homeowners, renters, neighborhoods, and 
businesses out there to reduce your energy use during our most 
energy-intensive months: June through September. Each month, 
we’ll be giving away a slew of prizes and also celebrating your 
accomplishments on our Kill-a-Watt Challenge Web site, where 
participants can compare their neighborhood’s stats to the rest 
of the city, check out winners’ tips, and find out how much 
planet-saving Austin can really accomplish. 
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Then, at the end of the summer, the biggest overall savers will 
win, among other things, a bicycle from the Peddler, wristbands 
to South by Southwest, 2,000 feet of radiant-barrier spray from 
Home Energy Savers, and an electric scooter from Alien 
Scooters. The businesses with the best savings can win 1,000 
pounds of on-site paper shredding from Austin Shred and a 
$10,000 work of art from Austin Green Art. Meanwhile, we’ll 
throw a party for the winning neighborhood (see box), which 
will also be recognized for its greenness by the city of Austin. 

How It Works 

If you traded out an incandescent light bulb at some point this 
year for a compact fluorescent or perhaps replaced an old appli- 
ance with a high-efficiency version, you’ve probably wondered 
how much savings you’ll really see on your utility bill this summer. 
We’ve wondered that, too, and it’s the entire basis for the Kill-a- 
Watt Challenge. Austin Energy will compare the number of kilo- 
watts you use each month this summer to the number you used 
during the same months last year, and every month we’ll award 
prizes, and recognition, to those who show the highest propor- 
tional savings (as well as the highest overall kilowatt-drop for 
businesses and neighborhoods). 

Since more than half the population of Austin (renters) has fewer 
energy-saving options than homeowners (though they have more 
than they probably realize, as the Kill-a-Watt Challenge will show), 
renters will compete only against other renters, while homeowners 


How to Kill Your Watts 


The list below offers a glimpse of the many energy-saving tips provided on the Kill-a-Watt Challenge Web site, where you’ll also find 
links to rebates, loans, and tax credits for home-energy improvements as well as resources for renters and businesses. 


1) Use Austin Energy’s free online energy audit to find out 
how much energy your home uses: www.austinenergy.com/ 
go/homeaudit. 

2) Weatherize your home (insulate your attic, caulk your plumb- 
ing, weather-strip your doors, and install awnings or solar 
shading). 

3) Control the temperature of your home: From maintaining 
your air-conditioning units and ductwork to adjusting your 
thermometer, controlling your cooling will make a big differ- 
ence on your utility bill. 

4) Improve the efficiency of your windows: Plant shade trees, 
install solar screens (or bamboo shades), use window film, 
caulk around your windows, replace them with low-emittance 
glass, or install storm windows. 

5) Launder efficiently: Run only full loads, and never wash on hot. 


6) Wash dishes efficiently: Run only full loads, let dishes air- 
dry at the end of the cycle, and don’t let the water run 
while you hand-wash. 

7) Switch to compact fluorescent lightbulbs. 

8) Don’t forget to turn off the lights when you leave the room. 

9) Run your refrigerator efficiently: Set the temperature at 36- 
38 degrees, vacuum the coils, and replace worn seals. 

10) Cook efficiently: Use your microwave when you can, cover 
your pots to cut boiling time, and avoid putting hot food in 
your fridge. 

11) Unplug devices that pull electricity even when they’re turned 
“off” (including remote-controlled TVs, computer peripherals, 
entertainment-center electronics, and cell phone chargers). 

12) Switch to Energy Star-rated appliances. 
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will compete against other homeowners. 
Businesses can compete as well, and if they 
choose, they can add their employees’ home sav- 
ings to their on-site figures, by joining the Water 
Cooler Kill-a-Watter Challenge. (They can start 
saving right at the water cooler, in fact; trading an 
old one in for an Energy Star-rated version can 
save 520 pounds of C0 2 emissions per year.) 

All you have to do to participate is sign up; 
all you have to do to win is follow the energy- 
saving tips we provide on our Kill-a-Watt 
Challenge Web site. We don’t care which tips 
you try or how many. We only care how many 
kilowatts you save in the process. 

There are a lot of energy savings not reflected 
in the Kill-a-Watt Challenge. For instance, 
everything you buy comes with a hidden cost, 
depending on how much energy it took to 
make it, package it, and transport it to the shelf 
where you found it. This challenge will just 
measure your impact from your home or busi- 
ness, strictly in terms of kilowatt usage shown 
on your monthly bill, and that’s why we hope 
you’ll visit our online Green Guide for advice 
on everything else you can do to mitigate your 
own global warming impact (including tackling 
that 33% of emissions from transportation). 

Austin Saves the World 

Contests and initiatives like the Kill-a-Watt 
Challenge are popping up all over the place right 


now - perhaps you’ve seen www.18seconds.org 
(“Change a bulb. Change everything”), which 
tallies the compact-fluorescent purchases of 
U.S. cities (Austin ranks No. 111). Or you might 
have noticed those new green caps on the Silk 
Soymilk cartons, promising the chance to win a 
“green home makeover.” It seems everyone’s 
realizing the same thing all at once: We don’t 
just need to adjust our lifestyles; we need to 
adjust them quickly. If we’re going to avoid sur- 
passing that critical threshold - when atmo- 
spheric carbon dioxide hits 450 parts per mil- 
lion - we need change that’s fast, far-reaching, 
and apparently sped along by prizes. 

Such change isn’t exactly unprecedented. 
The World War II generation was told to con- 
serve fuel, food, and “odds & ends”; to grow 
“victory gardens”; to be cautious about spend- 
ing to avoid inflation; and to remember that any 
time they were wasting their resources, they 
were putting their soldiers in danger, and 
Americans threw themselves behind the cause. 
The values of thrift and communal responsibil- 
ity that convinced our grandmothers to can 
vegetables and to admire the “chipped teacup 
of the patriotic Mrs. Jones” are no less true 
today than they were then. We think that by 
participating in the Kill-a-Watt Challenge, you, 
your workplace, and your neighborhood can 
make a difference, just as the generations before 
us did. And we can’t wait to see precisely how 
big that difference will be. ■

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DAN DIETZ: The exit interview 

One of Austin’s most celebrated playwrights, Dan 
Dietz is leaving soon to go teach playwriting at 
Florida State University. Dietz originally came to the 
capital city 12 years ago to pursue an advanced 
degree in theatre history/criticism at UT, but he 
soon discovered that he’d rather make art than write 
about its making. So he switched majors, got him- 
self a prestigious Michener Fellowship, and never 
looked back. Known in Austin for his close relation- 
ship with Salvage Vanguard Theater and as the for- 
mer director of Austin Script Works, Dietz has had 
work commissioned by the Guthrie Theater and 
Actors Theatre of Louisville and was the recipient of 
ATL’s Heidemann Award for “Trash Anthem,” which 
can be seen currently at Hyde Park Theatre in an 
evening of short works by Dietz titled Trash Anthems. 
We asked him about his experience in Austin, as 
well as what he sees happening down the road.

Austin Chronicle: Tell me about your perception of 
the growth and changes in Austin theatre from the 
time you arrived until now. 

Dan Dietz: Wow. Well, it’s been huge. When I first 
got involved with the community, besides the estab- 
lished theatres like Zach and the State, there were 
these tiny little pockets of people trying to make 
things work. Physical Plant with Katie Pearl and 
Steve [Moore] and Carlos [Trevino], who were com- 
ing up with these amazing little shows that would 
just pop up and vanish. And Salvage Vanguard and 
the Rudes, who were just starting out, with the 
Rudes at the time saying, “What if we could meld 
classical theatre training with an experimental 
bent?” And Salvage saying, “What if we could take 
an indie rock, punk rock aesthetic and mix that up 
with theatre? What would that be?” In this weird 


way, I don’t think anybody really expect- 
ed the companies to survive. Either we 
would all get tired of what we were doing 
or get tired of each other. And somehow, 
even though some people have moved 
on and the companies’ identities have 
definitely changed, the whole warehouse 
theatre scene, the small, experimental 
theatre community, has totally flowered | 

here. It doesn’t seem like the ware- 3 
house theatre scene is in any danger of | 
going anywhere. jjj 

AC: You've been with Salvage Vanguard S 

practically since it started. ° 

DD: Mostly, yeah. It’s been a really crazy | 
ride. We’ve gone from punk rock theatre § 
to sort of coldly experimental work 
sometimes to this desire to reach out and connect 
with an audience through new work, whether that 
work is deeply experimental or mildly experimental. 
And I can certainly see us doing work that is in no 
way experimental. That’s what’s so interesting. I 
think we’re developing and growing and changing as 
artists. 

AC: I know where you’re going. But where do you 
think Austin theatre's going? 

DD: My real hope for Austin theatre at this point is 
to have more Equity houses, whether that’s a mat- 
ter of more companies being able to afford Equity 
actors or whether somebody gets together a bunch 
of money and opens another regional theatre. I 
think we could use ways to provide artists with 
enough money to live. I look at a town like 
Minneapolis - you can make a living as an actor in 
Minneapolis. They have a huge number of theatres 
that manage to be Equity houses without watering 
down the material. That’s what I would love to have 
happen here. Because our artists deserve it. We’ve 
got some phenomenally talented actors here, peo- 
ple who just really deserve that level of support. 


AC: Do you think you helped put 
Austin theatre on the map? 

DD: Oh, I wouldn’t say that. No. No. 
AC: Come on now. 

DD: I think I’ve been fortunate. 
AC: Austin theatre was not 
nationally recognized 12 years 
ago the way it is now. I'm telling 
you that for sure , because I've 
been here for 21 years. 

DD: I think that I’ve been lucky 
enough to be part of a surge, 
along with writers like John 
Walch and Lisa D’Amour and Kirk 
[Lynn] and the Rudes and every- 
body else, and Jason [Neulander] 
and people who have managed 
to get out there and build professional careers that 
have drawn national attention. To me, it’s less 
about individuals and more about this surge of 
energy that we all had in the mid- to late Nineties 
and pushing through into the Aughts where we were 
able, through a combination of good luck and relent- 
less and energetic pursuit, to make work that has 
captured the imaginations of people who don’t live 
here. And that’s brought attention back in. To me, 
it’s definitely a group thing. It feels more like a big 
wave than any one person. 

AC: Do you think it's going to keep going? 

DD: I do. I don’t see any lack of it. And as Austin 
theatre gets more and more national recognition, [I 
hope] there will be more and more funding available 
to support the artists in return. It would be great to 
have a community of professional artists who do 
this full-time and who can give that to the communi- 
ty. That’s my dream for this place. I hope it 
becomes a reality.

ANDY ST. MARTIN: 

Break on through to the other side 

Andy St. Martin is proof that vision, talent, and persever- 
ance can bring success on one’s own terms. For nearly two 
decades, St. Martin has made large, mixed-media paintings 
while working a variety of typical and not-so-typical day jobs. 
Recent response to his work suggests that he is finding an 
audience; he has enjoyed a brisk run of sales, and the show 
“Andy St. Martin: Selected Works From 1999 to 2007” is cur- 
rently on display at 4wallsfineart, a recent addition to the 
Austin arts community by Michael Terrazas of Club de Ville 
and Starlite fame. 

A member since 1999 of the Splinter Group, one of the 
Eastside’s creative collectives, St. Martin shares space with 
five woodworkers and a blacksmith. “When I first moved to 
Austin, I had a studio in my house. I was going bonkers, so I 
started looking for a studio. I was friends with Hawkeye Glenn 
the blacksmith, who introduced me to [Splinter Group founder] 
Mark Macek. We’ve stayed pretty much the same crew since 
then.” And what about the noise and dust from all those 
power tools? “I paint around the others at night and on the 
weekends. People are pretty respectful. There have been dif- 
ferent issues, as there always will be, but we’ve all been 
together for so long, and we all like each other. I feel like I’m 
in with a group of people who are dedicated, professional, 
and hardworking. Just being in proximity to them is inspiring. 


And it’s weird - sawdust has never really been a problem.” 

St. Martin’s quiet progress over time brought him to the atten- 
tion of 4wallsfineart. “The gallery approached me. [Assistant 
director] Julie Stevens knew my work.” Although the show covers 
nearly a decade, St. Martin is careful not to use the word “retro- 
spective” to describe his still-emerging work. “We are calling it 
‘selected works.’ I feel that although it is a retrospective, that 
word is kind of loaded. It is a bit pretentious for me.” 

Modesty aside, studying the paintings side by side in order 
to make his selections has given St. Martin confidence about 
the maturity of his themes. “No matter how different the two 
things that one person made might be, there are underlying 
congruities also. And that’s exciting, because that means it’s 
possible to change and still be yourself.” 

Whatever St. Martin’s long-term prospects, 2007 will be 
remembered as a turning point. “When you’re working in 
obscurity, there’s a nice tension there because there’s some- 
thing to push against. When you break through that, there’s 
nothing on the other side. It’s a little bit startling, a little bit 
disturbing. At the same time, I’ve put a lot of energy out in the 
last 10 years to produce these paintings. The prospect of doing 
the show is exhilarating and flattering. It’s a good acknow- 
ledgement of effort and will.” (For a review of “Andy St. Martin:

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Green on the Go 

For Austin Green Art, every day is Earth Day - or eARTh Day

Every time I am lucky enough to talk with Randy Jewart, Austin Green Art’s founder, I can’t 
help but wonder when this guy will run for public office. Coming down from last month’s jam- 
packed eARTh Day celebration, hosted by Austin Green Art in Republic Park, you might think 
Jewart would need a break. But as momentum for environmentally savvy art and action builds in 
Austin, not to mention worldwide, Jewart and Austin Green Art are on the move as well.

Austin Chronicle: So tell me a little hit about 
the response you got to this years eARTh Day 
celebration in Republic Park. 

Randy Jewart: eARTh Day was a big suc- 
cess. We had a great time with more people 
involved, more volunteers. In the first year, we 
had one organization, Keep Austin Beautiful, 
there to support the event. This year, we had 
close to 50 different community groups and 
businesses behind us. We learned a lot again 
this year, and people are already excited about 
planning for next year. 

AC: Now that eARTh Day is over, what’s next on 
Austin Green Art’s agenda ? 

RJ: Spring continues to be our main program- 
ming season. We just finished an installation at 
Connally High School using old, trashed tires, 
which was great. The art teacher invited us in 
for a project, and Robby Lee and J. Muzcac of 
Austin Green Art spent some time brainstorm- 
ing with the teacher and the kids who ultimate- 
ly voted for what would become a tire-swing 
project. The kids painted around 34 used tires 
in wild colors; some had nature themes, and 
some were identity-based pieces. We used rope 
donated by Robby’s rock gym and hung the 
tires in an arbor area behind the school. About 
a dozen were made into swings; 
and others were up in the trees 
for decoration. When the kids 
got out of school, it was as if 
there were hundreds of them 
swinging, running, spinning, 
pushing, and then they’d load 
up onto their buses and leave the swings dan- 
gling in the trees, wondering what hit them. 
AC: So from eARTh Day to school installations, 
what’s at the top of Austin Green Art’s list of goals 
for the rest of the year? 

RJ: We are working on a garden project called 
Grow Austin Weird. It’s a combination of 
several things that came together when I met 
J. Muzcac last year and he told me about the 
garden he and his seven roommates planted in 
their front yard. Taking their cue from Edible 
Estates, which is essentially an attack on the 
American front lawn, these guys tore up their 
grass and planted a 20-by-20-foot garden from 
seed. The ground was terrible, full of concrete, 
but the garden grew. This group of guys fed 
themselves from it; they fed the homeless; they 
also got out and met their own neighbors in 
the process. Environmentally, the idea of eating 
locally is becoming an international campaign 
point for a number of reasons: organics being 
the mainstay of this campaign from a health 
perspective, along with an emphasis on the 
sustainability of organic versus factory farming. 
There is a famous picture out there of a plate of 


food that is labeled with how many miles the 
food travels to get to your plate. And it shows 
that we are creating ridiculous amounts of C0 2 
emissions moving food around the way we do. 

From the art perspective, Grow Austin Weird 
is about both community and aesthetics. Austin 
is projected to grow to two to three times its 
current size in the next 30 years, and though 
we’re keen to “Keep Austin Weird,” we do 
realize that this will be impossible. So, instead, 
we are working with ideas about how to Grow 
Austin Weird - not just from a garden perspec- 
tive but also from a development perspective. 
The idea is to re-examine landscape and public 
space and the community’s connection to the 
land itself. We have these really big ideas, and 
there is so much space in Austin that could 
be gardened. We are trying to see what Austin 
might look like if everybody was growing food 
in their yard - and we’re using South Austin as 
a model, as the kernel, just thinking about how 
Austin Green Art can contribute to develop- 
ment in keeping with what Austin is and what 
it wants to be. 

AC: So is Grow Austin Weird geared more toward 
individuals or developers ? 

RJ: The goal is to break ground. We have some 
projects brewing with develop- 
ers that might turn into fairly 
large-scale projects, and we’re 
excited about those. But we are 
also excited about planting at 
home. We just decided we’d 
throw down and start, and that 
would help with getting people excited as we 
go. It’s worked out really well; Austin Green 
Art planted small gardens at my apartment 
complex, including two beds in front of the 
afterschool-care building. We planted five beds 
at the Dell Jewish Community Center near the 
Early Care Program for preschoolers, and we 
just got a $500 grant from Keep Austin Beautiful 
to support the UT garden they are working on 
with the Campus Environmental Center. 

AC: It sounds like you are bringing groups and 
people together in this process . . . 

RJ: Yes, just from this community Grow Austin 
Weird perspective, we want to start with the 
idea of vegetables and community and bring 
about the artsy side of it by thinking of some- 
thing that belongs to the neighborhood or the 
apartment complex as a whole and not only to 
the individuals in it. We’re working with teach- 
ers, administrations, kids. The Sustainable 
Food Center is donating seeds and plants. 
Down the line we hope to create a Web site for 
people who find out about what Grow Austin 
Weird is up to. We hope it will encourage them 
to grow stuff wherever they are, to chat togeth-

er about what grows well and what doesn’t, 
to send in pictures of their gardens, and to 
break down lawn perfectionism for the sake of 
something fun, experimental, and community- 
building. It is kind of intimidating to start if 
you don’t have experience with planting, but 
the great thing is, once you get your hands in 
the dirt, you just dig in and add some water, 
and things grow up on their own. 

AC: It sounds like you have your hands full on 
that front alone, but I’ve heard you are working on 
a project at the Domain as well, right? 

RJ: Yes, things are definitely happening there, 
too. We have put together some preliminary 
ideas to help the Domain organizers see what 
a sustainable art plan for Phase II of the 
Domain would look like. We are also tying up 
all the paperwork that will allow us to get into 
Building 60 from the old IBM plant on-site in 
order to work with some of the old tech pieces 
in there for sculpture, etc. In fact, Kirk Rudy 
[has just handed] one of our first sculptural 
pieces over to IBM at a luncheon on Phase II. 
While Austin Green Art may or may not be 
involved in the installation of the Domain’s 
public-art plan, having the opportunity to 
work with developers who are thinking about 
sustainability and art is a great experience. 

AC: And do I dare ask what else? 

RJ: Actually, our goal for the coming year is to 
bridge connections with organizations outside 
of Austin. While we want Austin Green Art to 
remain Austin Green Art, we’d like to take an 



ambassadorial stance, moving out nationally to 
show how Austin is pushing the envelope of 
how art can operate within a community. We 
are partnering with a group called Forest Ethics, 
who, after years of work, finally turned around 
Victoria Secret’s catalog mailing operations by 
mounting their own “Brand Slam.” In the case 
of Victoria’s Secret, which sends out 1 million 
catalogs per day, Forest Ethics put together ads 
with models in hiking boots and chain saws 
that effectively got VS to agree to stop using 
paper from the Borealis Forest in Canada. VS 
has now switched to sustainable and renewable 
sources for their catalogs. Which is significant 
not only because of their output but because of 
the impact these corporate changes have on 
other corporations. Most cataloging companies 
operate according to the 2 percent rule, which 
means that for every 100 catalogs they send, 
they expect two to generate sales. Overall, 
paperwise, the Borealis Forest is the number 
one catalog target. Two acres of that forest, now 
as large as five states the size of California, are 
logged every minute. And 80 percent of what 
they are pulling out of this forest is coming to 
the U.S. as toilet paper, office products, and 
catalogs, which means it is going straight into 
the trash as fast as it is being cut down. As one 
of the upcoming outside projects for Austin 
Green Art, we’re looking forward to helping 
Forest Ethics with their next Brand Slam. ■

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INNER WORLDS WE INHABIT 

DENISE PRINCE MARTIN'S photographs transport us to places within where the unspoken lives 


Ball gowns, blow-up dolls, and cotton candy 
- welcome to the sumptuous visuals of Denise 
Prince Martin, one of Austin’s most arresting 
photographers. Her latest series, “Things I 
Never Told You,” is a seductive tour through 
the unspoken world of women: a diva in a 
doughnut shop, a burlesque queen on a picnic 
table, a housewife in a bubble, and more. With 
vivid detail and absurd arrangements of setting, 
prop, and persona, the photos make you want 
to know what these women are up to. Prince 
Martin, named by Chronicle Arts writer Rachel 
Koper as one of the Top 7 Individual Artists of 
2004, exhibits nationally and internationally. 
This summer, she will be in residency at the 
Skowhegan School of Painting and Sculpture in 
Maine. We talk before the opening night of her 
show, currently at Women & Their Work.

Austin Chronicle: The name of this series is 
immediately intriguing; one cant help hut he curi- 
ous about the unspoken. Can you tell me more 
about it? Are you suggesting that these women are 
keeping secrets? 

Denise Prince Martin: This series is less 
about secrets and more about the things we 
don’t find the time to say or are a little afraid 
to talk about. For example, there is one beau- 
tiful, romantic photograph of a woman in an 
orchard. She’s got this heart, this little furry 
heart that I actually made when I was a child, 
and she’s holding it and kind of looking at it. 
The title is Why Haven’t I Shown Him How to 
Touch Me? And that one very specifically is 
not about a secret she’s keeping willingly, but 
rather it’s one of those things that is a huge 
part of yourself - yet it’s small and simple. 
This unspoken thing is not elemental to your 
being and doesn’t mean that you have an 
absolute lack of intimacy; it’s just one part of 
yourself that you haven’t got to yet. 

AC: So those things I haven’t told you may he 
parts of ourselves that we are not even aware of? 
DPM: Yes. And it’s about the inner worlds 
we inhabit - but it can be superficial, too. 
I’m interested in the ways we locate ourselves 
within society. For example, when I go to 
Neiman Marcus, I always feel a lot better if I 
happen to look decent that day, because while 
I’m there, I’m making these sorts of plays with 
myself about what someone might think about 
me or what I think about them, asking myself 
if I am better dressed, et cetera. It’s that weird 
cultural positioning that goes on. It can be as 
shallow as that, or it can be very intimate. 

AC: You said that this work is more loyal to the id 
than the superego. How so? 

DPM: There is this fantasy part of us, not 
unlike how we feel after a couple of margaritas, 
where the structure of life and morality is much 
less important. It’s about the part of us that 
is free from judgment, that more honest and 
grounded side of us. 



AC: And yet, while the photos are about the 
unexplained and fantasy, their composition is 
very structured and deliberate: In each of them 
there is a woman, a prop that she holds, and an 
unusual setting. 

DPM: Yes, my photos are very structured. 
That, to me, represents the perfection that we 
want, the order. I want to see my world this 
way. So there is this balance within the work: 
that side that is very ordered and the side that 
is not. People have a lot of questions when 
they see the photos; they ask, “What does this 
mean?” It’s not that viewers don’t understand, 
exactly, because then they tell me what they 
think it means. And even if their view is not 
what I intended - because I do have deliberate 
intentions with my symbols - another person’s 
reading is always a beautiful, subtle thing 
about life, often about being a woman. The 
photos can help you go to that place. 

AC: Your settings are so fantastic and unusual: 
the parking lot of a motel, an oil refinery, a fallow 
field. What do you look for in backgrounds? How 
do you know when you’ve found one that works? 
DPM: I was a filmmaker, so I take my film 
experience into the photos, as if they were little 
scenes. I look for places that are strange, think 
about what needs to go with it and build from 
there. That motel you mentioned has a par- 
ticular style that really worked for me. For that 
one we drove all the way to the coast. It speaks 
of something else - of summer, of that quint- 
essential place. The title of that one now is 
Vibrating Bed. To me, it’s about the wildness of

childhood. When I was young and a motel had 
a vibrating bed, I thought, “How funny and 
exciting that you put a coin in there and the 
bed vibrates!” And yet a part of me knew that 
it was about something else and that it wasn’t 
really for children. There was something there 
beyond my experience. So it had that little bit 
of danger. That photo is alluding to freedom, to 
that place where you don’t judge. And even if 
you were a grownup who was going to have sex 
on a vibrating bed, you’d have to have a pretty 
good sense of humor. ■

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JOHN GRAVES, WRITER 

edited by Mark Busby 
and Terrell Dixon 
University of Texas Press, 

266 pp., $34.95 

I didn’t discover Goodbye to a 
River until the early Nineties, 
when I chucked my newspaper 
reporting job and enrolled in the 
master of fine arts creative-writ- 
ing program at the school that 
shall forever be known as South- 
west Texas State. Part of my 
penance for being a poorly read 
journalist was the requirement 
that I take 12 hours of under- 
graduate literature classes. One 
of the best was Southwest lit 
with Dickie Heaberlin, a contrib- 
utor to this thorough tribute to 
John Graves, who is touted as 
the Texas version of Hemingway or Thoreau, 
depending on who is talking. 

He’s also a failed novelist whose lifetime 
output, almost entirely creative nonfiction, is 
slim but exceedingly impressive. Heaberlin 
ordered me to consume Goodbye to a River, 
which tells of Graves’ three-week canoe trip 
down the Brazos River in the late Fifties just 
prior to the building of a series of dams that 
would erase a part of the Texas that was. Part 
personal journal, part history lesson, part 
poetry, the book blew me away with its tales 
of backwoods people, Comanche raids, and 
the death of a way of life. Larry McMurtry 
once said the only thing worth writing about is 
the impending death of something: an era, a 
generation. That same bittersweet undoing is 
at the heart of Graves’ writing. It’s also clear 
Graves loves Texas as much as he 
prizes the perfectly written sen- 
tence. I was hooked and quickly 
sought out his other works. 

John Graves , Writer aims to 
explain to citified fans like me a 
bit more about this quiet man 
who writes of the land and 
embodies a kind of Texan quickly 
slipping away. That man likes to hunt, cherish- 
es the often mean-spirited land that can be 
oh so cruel. He’s crusty with an air of mys- 
tery. He’s been places, seen things. Editors 
Mark Busby and Terrell Dixon set out to give 
us the first close examination of Graves. The 
result is a mixture of interviews with the 
tight-lipped author and his friends/proteges, 
plus academic examinations of his work. The 
former is often fascinating, particularly when 
writers chime in on the old master. Art critic 
and writer Dave Hickey was Graves’ student 
at Texas Christian University and says, 
“[Bjasically what I got from John was a 
respect for writing about the hard stuff of the 
world. People are assholes, ideas are smoke, 
objects are irrevocably there, so let’s address 
them with respect.” 

The book consistently refers to the two 
John Graves: the young man who set out as a 
World War ll-era Marine then ended up in 
Spain on a Hemingway-esque quest for adven- 
tures and the man who came home to Fort 
Worth to care for his ailing father and to write 
an autobiographical novel titled A Speckled 
Horse that never quite worked out. Graves 
here credits that fiction training with shaping 
his nonfiction successes. “Write about reality, 
but shape it to give it a meaning that I see in 


it,” he says, echoing Hickey’s words about 
nonfiction trumping the purely imaginary. 

Oh, and about the Thoreau comparisons: 
Graves will clearly have none of that. 
Thoreau, like many of the modern-day 
nature writers, had a cause. Graves sees 
himself as a writer who chooses a subject. 
“I don’t really think of myself as a ‘nature 
writer,”’ he says in one of the book’s inter- 
views, “but as a writer who tries to put 
words together as well as he can, regard- 
less of the material involved.” In fact, 
Graves terms much nature writing as “over- 
exclamatory or sentimental.” Nor is he 
Texas’ next J. Frank Dobie, whose meetings 
with Graves are some of the most interest- 
ing in the book. Here’s a thought: Perhaps 
Graves is instead our Lone Star Bob Dylan. 

Consider it. Both eschew the 
didactic, cause-driven writing 
that others would have them 
pursue. Both are exacting 
wordsmiths who make it 
seem too easy. Neither can 
sing worth a damn. Strike 
that last part, and let’s get 
back to the subject at hand. 

The academic articles included are hit and 
miss, with some reading too much like 
extended term papers. Perhaps the most 
interesting pieces delve into Graves’ long 
relationship with Texas Monthly after being 
wooed by original editor and fellow Marine 
William Broyles, who interestingly suggests 
Goodbye to a River is imbedded with Graves’ 
war experiences much as war lurked in 
Hemingway’s writing. “The brief fleetingness 
of life, the savoring of it, the love for what 
small fragile piece of it is yours, that grati- 
tude just for life, for living: the combat veter- 
an has all of that buried in him like shrapnel 
working its way to the surface,” Broyles 
writes. Graves’ collected Texas Monthly 
essays make up most of the book From a 
Limestone Ledge, but it’s clear Graves never 
quite fit in with the younger Monthly staff of 
the Seventies. An essay by Cory Lock sug- 
gests Graves’ journey down a changing river 
is echoed by the changes at Texas Monthly 
from a more rural focus to the metropolitan 
(much as Texas itself has changed) and 
resulted in Graves largely falling off the maga- 
zine’s radar. This is the truth behind both 
Graves’ work and this celebration of it. Some 
things must be savored before they crumble 
into stale time. - Joe O'Connell

this is the Green Issue of The Austin 
Chronicle, and green is arguably my favorite 
color, we’re going to talk about green here, 
too.

The Austin Wine Festival 

We’re lucky to have so many organizations in Central 
Texas working to get Texas wines into our hands. The prob- 
lem is trying to remember which wines you like, then trying 
to find someplace that sells them. The Austin Wine 
Festival, taking place May 26-28 (Saturday, 3-9pm; Sunday, 
l-9pm; Monday, l-6pm) at Republic Square Park, is offering 
a nice change of pace: If you like a wine you taste, you can 
buy it right then and there by the bottle, case, or pallet. No 
more nerdy note-taking or mnemonic trickery necessary. 

The festival operates under the auspices of the Texas 
Hill Country Wineries, which have been kind enough to 
allow other Texas wineries to join in. If you’ve ever wanted 
to try a cross section of Texas Hill Country wine but have 
been hesitant to travel the few hundred miles necessary to

hit them all, you’ll be able to try 30 different wineries’ 
products. Most of them are small and don’t even offer 
their wines to stores or restaurants, so this is a terrific 
chance to find and buy some of Texas’ hidden gems. 

Besides the wine, there will be nonstop music from native 
and transplanted Austinites, covering genres from country to 
Americana to jazz to singer-songwriter. If you’re in the mood 
to learn, there will be a seminar each afternoon. On 
Saturday, Damian Mandola will offer his thoughts on Italian- 
style wines. Besides the fact that he is always charming and 
entertaining, he knows his topic intimately, since he is mak- 
ing Italian-style wines in Driftwood. Sunday, Jane Nickles, 
author of WineSpeak 101, will humorously try to demystify 
some of the terms used by wine writers (“it smells of barn- 
yard, wet sheep, and leather” ... oh, boy!). Then, on 
Memorial Day, Jim Johnson of Alamosa and Gary Gilstrap of 
Texas Hills will discuss the pleasures and perils of trying to 
grow world-class grapes in the Texas Hill Country. 

Finally, if you didn’t have a chance to catch the three- 
part series The Wine Roads of Texas on KLRU last month 
(it’s based on my book of the same name), here’s another 
chance. On Sunday evening, at 9:30pm, the Alamo 
Drafthouse’s Rolling Roadshow will roll into Republic Park 
and show all three episodes uninterrupted. It’s a superb 
way to learn a lot about the history and future of Texas 
wines, grapes, and foods, all in 90 minutes. I’ll be there to 
introduce it. - Wes Marshall 


IN PERSON 

GEORGEANNE BRENNAN 




In mid-April, I had the great plea- 
sure of meeting James Beard Award- 
winning author Georgeanne Brennan 
while she was in Austin promoting her 
latest book, A Pig in Provence: Good 
Food and Simple Pleasures in the 
South of France (Chronicle Books, 

$24.95). This lively, evocative memoir 
recounts the story of her 1970s 
fresh-out-of-college dream of embark- 
ing on a new life in a peaceful, rural 
community in Provence. Brennan, her 
husband, and young daughter bought 
a small farmhouse with a little land, 
added a small herd of goats and a 
few pigs, and so began their life- 
changing experience of living and 
cooking in the Provengal tradition. 

Thanks to her enthusiasm and deter- 
mination, she learned and brought 
back the traditional way of making 
goat cheese, which the younger gen- 
erations in that area had already for- 
gotten. She discovered the joy of liv- 
ing simply off the land, from gathering 
wild mushrooms to growing her own 
potager, or kitchen garden. Her book 
is a joy to read, full of funny and 
heartwarming anecdotes and tradi- 
tional recipes written in a sincere, 
engaging voice. 

An active advocate of the slow-food 
movement who still spends half of 
her time in Southern France and the 

other half in California, Brennan had the opportunity to discover some 
Central Texas artisanal foods. Austin Slow Food chapter Chairwoman Mary 
Beth Murphy organized a welcome reception at Cibo, where Brennan talked 
about her book and shared anecdotes, while chef Will Packwood served 
cicchetti (Venetian snacks). The author also had the opportunity to meet 
local cheesemaker Amelia Sweethardt and taste some of her award-winning 
cheeses from Pure Luck Farm and Dairy. With Murphy as her guide, 

Brennan visited Boggy Creek Farm, where Carol Ann Sayle gave her a tour 
of our city’s best organic farm. Later, she was guest of honor at a dinner 
prepared by chef Eric Pellegrin, co-owner of Bistro Le Marseillaise and a 
native of Southern France. Brennan was impressed and touched by the 
authenticity and simplicity of the meal, perfectly paired with boutique wines 
from Southern France, chosen by Eric’s wife, Martine. Mrs. Brennan left 
with a very positive impression of Austin’s gastronomic offerings and a 
bunch of new friends. I look forward to seeing her here again soon.

Contributing Factors 

Solutions happen one consumer - 
or farm or restaurant - at a time 

When the concept of a Green Issue first showed up on the story calendar, the magnitude 
of coverage possibilities to consider in the world of food was overwhelming. Should we cover 
organic farms, local artisan food producers, the impact of the new farm bill being considered 
in Congress, environmentally conscious restaurants, the National Animal Identification System 
controversy, the energy consumption inherent in international produce distribution, or what? 
Luckily, my focus was sharpened by a conversation with area farmer Kim Alexander. He spoke 
eloquently about making himself part of the solution rather than waiting for someone else - be it 
some government entity or even our neighbors - to solve problems. That conversation reminded 
me of a saying encouraging individuals to “be the change you would like to see in the world,” 
and the thread connecting the elements of our story became evident. Barbara Chisholm, Kate 
Thomberry, and I interviewed some local farmers, food producers, and restaurateurs about how 
they are implementing the changes they would like to see in the world. By no means are these 
the only folks in Austin making a personal effort to be part of the solution, but they’ve got some 
inspiring stories to share. - Virginia B. Wood 


Green Restaurant Goals: 
The Challenges in Austin

In the restaurant business, being “green” is a 
particularly bold move and shows a breathtak- 
ing idealism. There are two brand-new local 
restaurants that consider eco-friendliness to be 
a vital part of their enterprise: Bull & Boar in 
Del Valle and Leaf on West Second. 

BULL & BOAR

Bull & Boar serves home-style Southern 
cooking, prepared by classically trained Texan 
chefs. At lunch they serve delectable sandwich- 
es, burgers, and an array of salads; at dinner, 
such Southern favorites as jalapeno-cheddar 
meatloaf, braised short ribs, and shrimp-stuffed 



freshwater trout, served with classic sides such 
as grilled com on the cob, green-bean casse- 
role, and twice-baked potatoes. 

Bull & Boar has an advantage that few pos- 
sess: It’s the brainchild of brothers Andrew and 
John Page, whose parents own and operate Peach 
Creek Farm, a sustainable agriculture operation 
that produces free-range Berkshire pork, as well 
as pasture-raised beef and poultry. The largest 
hurdle for restaurants hoping to maximize sus- 
tainability is the expense of free-range, natural, 
and organic meats; it’s a hurdle the Page brothers 
are able to clear, thanks to Mom and Dad. 


Key to the restaurant’s mission is the com- 
mitment to local producers. While it’s impos- 
sible to rely entirely on local growers (growing 
lettuce in Texas during the summer is a minor 
miracle, for instance), chef Andrew Page varies 
the menu seasonally to keep it as regional as 
possible. “Every ingredient that travels a short 
distance to my kitchen, rather than being 
flown here on a jet plane, reduces our carbon 
footprint,” he explains. 

The Pages buy produce directly from area 
farmers and buy organic when that option exists. 
They compost all of their kitchen waste and cof- 
fee grounds and use the compost to fertilize the 
pastures at Peach Creek Farm. All recyclables 
from the Bull and Boar are hauled into Austin for 
recycling at the restaurant’s expense, since the 
program Austin residential customers enjoy is 
not available to area businesses. And, finally, all 
of Bull & Boar’s used frying oil is donated to be 
made into biodiesel. 

“We want to be responsible business 
owners. We want to be part of the solu- 
tion,” Andrew says. “And real food tastes 
much, much better than the prepackaged 
and frozen food people have gotten used 
to. Our country-fried steak is grass-fed 
beef, hand-pounded and battered with flour 
and free-range eggs, served with homemade 
bread and farm-fresh vegetables. I would put it 
up against anyone’s.” 

The Page brothers have set a timetable to 
achieve long-term sustainability goals: In the 
next three years, as they are able to obtain 
more suppliers, they hope to serve 95% locally 
produced food. 

“We will still have to use imported coffee 
and tea, but even the pioneers had to import 
those!” Andrew Page laughs. He would like 
to use wind power for the Bull and Boar’s 
electricity, but because they are not inside 
city limits, they don’t have that option. “If 
Bluebonnet Electric begins a wind-power 
program, we would be the first to join up. We 
want to get our carbon footprint as small as 
possible, and we are committed to that. We 
want to do things right, and we really believe 
that there is room in this industry for that.”

Leaf opened its doors less than a month ago, 
and despite being in the middle of a construc- 
tion zone with no visible parking for blocks, 
word of mouth has already brought in a steady 
clientele that just keeps growing. Partners Jon 
Michelson, Jordan Feiner, and Adam Ruben 
came up with the concept for Leaf some time 
ago: a restaurant specializing in quick, healthy 
entree salads made out of premium ingredi- 
ents, with a strong commitment to local farm- 
ers, vendors, and the environment. 

After considerable research, they decided 
that Downtown Austin, near Town Lake, would 
provide the perfect location. Like the Page 
brothers, they are committed to recycling in 
spite of the fact that the 
city of Austin provides 
no recycling service to 
city businesses; they 
recycle at their own 
expense. Leaf also cre- 
ates no landfill waste; 
all that is not recyclable is biodegradable. Their 
to-go utensils, cups, straws, and “hot” con- 
tainers are all made from compostable potato 
starch- and/or corn-based plastics that are no 
worse for the environment than carrot scrap- 
ings and banana peels. 

A good percentage of the salad-makings Leaf 
uses is organic, and they purchase as much as 
they can from the twice-weekly Farmers’ Market 
Downtown, a mere block away. Although their 
hard-boiled eggs and sliced beef are at present 
conventionally produced, they use chicken, 
bacon, salami, and prosciutto that are antibi- 
otic- and hormone-free. 

All of this dedication to genuine freshness 
pays off: Leaf’s salads are amazing. The set 
menu consists of 12 big entree salads, and each 
of the “Big Twelve” salads are made with won- 
derful “extras” that set them apart: The Caesar 
Chavez has hearts of palm and hard-boiled 
eggs in addition to romaine, Parmesan, and

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croutons; Abbi’s Asian Chicken has edamame 
beans as well as chicken, cabbage, mandarin 
oranges, crispy noodles, and toasted almonds. 
The Capitol City Cobb, while having the stan- 
dard ingredients (chicken, hard-boiled egg, 
avocado, bacon, black olives, blue cheese, and 
tomatoes) is deeply satisfying and easily the 
best I have had in town. Each salad comes with 
a slice of artisan bread, and each is so enticing 
that 1 found it agonizing to decide on just one. 

Leaf has hit the ground running in terms of 
eco-friendliness, but there are still goals to be 
met. They want to donate their kitchen waste 
(carrot peels, lettuce stems, and the like) to 
be composted but have not yet found a taker 
(since they make only salads, they create more 
compostable matter than any home gardener 
could use). And, although located in Austin, 
they are unable to sign onto the city’s wind- 
power program, not unless they can convince 
the entire CSC building, in which they are 
located, to go sustainable. “That would defi- 
nitely be a goal,” laughs manager Michelson. 
“I’m just not sure it is a realistic one!”

EDUCATIONAL “FOODIE” FORUM 
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How Green Was My Alley

It’s difficult to say whether the inspiration was Alice Waters 
or Texas pioneers, but some homegrown Austin restaurants 
make a point of establishing the connection between the farm 
field and the plate. For these businesses, the source of the pro- 
duce is on equal footing with the finished, prepared product. 
Keeping green in the restaurant world isn’t necessarily about 
being vegetarian; it’s about knowing your farmer, even if that 
farmer is in the mirror. 

When Dorsey Barger of Eastside Cafe comes to work, she 
dons a manager’s hat and a farmer’s cap, at least figuratively. 
For 19 years, Eastside has had a one-third-acre garden on-site 
that provides herbs, garnishes, flowers, tomatoes, lettuces, 
squash, and more. The garden was part of Eastside from its 
inception, and though small in size, its contributions are enor- 
mous. “During peak season, we get all our tomatoes for the 
restaurant from the garden. In cooler months, we’ll have lots of 
romaine and feature Caesar salad for weeks and weeks,” Barger 
reports. Every plate from the kitchen is garnished with fresh 
flowers and/or herbs, all of which come from the garden. 

Barger’s enthusiasm for the garden is such that she and 
Elaine Martin, chef and overseer of the garden, and David 
Kolosta, their gardening guru, were brainstorming about ways 
to increase customers’ awareness of and appreciation for grow- 

your-own meals. As tillers of the 
field, they recognize that Texas 
weather can make gardening a 
sticky proposition, so they inau- 
gurated monthly indoor garden- 
ing workshops plus a thematic 
meal, complete with wine pair- 
ings, that occurs in the garden shop. Topics are garden-driven; 
it might be a class on planting hot peppers that can withstand 
even Texas summers and include a dinner of spicy pepper 
dishes and German Riesling wines that go with them. Another 
month might have a class on potatoes that features a meal of the 
cafe’s potato-leek soup among other things and the Pinot Noir 
wines to drink with the menu. 

Although the garden’s limitations require considerable aug- 
menting of produce from conventional sources, Eastside is 
green in other operations, too. Kitchen (not customer) scraps 
are composted, creating organic fertilizer that feeds the garden, 
and everything in the restaurant that can be recycled is recycled, 
from bottles to plastic to metal. For homeowners with curbside 
recycling, this might not sound like much of a feat, but for a

commercial venture where recycling sources must be obtained 
on your own and the drop-off of recyclables factored into the 
workweek, the achievement is significant. 

Farther south, Vespaio owner and chef Alan Lazarus took 
advantage of a patch of adjoining land acquired a few years after 
the opening of the wildly popular South Congress restaurant 
and decided to create a garden. The tending of the garden has 
become part of the shift at the restaurant with chef de cuisine 
Ryan Samson assuming leadership. Year-round the small but 
prolific garden includes herbs, melons, squash, cucumbers, and 
peppers that find their way to the kitchen and onto the menu. 
An Italian restaurant requires considerable tomatoes, and as the 


first harvest should happen soon, devoted diners are already 
anticipating the unparalleled simple goodness of a caprese salad 
created with just-picked basil and tomatoes. 

Kerbey Lane Cafe, an Austin institution for more than 25 
years, partners with farmers Cora and Bobby Lamar to provide 
farm freshness to their tables. It began with the search for some 
luscious tomatoes, which can be akin to searching for the Holy 
Grail when commercial sources are the only option. Owners 
David Ayer and Patricia Atkinson struck a deal with the Lamars 
to provide tomatoes to the cafes for a season. Once the Lamar’s 
tomatoes appeared on the menu, there was no going back. 
Today, the Lamar farm supplies a variety of the fruits and veggies 
that appear at Kerbey Lane’s four restaurants. Twice weekly, farm 
deliveries are made, and the greens, squash, beans, broccoli, 
and herbs find their way to diners’ plates. Additional produce 
is obtained from Boggy Creek Farm and local farmers’ market 
vendors. Between the Lamars and other local providers, Kerbey 
Lane obtains about 70% of its produce locally. 

The enthusiasm for fresh and local goods has become part 
of Kerbey’s identity, and today much of its nonproduce items 
are often local, as well. Eggs, bacon, chicken, honey, and tofu 
all come from local suppliers such as Food You Can Trust, East 
Poultry, Buddy’s, Good Flow, and White Mountain. Manager Jeff 
Leeper explains that not only do these suppliers provide the fresh- 
est food possible, “They develop the local economy and a green 
system,” both of which are important priorities for Kerbey Lane. 

“We try to do the right thing,” Emmett Fox of Asti and Fino 
explains of his restaurants’ use of local produce. The right thing, 
as Fox sees it, includes getting as much produce as local as he 
can. To this end, he regularly patronizes Boggy Creek, the in- 
town organic farm with an awesome array of vegetables. The 
early summer stuff is in (or up or out), and at Boggy Creek that 
means squash, blackberries, potatoes, cucumbers, artichokes, 
green beans, onions, chard, kale, and herbs. So plentiful is Boggy 
Creek’s bounty and so voracious are the customers of Asti and 
Fino for the fresh stuff that they shop twice a week at the farm. 

But still, it isn’t enough, so the Foxes (Lisa, Emmett’s wife, is 
his partner in life and food) have developed a relationship with 
farmer Harley Clark of Dripping Springs, who grows exclusively 
for the duo’s dual restaurants. The partnership is in its fourth 
year, and, like the products it yields, it’s a growing one. Each 
season, the chefs from Fino and Asti and the Foxes sit down with 
Clark and discuss the upcoming crop: what they like and which 
new varieties they’d like to try. Recently, Fox brought some pep- 
per seeds he acquired on a recent trip to Spain to Clark to see if 
he could make a go of them in the upcoming hot months. 

“I think it’s important to do it that way,” Fox says. “The staff goes 
out to the farm to see it, how close it is, and the reality of it.” 
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‘One of the most beautiful restaurants in 
Central Texas ... Romantic & Authentic.”

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Recycling for Biodiesel Down on the Farm

Choosing to make a living on a family 
organic farm takes a particular kind of person: 
someone with a strong work ethic, a fiercely 
independent spirit, a self-sufficient facility for 
fixing things, and the patience to work in 
concert with nature for the healthiest results. 
Central Texas farmer Kim Alexander tells the 
story of his eagerness to escape the family farm 
of his Iowa childhood. 

“I couldn’t wait to get away, to 
get off to college. My roommates 
were city boys, and all they 
talked about was finding some 
land in the country and having 
a farm,” Alexander recalls. “It 
began to dawn on me I might 
have been in the right place all along.” He’s 
certainly in the right place now. These days, 
Alexander once again resides on a family farm. 
He and his wife, Gloria, and their eight chil- 
dren live on 300 acres near Garfield. Fans of 
Alexander Family Farm Eggs line up at Fresh 
Plus, Wheatsville, and Farm to Market every 
week. Those same eggs are also used in cook- 
ing at the likes of Sweetish Hill Bakery, Jeffrey’s, 
Asti, and Fino restaurants. Alexander’s natural, 
free-range broilers, turkeys, and grass-fed beef 
are available at the farm by appointment (247- 
4455, alexanderfamilyfarm@yahoo.com). 

In many ways, the Alexanders’ farm is 
much like the farms of the pioneer families 


that built this country. Although they rely 
on such modern conveniences as motorized 
farm equipment, electricity, telephones, and 
computers, the Alexander operation closely 
resembles those of our agrarian forebears: The 
family believes in self-reliance and is guided 
by a strong faith, they live off of what the farm 
produces for the most part, the children are 
home-schooled, and both the 
family and the livestock eat a 
healthy, natural diet free of pes- 
ticides and chemicals. The same 
independent spirit that prompts 
Alexander to eschew third-party 
organic certification for his farm 
has a lot to do with why he’s 
willing to go to the trouble to make biodiesel 
fuel to run his farm machinery. 

“It costs me about 70 cents a gallon plus my 
time, and I haven’t bought fuel at the gas pump 
in well over a year. When the price of diesel fuel 
started going up, I read an article in a small 
farming publication about making your own 
biodiesel, and it gave a list of the most reliable 
places to get the used oil necessary to do it. 
The list included tortilla factories,” Alexander 
says. He called around to tortilla factories until 
he found a like-minded soul in Luis Centeno, 
an executive at Austin’s el Lago Tortillas. 

“In the past, we had provided used frying oil, 
leftover com, and out-of-date chips to ranchers 


and farmers for use in animal feed. But when 
the price of gasoline went up and Kim asked 
if we’d be willing to give him our used oil to 
make biodiesel, I was happy to provide it to 
him,” explains Centeno, whose quality el Lago 
products are available at most grocery stores 
across Central Texas and who’s a firm believer 
in being a responsible member of the food 
continuum that includes farmers, producers, 
retailers, and consumers. Supporting family 
farmers who feed both their families and the 
community was a natural for him. Although 
the recent installation of a new high tech fry- 
ing system at el Lago means there is less used 
oil available, when Centeno has it, area farm- 
ers Kim Alexander, Larry Butler (Boggy Creek 
Farm), and Steve Kraemer (Buena Tierra Farm 
near Llano) are welcome to it. 

Here’s how it works: Centeno lets the farm- 
ers know when the oil is available, and either

Alexander or Butler goes to the el 
Lago plant to pick it up in 250-gal- 
lon plastic containers. The farmers 
then divide up the oil, and each man 
makes his own biodiesel. Because 
the process of making biodiesel 
requires handling chemicals, it is 
not without risks and requires pro- 
tective gear and great caution. Larry 
Butler describes the basic formula 
this way: Potassium hydroxide and sodium 
hydroxide are combined with methanol and 
added to oil that is heated to a temperature 
of 130 degrees. After the mixture sits for eight 
hours, glycerin settles to the bottom and the 
remaining 90-95% liquid is biodiesel fuel. 

For these farmers, making biodiesel fuel is 
not just about saving money at the gas pump, 
although with diesel fuel going for more than 
$3 a gallon, a cheaper way to fuel their farm 
machinery is certainly one of the perks. Talking 
to Alexander and Butler, it becomes obvious 
that independence and self-sufficiency are their 
main motivations. While a few family farms 
in Central Texas recycling used frying oil into 
biodiesel won’t free America from our depen- 
dence on foreign oil, that small effort, and 
everything else about the way they do busi- 
ness, is their way of being part of the solution 
to a bigger set of problems.

THE DOCUMENTARIES OF 
LOUIS MALLE 

Criterion Eclipse Series 2, $79.95 

When we last left Louis Malle (austinchronicle. 
com/gyrobase/lssue/column?oid=oid:373294), he 

was hitting on the wrong side of truth: fiction. 
Now, as if the French needed their own avail- 
able-on-DVD Eddie Murray, Malle switch-hits at 
the storytelling plate and again plays pepper 
with the human condition. Vive le Tour leads off 
with an engaging behind-the-scenes look at the 
world’s most 
famous bicycle 
race, as skimpy 
saddlers eat some 
1962 pavement and 
then wash it down 
with beers stolen 
from a roadside 
cafe. Batting sec- 
ond, Flu main, Trop 
Flumain ( Fluman , 

Too Fluman ) follows 
an assembly line at 
a Peugeot factory, 
and honestly, I’ve 
seen baseball 
games that were 
more exciting. Still, 
watching people 
snap things togeth- 
er excites the 
Matchbox kid in 
me. Rounding out 
the bottom of the 
first, Place de la 
Republique finds Malle walking in one of Paris’ 
busiest places, engaging the pace and person- 
alities of la ville in les Seventies. Batting clean- 
up is a masterwork on par with the Miracle 
Mets’ World Series victory the same year, 
1969’s Phantom India (a 378-minute miniseries 
in seven episodes), an expansive Eastern road 
trip that aspires to the breadth and depth of 
the subcontinent itself. Calcutta plays like the 
seventh-inning stretch to Phantom, and it’s hard 
to understand why these two films weren’t con- 
ceived as one piece since they were released 
in the same year. God's Country - a PBS docu- 
mentary filmed in 1979 and 1985 in rural 
Minnesota - both presages and postdates Errol 
Morris’ 1982 classic, Vernon, Florida, and 
leaves you with the same idea that rural 
America is somewhere out in left field picking 
daisies, while ... and the Pursuit of Happiness 
explores the innocence of the American dream 
through the rose-colored glasses of immigrants. 
Both of these stateside ventures recall Werner 
“Whitey” Herzog’s 1977 Stroszek and his stu- 
porous Americana. Bottom nine, Malle’s child- 
like fascination with all things foreign leads him 
by the hand, as he faces each of these films 
without a pitch in mind, never balking, and vul- 
nerably letting the situation dictate the mood: 
line drives in France, deep fly balls to India, and 
crackerjack for America. Oh, the Gaul.

Beyond 'The Electric Company' 


Can a bunch of toddlers watching 
television save the world?

A bunny cowers in fear. A shadow spreads across the ground. 

Through a canopy of trees crashes a four-legged mecha - like 
an AT-AT, but less trademarked. 

“With this giant land blaster, I’ll be able to drill for oil any- 
where!” snorts the driver, who is exaggeratedly porcine and 
wears olive-drab fatigues. 

“Yeah, boss!” snickers his weaselly henchman. “Even in a 
wildlife sanctuary!” 

The machine’s arms hack 
down limbs, scatter birds, tram- 
ple trees. As it steps off the 
shore and into the water, a fam- 
ily of endangered sea lions flees. 

The machine extends an auger 
and plunges it violently into the seabed, breaking through to 
magma, bordering on camp. 

Gaia, the spirit of Earth, has had enough. “I need young 
people to help now,” says she, who is old but still hot in a Lynda 
Carter kind of way, with flowy hair and an asymmetrical cape. 

Enter the Planeteers, media mogul Ted Turner’s teenage car- 
toon eco-heroes. With the help of sidekick Captain Planet, this 
multicultural crew of five combated environmental destruction 
for six broadcast seasons. 

If trends in children’s television are a bellwether of adults’ 
fears about the future, Captain Planet typified Americans’ 
concerns circa 1990: strip mining, the ozone layer, old-growth 
deforestation. The usual posse of lefty celebs guest-starred: 
Sting, Meg Ryan, Tim Curry, and Martin Sheen. Captain Planet 
himself had Chess King good looks, chiseled cheeks, a cyan 
complexion, and grass-green hair perfectly fossilized: part mul- 
let, part high-top fade. He intoned the show’s inspirational 
catchphrase - “The power is yoursl” - in red short-shorts, knee- 
high boots, and a sort of dickey. 

Perhaps due to these considerations, no one in my own 
household took Captain Planet quite seriously. However, we did 
learn to recycle, which at the time seemed like a big deal. 

There has been environmentalist messaging in children’s 
television at least since the days of Sesame Street, when songs 
like “We Are All Earthlings” and “On My Pond” encouraged 
awareness of natural resources. I recall with ease the public 
service announcements that aired during The Muppet Show in 
prime time so that the whole family would catch them, such as 
“Doin’ the 55” and “Don’t Be Fuelish.” Both admonished adults 
to consume less for kids’ sakes, at least while we were in crisis 
with the Organization of the Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

Saturday morning’s first environmentalist superheroes may 
have been the Barbapapa family, shape-shifting cartoon blobs 
based on the children’s books by Annette Tison and Talus 
Taylor. (Barbapapa’ s New House was a favorite of mine; for years I 




encouraged my parents to build us an interconnected 
series of domes.) These gentle creatures appreciated 
and defended nature, and the one called Barbazoo 
protected animals. Schoolhouse Rock had “The Energy 
Blues,” which almost 30 years ago wished for “a fuel 
that never runs out”: something my generation hasn’t 
grown up to invent or discover after all. At least 
not yet. 

So, if we can’t do it, we have to some- 
how get our kids to do it. 

All of this suggested that kids, not 
adults, were the rightful custodians 
of Earth’s resources. They were the 
ones upon whom education was 
not wasted. As the voice of TV’s 
Gaia, Whoopi Goldberg expressed 
no interest in middle-aged Planeteers; 
old people would not come forth from 
the five comers of the globe and combine 
their powers to summon a blue-skinned guy in a 
half-shirt. It would have to be kids. 

“It has long been accepted that children should 
be educated about ‘nature,’ and we think of kids 
as closer to nature and animals than adults,” 
says Ellen Seiter, a professor at USC’s School of 
Cinematic Arts and author of books including 
Sold Separately: Parents & Children in Consumer 
Culture. “Back to the 19th century, elite boarding 
schools in Europe would have a big emphasis 
on nature learning. ” 

Kids these days get nature learning at 
least partly from television. Certainly envi- 
ronmentalist messages remain, and certainly 
the kids are watching. Two major studies 
released earlier this month demonstrated 
that even very young kids watch TV regularly, 
despite recommendations otherwise from the 
American Academy of Pediatrics. One study, 

Digital Childhood: Electronic Media and 
Technology Use Among Infants, Toddlers, and 
Preschoolers (pediatrics.aappublications.org/ 
cgi/content/abstract/119/5/el006?etoc), 
found that on a “typical” day 75% of kids 
age 6 and younger watched broadcast television and 32% 
watched DVDs or videos for an average hour and 20 minutes 
of total exposure. 

The other study, Television and DVD/Video Viewing in 
Children Younger Than 2 Years (archpedi.ama-assn.org/cgi/con 
tent/abstract/ 161/5/473), found that 40% of children watched 


some form of television, including videos, by the age of 
3 months. By age 2, 90% were watching. 

What are they watching? Environmentally themed 
movies like Happy Feet and Finding Nemo currently 
dot Amazon’s top 25 sellers in its “Kids & Family” 
category, along with the DVD collections of 
nonfiction titles like Planet Earth: The 
Complete BBC Series (see “Chewing Up 
the Scenery,” p.75) and The Blue Planet:

Seas of Fife. Dora the Explorer’s 
former sidekick, jungle boy Diego, 
famously rescues wolf pups, jaguars, 
dolphins, and other endearing baby creatures 
of the rainforest on Nick Jr., while Discovery 
Kids offers Kenny the Shark, an unassum- 
ing cartoon about a shark on land that’s 
been nominated twice for awards from the 
Environmental Media Association. 

This year PBS commemorated Earth 
Day with a daylong block of programming 
called “Share the Earth.” The Dragon 
Tales kids saved a lagoon, Clifford 
planted flowers, and Buster made 
friends with the grumpy old guy at 
the community garden - and then 
created a barter market for home- 
grown tomatoes and tomato prod- 
ucts. (“We’ll call it ‘Buster’s Own,”’ 
Muffy suggested. “And we can charge 
more because it’s organic.”) 

But the jewel in PBS’s environ- 
mental crown is It’s a Big, Big World, 
a high tech preschool puppet show 
which joined the morning lineup last 
year. The show teaches more than 
conservation, civic beautification, and 
recycling at home. Focused on a single tree 
in a rainforest ecosystem, it emphasizes interdependence of 
species and the importance of habitat preservation, nearly to 
the point of anxiety. Burdette, a bossy quetzal bird, panics after 
exhausting her supply of wild avocados, and Bob the very ner- 
vous anteater flirts with veganism: “Do you think the flies get 
mad when spiders eat them?”

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Though Bob’s dilemma may have radical 
implications, Seiter suggests that such messag- 
ing is ultimately less controversial than other 
socially relevant topics, like race and class. 
“The environmentalism is never pushed very 
far politically, or in ways that would threaten 
sponsors,” she explains. 

Seiter adds, “Usually the environmental mes- 
sages in kids’ TV are pretty mild, and always 
favoring individual action - pick up your trash, 
don’t use plastic water bottles - rather than more 
effective action at the level of business, or the 
law, or the nation.” Even Captain Planet took for 
granted that polluting the environment and drill- 
ing preserves at least involved breaking laws. 

However, the message might change along 
with the medium, as the very concept of “chil- 
dren’s television” expands to include other 
modes of broadcasting. The Digital Childhood 


study found that 27% of 3- to 6-year-olds used 
a computer for approximately 50 minutes 
every day, and most young children’s program- 
ming is already tied to feature-rich Web desti- 
nations with interactive content. 

PBS’s portal has its own mascot - Dash, a 
loopily-animated boy - who appears in spots 
throughout the programming day and is hyped 
by on-air host Miss Lori. Online, kids will find 
EekoWorld, a site funded by the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting that fosters environ- 
mental awareness with Flash movies, a moder- 
ated discussion board, and a multiplayer game 
with virtual animals. There’s also a face-to-face 
component in the form of guided workshops 
conducted by partner schools and PBS affili- 
ates WFSU-TV and UNC-TV 

“We’re not trying to create some kind of 
major social movement,” says Layla Masri, 


CHEWING UP THE SCENERY Last thoughts on 'Planet Earth' 


“The inhabitants of this great wilderness 
may live and die without ever having 
contact with humanity. Long may 
it be that way.” 

- Sir David Attenborough 
narrating the Planet Earth 
episode “Seasonal Forests” 

Attenborough refers to the taiga biome there - 
the “sheer extent” of trees that grow in its snowy 
coniferous ring “stuns the imagination” while its 
elusive, roaming lynx “are like spirits” - but he 
could say the same thing about the rainforests of 
Borneo, where a crab spider symbiotically camps 
at the base of a pitcher plant waiting for gullible 
ants, or about the Himalayan ranges of Pakistan, 
where snow leopards hide out 
acting all mysterious and 
snow leopardy. 

In any case, he’d be only 
half-right. The polar bear in 
the high Arctic might never 
wander into the middle of a 
snowball fight, either, but 
most of us have managed to 
make significant contact with 
him anyhow: by contributing 
to the destruction of his habi- 
tat from thousands of miles 
away. In the “Ice Worlds” epi- 
sode of Planet Earth, we 
watch from above courtesy of a Cineflex heligim- 
bal and various HD cameras as he crashes to his 
knees and crawls along melting ice floes before 
plunging into the sea. Later, at eye level, he’s 
repelled by a herd of walrus in a high-risk, last- 
ditch effort for food, followed shortly by his starv- 
ing to death on a bank. 

Perhaps because people find polar bears so 
lovable (again, from a distance), BBC producers 
decided that this visual was a sufficient state- 
ment on global warming - indeed, on anything 
overtly political - amid underlying notions of 
stewardship and conservation. Not counting 
Attenborough’s occasional wisecracks and the fol- 
low-up miniseries Planet Earth: The Future, it’s 
the lone moment of eco-preaching among 11 
hours of spectacular natural history shot over five 
years in 62 countries on seven continents. 

This is admirable. It’s as if Alastair Fothergill 
(he also produced The Blue Planet ) and his team 
were more concerned with showing as opposed 


to telling, with reminding us of what’s really at 
stake. The science and the scenery embarrass us 
with their dignity: Quietly, they make it clear how 
unfair it is that the fate of the world depends on 
otherwise so inconsequential a species. Set to 
George Fenton’s compositions as performed by 
the BBC Concert Orchestra, what results works as 
either the tribute video some extraterrestrials 
could show at the memorial service or the cele- 
bratory highlights on a JumboTron (if not for the 
excessive energy consumption) should we man- 
age to save the day. It’s up to you and me which 
it becomes. 

I came to Planet Earth earlier this year by 
way of a friend’s recommendation to stream the 
episode “Jungles” on TV Links (www.tv-links. 
co.uk), preferably stoned if I were to truly 
appreciate the flying lemurs (which 
Attenborough patiently explains neither 
fly nor are lemurs) and the courtship 
dance of the six-plumed bird of para- 
dise. The British-based TV Links of 
course carried the original 2006 broad- 
casts, but I also had the option of 
watching the series on the Discovery 
Channel - with Sigourney Weaver nar- 
rating in place of Attenborough - as it 
became the most-watched show on 
American cable during March and April. 
Viewers were attracted to the footage 
that crews had captured with the “time 
and the resources to try things that people 
haven’t been able to try before,” as producer 
Huw Cordey put it in promoting the DVD release 
on Fresh Air earlier this week. 

Planet Earth: The Complete BBC Series (BBC 
Warner, $79.98) includes 10-minute “Diaries” on 
the process and technology behind each episode, 
as well as The Future, the cautionary talking- 
head companion documentary that more than 
makes up for its forebearer’s stoicism. The epi- 
sodes are those featuring Attenborough in the 
booth, thankfully, and the 80-year-old veteran of 
Life on Earth, The Living Planet, The Blue Planet, 
and The Trials of Life nearly outshines the “sinis- 
ter” glow worms and “vampire squid from hell,” 
the “wild ass” and their “frisky business,” the 
otters and their “group-rubbing,” he describes. 

You shouldn’t operate a motor vehicle if you take 
a sip and/or a hit every time he says “these are 
not the sort of conditions in which you’d expect 
to find [insert life of any kind]” and/or the words 



president and co-founder of Bean Creative, 
the Web agency responsible for EekoWorld, 
which touts greasel and toothbrushes made 
from recycled yogurt cups. “Just little things 
that you can do every day. If we all did them, 
it would make a significant impact.” 

“There’s definitely a good mix of local 
awareness, what you can do in your own vicin- 
ity, and the world at large,” Masri adds. 

What else can you do in your own vicinity? 
You could make your own kids’ show about 
the environment. Consider Desert Survivors, a 
hosted reality series about the Mojave ecosys- 
tem produced for cable-access by graduate stu- 
dents and faculty in biology at the University 
of Nevada, Las Vegas. With 12 episodes soon 
to be streamed online, all the world’s a stage 
for red-spotted toads and the endangered Ash 
Meadows pupfish. ■ 


“unique” and “bizarre” in his godly timbre and 
grandfatherly enthusiasm. 

“Fur seals normally live on krill, but these have 
now acquired an unexpected taste for blubber-rich 
penguins,” Attenborough tells us during “Shallow 
Seas,” as the former pursues the latter in a clumsy 
chase across loose rock. Seal might as well have 
an eye patch and peg leg; penguin, a corset and 
puffy blouse. Penguin somehow escapes. “Made 
it!” says Attenborough, a teary pride swelling. In 
“Deserts”: “When resources are limited, conflict is 
never far away,” he says, his voice lowering to an 
urgent whisper as if he’s standing a foot away from 
the action: “These are Nubian ibices, and they are 
squaring up for a duel.” 

And with that, the brutal clash of the ibex 
horns - over and over the animals collide on a 
bone-dry African mountainside - something clicks 
for me while watching “Deserts”: One day, this 
will be us, the unseen human beings behind the 
camera and those of us on the couch a thousand 
miles away. We’ll be living to survive, nothing 
more. Maybe it has to be this way, but if we’re to 
maintain a civilization here - and if here will still 
have us - we had better start picking up litter or 
something instead of just enjoying the view.

Meet ME TV's Paul Saucido, 
if you haven't already

It’s fitting that Paul Saucido’s favorite holiday is Dla de los 
Muertos. The two-day festival celebrating life and conceding the 
certainty of death also reminds us that when something dies, 
something new inevitably springs from the remains. Still, when 
Saucido was told he was too old to host LATV Live , the eclectic 
music show targeting bilingual audiences, the then-33-year-old 
was thrown. Thrown hard. So, when friend and Austin music 
promoter Alicia Zertuche offered Saucido a place to crash dur- 
ing the Austin City Limits Festival, he accepted. 

The chance to hang out in Austin was a welcome respite. But 
he never suspected it was where he would make his next career 
move. And if Austin’s Latino musicians and music lovers have 
their way, Saucido’s current gig hosting Music & Entertainment 
Television’s Sonido Boombox will be a lifetime appointment. 
Since joining ME TY he’s earned praise for his swift and proac- 
tive impact on Austin’s Latino music scene. 

Born in Phoenix and raised in L.A., Saucido attended 
California State University-L.A., where he was a theatre and 
Chicano studies major. He developed his stage presence doing 
college plays, later performing with the Chicano Secret Service in 
Latins Anonymous, and produced and performed in Latinologues 
(which had a brief, off-Broadway run). His play, The Furthest 
Room, was produced at the Stella Adler Theatre in 1999, star- 
ring Chicana rocker Lysa Flores, who also wrote the show’s 
original music. But when a friend gave Saucido a mixtape with 
a then-burgeoning sound called rock en espanol, Saucido found 
himself hungry for more. He hit venues, like Sean Carillo’s Troy 



Cafe, booking rockera and alt-rock acts (Carillo is otherwise 
known as Beck’s stepdad). 

Soon, he was covering the rockera scene for L.A. Weekly and 
other publications and eventually pooled all his skills - writing, 
performing, and harnessing his rockera knowledge - as an on- 
air host on LATV Live. The gig lasted five years. 

Fast-forward to 2005. After he arrived in Austin, Zertuche 
told him about a soon-to-launch TV network called ME TY 
which was taking over the old Austin Music Network slot. 

“From the start, I loved the idea of having the chance to do 
things right, from the beginning. ” 

Sonido Boombox (Monday through Friday at 2pm on Time 
Warner Cable Channel 15 and digital Channel 577) is the only 
bilingual music-video show in Texas that features the entire 
range of Latino music - pop, alt-rock, reggaeton, Mexican 
regional, punk, ska, and more. In addition to music videos, 
Saucido interviews various Latino artists, writers, and musi- 
cians in studio, on location at events like the Cine las Americas 
opening, and backstage. Two years later, Saucido is now the 
Latin music director of ME TV and is widely considered the 
go-to guy for Latino music in Austin. 


“From day one, Paul was open to listening to or talking with 
any band I introduced him to,” says Alba Pena, co-founder of 
Conexion Rockera, talent buyer for Ruta Maya Riverwalk in San 
Antonio, and an early Maneja Beto manager. “He was all about 
learning as much as possible about Austin’s music scenes and 
has developed into one of its most loyal supporters.” 

According to a growing chorus, Austin’s Latino music scene 
can use all the support it can get. 

“I think here in Texas, you’re dealing with old stereotypes 
about what Latin music should be and sound like,” Saucido 
says. “The mainstream [press] has ignored the diversity of 
Latino music.” 

“We needed [ Sonido Boombox] in Austin,” says Rose Reyes, 
music and film manager for the Austin Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. “In addition to promoting local acts, he brings in cut- 
ting-edge acts from Mexico and L.A. and produces dynamic 
showcases, spreading the gospel of Austin’s diverse and bur- 
geoning Latin scene.” 

The showcases extend Sonido’ s reach by partnering with 
local organizations to celebrate the wealth of Latino art and 
culture. Saucido’s favorite event was last year’s first Rock n 
Roll Dia presented on Dla de los Muertos at La Zona Rosa. 
Austin artists included Haydn Vitera, Brownout, Maneja 
Beto, and Ghandaia, with Jumbo from Monterrey, Mexico, 
headlining. More than a good party, “It unified LUPE Arte, 
Sonido Boombox, Direct Events, and Cine las Americas, while 
doing a fundraiser for the Austin Public Library,” Saucido 
says (the public library is Sonido’ s pet project). For Rock n 
Roll Dia II, he plans to expand the showcase to cover both 
days of Dla de los Muertos. 

In the meantime, Saucido and his team are putting the fin- 
ishing touches on Laternativo Showcase 5. The May 26 show 
features Chetes (Monterrey), the Lemurs (Austin), Arthur Yoria 
(Houston), and Sexto Sol (San Antonio) at La Zona Rosa. Tickets 
are $15 and benefit the Austin Public Library. For more informa-

The Wizard of Gore Returns 

Herschell Gordon Lewis releases his inner Herschell Gordon Lewis

It was 1963 when the first bloody human 
entrails splattered across the silver screen. As 
Fuad Ramses lured women into his clutches 
for a brutal massacre, the age of the nonviolent 
cinema was put to death. The drive-in audi- 
ences peeled back their eyelids to fully visualize 
director Herschell Gordon Lewis’ maiden voy- 
age on the sea of blood. 

As the first gory feature ever made, Blood 
Feast cut the germinal jugular for any other 
movie you can think of that involves vivid mur- 
ders and dismembered bodies. Before Lewis’ 
business plan, characters died with dignity and 
famous last words, their fatal wounds always 
avoided by the camera’s eye. 

“I just flew back from Boston,” Lewis says. 
“Every once in a while when I’m at a meeting, 
someone will approach me and say something 
like, ‘Hey, did you know you have the exact 
same name as the guy who made ...” 

At the age of 81, he sounds like he’s just 
more than 40, looks like he’s in his 50s, and 
lives like he’s in his 30s. Traveling around the 
East Coast speaking at conventions, the plati- 
num-haired, multicareering, genre milestoner 
moves on his feet as easily as he sprayed blood 
on the camera lens half a century ago. 

Lewis doesn’t inform the audience on how 
to start your own film genre or give tips on

making it in the movie industry. Instead, he 
speaks about marketing and advertising, which 
are the subject matters of his 21 published 
books. That’s the day-to-day Lewis; the inven- 
tor of gore is someone else. 

“I’m living proof that if you live long enough, 
you become legitimate,” he says. “I’d like 
to write a book about my experiences in the 
movie industry, but I don’t think it would find 
a publisher.” 

Though Lewis is known for his film legacy, 
he doesn’t consider himself a movie buff or a 
cinematic artist. 

u Blood Feast wasn’t an art film; it was a busi- 
ness venture,” Lewis says. “I knew that many 
people would object to this kind of film, but I 
wanted it to affect enough people that wouldn’t 
object to it so that it would turn a decent buck. 
I wanted to shock but not outrage, which is 
why there is no nudity or offensive language 



in Blood Feast. Trying to make an independent 
film at that time was difficult because there 
were only theatres, no DVD or VHS. That’s 
when the marvelous four-letter word ‘g-o-r-e’ 
jumped out at me.” 

Lewis and business partner David Friedman 
“wanted to avoid censorship, which is what 
we ended up generating,” Lewis recalls. “We 
really initiated censorship, because there were 
no regulations for this kind of stuff. There were 
organized protests, but that only brought more 
attention to the film.” 

Lewis directed, co-produced, and wrote the 
score for the film, as he did for Two Thousand 


Maniacs!, “which is my favorite film that I’ve 
ever made. It has substance to it, and I was 
more involved. I was behind the camera, 
wrote the script and the music. I even hung 
the lights. I used fake names for the credits, 
because I didn’t want it to appear like it was a 
one man show.” 

Soon afterward, he got out of the gore game. 
He made a few children’s movies and then 
turned into the Lewis that his co-workers know 
him as today: a marketing and advertising 
consultant. By the mid-Seventies, the slaughter 
spark that he’d lit turned into a bonfire, with 
movies like Rosemary’s Baby, Carrie, and the like 
filling up the major theatres. But Lewis turned 
his back on the business that he’d started. 

“At the time, I didn’t care,” Lewis says. “That 
meant that major companies were moving into 
my territory, and it was time to get out.” 

Lewis’ absence has only intensified the 
audience’s desire for his films. In 2002, Blood 
Feast 2: All U Can Eat was made, and a remake 
of his film Wizard of Gore is in production. 
This weekend, the Alamo Drafthouse Rolling 
Roadshow will take a stab at a double feature 
of Blood Feast and Two Thousand Maniacs! at 
the H.C. Carter Longhorn Ranch Ghost Town. 
Lewis will attend the screenings and plans on 
resurrecting his old self for the event. 

“I was told that they will have a guitar or 
banjo player accompanying the soundtrack, so 
I’m going to sing the songs I wrote during the 
movies,” he says. “I thought I’d be done with 
films for good, but it’s like having malaria: 
You’re never really cured; it’s always lurking in 
your system.” ■

TV EYE 




It’s not easy being green, but it might be eas- 
ier than you think. After watching Big Ideas for 
a Small Planet on the Sundance Channel, you 
might find yourself being inspired, impressed, 
and surprised at the small efforts it takes to 
make a big difference in how resources are 
used on this ever-shrinking planet. 

The 13-part Big Ideas series is part of a 
package of green-themed Sundance program- 
ming collectively titled “The Green,” which 
includes related documentaries, short infor- 
mational films, and Web content (www.su n 
dancechannel.com). Each Big Ideas episode has 
a one-word label (“Fuel,” “Build,” “Wear”) 
that suggests the episode’s theme and piques 
curiosity about what might be covered. Some 
are obvious. The episode on fuel, for example, 
looked at the various alternatives to power- 
ing cars with petroleum-based products. But 
the episode labeled “Wear” moved beyond 
the typical nod to hemp and casual wear to 
examine other natural fibers and 
fabrics and how they appear in 
high fashion. And this is what 
makes the series as absorbing as 
it is timely. By including artists, 
innovators, and activists along- 
side scientists and academics, 
the series takes on an exciting, optimistic 
tone. A welcome change from the cautionary- 
tale approach found elsewhere. 

Big Ideas for a Small Planet airs Tuesday 
nights at 8pm on the Sundance Channel. New 
episodes repeat the following Thursday, Friday, 
and Sunday. Check local listings. Don’t have 
cable? Not to worry. Episodes can be pur- 
chased for a nominal fee or by subscribing to a 
season pass at iTunes. 

Here are the highlights of upcoming episodes: 

“Furnish” (May 29): A furniture company 
explores how to make their products 100% 
sustainable. Two designers create recycled 
furniture using scrap wood. An innovative 
Philadelphia-based design firm creates stylish 
products for the home. 

“Create” (June 5): A look at artists on the 
frontline of innovation. Profiled are photogra- 
pher Subhankar Baneijee, who documented the 
effects of global warming on biodiversity and 
the indigenous cultures of the Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge; Alyce Santoro, who recycles 
discarded cassette audiotapes into Sonic Fabric; 
and architect and “upcyclist” David Hertz, who 
shows how he made an eco-friendly dream 
home from a discarded 747 airplane. 

“Kids” (June 12): How to teach children 
about ecology and how some kids (and kids 


at heart) have turned their knowledge into 
action. Featured are Evan Green, founder of 
the Red Dragon Conservation Team; Plastics 
Are Forever founder Sara Faimon and her 
group’s effort to educate fellow high school- 
ers about the destructive impact of plastic 
containers on nature; and Barbera Aimes of 
ImagiPFAY, who creates toys from renewable, 
nonsplintering rubberwood. 

“Paper or Plastic?” (June 19): Ecology- 
focused designers operating in the “cradle 
to cradle” concept share their alternative 
approaches to packaging, featuring architect, 
designer, and ecological innovator William 
McDonough and colleagues, who share how 
they are eliminating toxins from mail packag- 
ing; Dr. Gerhard Schmidt, also working with 
McDonough, on the Ford Model U, a concept 
car made of recyclable or biodegradable parts; 
and Frederic Scheer, creator of biodegradable 
food containers and utensils. 

“Sports” Qune 26): A look at 
how Craig Calfee created profes- 
sional racing bikes from bamboo; 
Alison Gannett’s Save Our Snow 
tour, which suggests affordable, 
Earth-friendly solutions to declin- 
ing snow packs; and Jason Salfi 
of Comet Skateboards, who shows how his line 
of stylish skateboards is made of bio-friendly 
materials made in a solar-powered facility. 

Related programming in “The Green”: 

The Refugees of the Blue Planet (D: 
Helene Choquette, Jean-Philippe Duval): 
Environmental degradation and profoundly 
destructive natural disasters are on the rise, 
as are the number of refugees displaced by 
them. In 2003, the United Nations reported 
that for the first time in history, the number of 
refugees fleeing environmental factors had sur- 
passed those fleeing war or political persecu- 
tion. This Canadian film focuses on the plight 
of individuals around the world uprooted by 
environmental destruction. Airs June 12, 14, 
15, and 17. 

Rivers & Tides (D: Thomas Riedelsheimer) : 
A look at the life and work of Scottish art- 
ist Andy Goldsworthy and the imaginative 
outdoor sculptures he created from found 
objects in nature. Though his work is pains- 
takingly created, much of his work is short- 
lived, bringing a new perspective on how art 
and beauty are valued and experienced. Airs 
June 5, 7, and 8.

EVERYTHING'S GONE GREEN 


Kermit the Frog wasn’t kidding: It’s not easy being green. 
Especially if you run a bar or nightclub. Nevertheless, the 
resurgent environmental movement is slowly seeping into the 
music biz. South by Southwest 
went carbon-neutral this year, and 
the new Austin Music Hall will 
meet the criteria required of all new 
Downtown buildings under Austin 
Energy’s Green Building Program: 
a reflective roof, more insulation 
(which also cuts down on noise), efficient plumbing, etc. 

“Whether or not it was a requirement, it was something we 
were going to do anyway,” says Eric Herron of Sixth River 
Architects. Construction on the new Music Hall will begin as 
soon as demolition of the old one is complete; all that debris 
will be separated and recycled. 

The project is now slated to be complete in October, 
although Direct Events CEO Tim O’Connor says it should be 
available for private parties in September. Watching the 13- 
year-old structure being torn down Friday morning, he wasn’t 
exactly nostalgic. 

“I’ll finally get the stage like I want 
it,” O’Connor said. “And I will admit, 
for once in 13 years, that the AC in 
this building sucks.” 

Over at the Mohawk, the club is 
exclusively using recycled and 
reclaimed materials for its own renova- 
tions, a new rooftop deck and remod- 
eled upstairs area that will be used as 
a green room for bands. It already has 
a green track record: The wood panel-

ing inside and outside is mostly reclaimed heart pine from a 
barn in Llano, its tables are fashioned from trees downed in 
last year’s storms, and most of its lighting comes from bas- 
kets of recycled light bulbs. Eventually, says owner James 
Moody, they’d like to convert one or both stages to solar power. 

“We wanted to go with the Native American end of things, 
which was resourcefulness, respecting the land you live on,” 
he says. “The only way I think to come up with something that 
was a unique contributor to Red River would be not go and 
buy your bar, but actually build your bar.” 

Otherwise, the biggest environmental impact bars and music 
venues have is the massive amount of solid waste they gener- 
ate. Some do have special receptacles for recyclable materi- 
als, mainly bottles and cans, but for any number of reasons, 
many others don’t: narrow Downtown alleyways, the time and 
expense involved in separating garbage, the “contamination” 
that ensues when nonrecyclable trash is mixed in or bottles 
and cans are not completely drained. However, most of the 
cardboard these places use is recycled, says Jill Mayfield 
of the city’s Solid Waste Services Department. 

The Mohawk does separate its trash, and leaves recyclables 
by the curb for Red River’s homeless population to redeem at 
the Ecology Action recycling center down the street. Austin 
currently has no commercial recycling program for small busi- 
nesses, but Moody would like to meet with the city to discuss 
starting one. 

“Stubb’s does a really good job of it, but it’s because they 
can afford to pay for a whole separate service,” he says. “We 
think if a lot of venues have that luxury, we can exponentially 
impact recycling, just because we go through so many damn 
bottles and cans.” 


BLOW THE MAN DOWN 

Captain Phleabag (right) is a take-charge kind of 
pirate. When his band the Jolly Garogers headlined 
last month’s first-ever PyrateCon, a gathering of 
buccaneers in New Orleans sponsored by the 
International Pirate Society, Phleabag did such 
a good job stage managing he was named entertain- 
ment chairman for next year’s convention. Besides 
pillaging Bourbon Street bars with Pirates of the 
Caribbean actress Lauren Maher (“She and I got 
bombed on hand grenades”), Phleabag and his 
mateys helped raise money and supplies for strug- 
gling New Orleans schools. “There’s such a need 
there,” says Phleabag. “People think everything’s 
fixed. It’s not even close.” Back home, besides book- 
ing and running sound at the Merkaba Lounge at 
14106 N. 1-35, Phleabag has started a consulting business doling out advice to up-and- 
coming bands. A 30-year veteran of the local music scene and graduate of the 
Musicians’ Institute in Los Angeles, Phleabag offers everything from voice lessons to 
help booking shows. “Once you decide to play in public, there’s a bad concept that if 
you promote yourself you’re selling out,” he says. “That’s just not true at all. You’re try- 
ing to become a professional in a field that’s very difficult to even make a dime in.”

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If You're a Viper 

A slightly dazed but hopefully not confused, totally subjective, 
and woefully incomplete overview of marijuana and music

“Dreamt about a reefer 5 foot long. 

Mighty Mezz but not too strong. 

You’ll be high, but not for long 

If you’re a viper.” 

Who wrote the first song about smoking pot? 

It’s been lost to history, but here’s a politi- 
cal side note to the 4:20 generation: During 
the Mexican Revolution of 1910, thousands 
of native Mexicans moved north across the 
Rio Grande, many settling 
around San Antonio. With them 
came a curious song called “La 
Cucaracha,” known perhaps 
apocryphally as Pancho Villa’s 
theme song. 

“La Cucaracha” crackled with 
life, a swaying Spanish- tune- 
turned-Mexican corrido quickly picked up by 
jazz bands and danced into popular music. No 
song better evoked the languorous image of life 
south of the border in vintage films, newsreels, 
and radio programs of the day. Few people real- 
ized the lyrics bespoke a cockroach’s yearning 
to stay high. 

“La cucaracha ya no puede caminar ... por que 
no tiene marihuana porfumar, ” basically translates 
as, “The cockroach can no longer walk because 
he doesn’t have any marijuana to smoke.” 

There you have it. Hidden in the foreign 
words of a hit song, pot smoking permeated 
popular American culture. Kinda makes you 
wonder if, after the bloodshed ceased at the 
Alamo, a victory bowl was passed around. 

Viper Blues 

Think Louis Armstrong burned a fatty when 
he played Austin’s Driskill Hotel in 1931? 
Round his native Storyville, on Basin Street 
in New Orleans, marijuana had long been 
celebrated in music, reflecting the ancient 
neighborhood’s Jazz Age lifestyle and red- 
light back streets. “Muggles” was his musical 
interpretation of a joint smoked in 1928, and 
“La Cucaracha” nested in his repertoire. He’d 
already been rousted for pot at least twice and 
spent a few days in the pokey. 

"Vipers" are what the 
marijuana enthusiasts of the 
Twenties called themselves. 

Frankie “Half-Pint” Jaxon wins the prize for 
the oldest authenticated American song about 
marijuana, 1927’s “Willie the Weeper.” He and 
numerous other jazzmen and women celebrated 
smoke in songs of the era such as Cab Calloway’s 
“Reefer Man,” Fats Waller’s “A Viper’s Drag,” 
Milton “Mezz” Mezzrow’s “Sendin’ the Vipers,” 
Bessie Smith’s “Gimme a Reefer,” and Stuff 
Smith & the Onyx Club Boys’ “You’re a Viper.” 


“Vipers” are what the marijuana enthusiasts 
of the Twenties called themselves, and they 
wrote their anthems en masse: “Here Comes 
the Man With the Jive,” “Viper Blues,” “Jack, 
I’m Mellow,” “Sweet Marijuana Brown,” “Viper 
Mad,” “Tea Party,” “The G Man Got the T 
Man,” “The Stuff Is Here (and It’s Mellow),” 
“All the Jive Is Gone.” 

This exuberant musical activity was in harsh 
contrast to the official depiction of marijuana 
by the government, which had 
taken a dim view of Mexican 
immigrants. As various anti- 
hemp interests such as the cot- 
ton and petrochemical indus- 
tries grew influential and anti- 
marijuana crusaders like Harry 
J. Anslinger gained authority, 
the stereotype of lily-white American teens 
being perverted by hopped-up, hot-blooded 
Mexicans was more than a mythical smoke- 
screen. It was fantastic fodder for the Hearst 
press. A document on the history of the San 
Antonio Police Department 1910-1920 from 
the city’s official Web site is revealing: 

“Newspaper clippings from this decade 
begin to note problems with narcotics in San 
Antonio, including opium and marijuana. An 
article of 1913 pointed out that marijuana 
was grown, cured, and smoked in SA, and 
the town forms the distribution point for the 
southern territory.” 

The end of Prohibition brought the 
Depression. The Depression brought with it a 
renewed campaign on the part of the United 
States government against marijuana. As com- 
missioner of the Federal Bureau of Narcotics, 
Harry J. Anslinger declared “reefer makes 
darkies think they’re as good as white men.” 
Once again the suppression of marijuana was a 
racially motivated political tool. Not only were 
Mexicans going to lure your little darlings into 
their dens of iniquity, blacks would provide the 
soundtrack. 

Anslinger’s appointment as commissioner of 
the FBN in 1930 sealed his anti-pot mission. 
Pharmacies stocked marijuana up until 1937, 
when Congress passed the Marihuana Tax Act. 
The name of the bill was deliberately 
misleading as the intent was to ban mari- 
juana - which literally grew wild around 
the country - production outright. 

What a contrast to the country’s 
founding fathers, who’d opened the 
Colonies’ doors to hemp in the 1600s! 
The Virginia Assembly of 1619 required all 
farmers to grow hemp. Its strong fibers were 
commonly used to make clothing and sails, 
and it was considered legal tender in three 
states. That respectable history vanished 
almost overnight with the appearance of anti- 
marijuana films, most notably the church- 
bankrolled Tell Your Children, better known as 
Reefer Madness (1936). 



Pictured here outside his house by the long-defunct Soap Creek Saloon, Doug Sahm smoked 
and toked his way into pot culture. Sometimes you'd find him standing out back of the club 
not sharing the joint he was smoking. "I only brought enough for the gig!" he'd claim. 


A scare campaign like that might have 
worked a few decades before, but the era 
of mass communication was upon America. 
News and information, once disseminated 
only by newspapers or posted handbills, blared 
from the radio for all to hear. Even silent films 
evolved into talkies, and the filmgoing audi- 
ences ate up newsreels as fast as feature films. 

Although the portrayal of marijuana as 
demon weed was fed to teens, the campaign 
had the opposite effect. Coming from the wild 
days of Prohibition into the Depression offered 
few alternatives for youthful pleasures. Their 
limited world was enhanced by the suggestion 
of something wilder happening out there. 

“ The reefer man is here!” sang out 
Cab Calloway. 

Dope and Delinquency 

“Ever hear of Smokey Wood & the 
Woodchips?” 

Ray Benson is on the phone, calling from the 
Playboy Mansion out in California, where his 
band Asleep at the Wheel is about to perform 


for the Marijuana Policy Project, a campaign to 
legalize medical marijuana. 

“Smokey was an obscure Western swing art- 
ist from Oklahoma who worked mostly around 
Houston and Dallas,” says Benson. “Nora Guthrie 
sent me some writing Woody did when he was 
sick, and one line in a poem about Smokey went, 
‘I taught Smokey how to drink, and he taught 
me how to smoke stick.’ That was him. He 
was known as a pot-smoking, whiskey-drinking, 
womanizing, fun-loving Western swing guy.” 

Maybe Smokey was a little too fond of weed. 
The Arkansas-born Wood moved to Oklahoma 
as a child, but his musical career centered 
so much in Texas that he was known as “the 
Houston Hipster.” Wood played in a series of 
bands near the end of the Thirties - notably 
the Modem Mountaineers with fellow pothead 
and ace fiddler J.R. Chatwell - and his love 
of smoking dope was notorious, as he would 
spend his days high and even light up onstage. 
His appetite for pot was such that he carried 
not just bags but pounds of it around.

“Are you hep to the jive?” was code for “are 
you cool, man?” For those who didn’t know 
the slango, Cab Calloway wrote his Hepsters 
Dictionary, a guide to the genre’s double-talk, 
in 1938, as did a Texas piano-playing radio 
personality named Lavada Durst. Better known 


as Dr. Hepcat, Durst started on radio in the 
Thirties, the first black disc jockey in Texas. 
He later ruled the airwaves in Austin on KVET, 
though his book, The Jives of Dr. Hepcat, wasn’t 
published until 1953. 

Marijuana was making its mark in American 
culture in other ways. Artists and film people 
got onto it nearly as fast as musicians. The 


Fleischer brothers made three stylish cartoons 
in the Thirties featuring Cab Calloway songs, 
and one was the druggy “Minnie the Moocher.” 
In 1943, Warner released the unfairly censored 
“Coal Black and de Sebben Dwarfs,” whose hot 
jazz matches a gorgeous cartoon to which racial 
interpretations have been attached. 
“The Hep Cat” was also a popular 
Warner Bros, cartoon of the day, and in 
1946’s “Rodeo Romeo,” Popeye saved 
the day by ingesting “loco weed” when 
no spinach could be found. 

A photo of actor Robert Mitchum at 
the police station, busted in 1948 while 
lighting up with a Hollywood confection named 
Lila Leeds, says it all. Mitchum, who later had 
a hit song about bootlegging called “The Ballad 
of Thunder Road,” is typically sleepy-eyed but 
looking unapologetic, rebellious, and maybe 
a little amused. When asked about his subse- 
quent jail time, he cracked, “It’s just like Palm 
Springs without the riffraff.” 


Think Louis Armstrong burned 
a fatty when he played Austin's 
Driskill Hotel in 1931? 


Wood worked part time in a Houston gas 
station, where the job consisted of filling 
tanks, wiping windshields, and selling pot in 
quantity. He continued performing, but he and 
Chatwell were booted out of a Bob Wills side 
project for living the nightlife instead of play- 
ing it. Wood played and recorded sporadically 
through the end of his life, but it was an itiner- 
ant one. He moved around a lot, played the 
carnival circuit, ran a flea market, and mostly 
raised fighting cocks and grew marijuana until 
his death in 1975. 

J.R. Chatwell was also known to be a good- 
time kinda guy. 

“Chatwell was a great fiddler,” Benson 
recounts. “A mentor of Doug [Sahm] , he was 
smoking pot in the Twenties. He played with 
Cliff Bruner’s band the Texas Wanderers with 
Moon Mullican on piano, with Adolph Hofner 
& the Pearl Wranglers, with legendary bands. 
He even played with Doug in the Seventies. 
If you rolled a joint with a seed in it, and it 
popped while smoking, J.R. would yell at you. 
He was the granddaddy.” 

A 6-foot-6-inch Texan named Link Davis 
made quite the impression in the Fifties on 
a young fiddler named Johnny Gimble. Ray 
Benson recalls asking Gimble about Davis. 

“Johnny said, ‘Oh yeah, I played with him 
down in Houston in the early Fifties. Link was 
a hepcat!’ Now, hepcats were guys who wore 
zoot suits and were into black culture and 
jazz and stuff, Gimble said. ‘Link Sr. would 
get onstage and smoke a pipe with pot and 
tobacco mixed in it!”’ 

Now that drugstores were rid of the tinc- 
ture of cannabis for medicinal use and the 
Marihuana Tax Act was in place, high-profile 
musicians were often targeted for busts. “Dope 
and Delinquency,” shrieked headlines when 
jazz drummer Gene Krupa got popped in 
1943. Anita O’Day was his singer at the time 
and not involved in that bust, but four years 
later, she and her husband were arrested for 
possession, for which she did jail time. She was 
busted again for pot in 1952 before falling into 
heroin addiction. 

If Armstrong, Calloway, and Krupa whetted 
the public appetite for pot, scores of musicians 
followed. Duke Ellington, Bing Crosby, Billie 
Holiday, Count Basie, Jimmy Dorsey, and Dizzy 
Gillespie were among the thousands toking 
and smoking as a way of life. 


Louis Armstrong was notorious for his love of 
marijuana, but few people knew the clean, 
crooning Bing Crosby liked a toke for the road too. 
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Smoke Gets in Your Eyes 

The Fifties was an unprecedented era for 
youth films with the emergence of the juvenile 
delinquent. Exploitation films like 195 5’s One- 
Way Ticket to Hell (aka Teenage Devil Dolls ) and 
serious cinema like Blackboard Jungle had one 
basic message: Your children will listen to rock & 
roll, smoke pot, and go to hell in a handbasket. 

The bond between marijuana and music 
remained the domain of outsiders, the hip, 
experimental, underground descendants of the 
vipers and hepcats called beats or beatniks, 
who were like smart hippies with short, cleaner 
hair and better taste in music. The image of the 
goateed hipster with a beret and Buddy Holly 
glasses often found its way into Playboy and New 
Yorker cartoons. 

At the end of the Fifties, that image 
was beamed by cathode ray into American 
households as the character of Maynard G. 
Krebs on The Many Loves of Dobie Gillis. Bob 
Denver played Krebs, though he’s much 
better known as Gilligan from GiUigans 
Island. Krebs was a lovable, bumbling, 
unwashed beatnik, which was contrary to 
their philosophical jazz-loving, bongo-play- 
ing, pot-smoking media stereotype. 

Other beatnik stereotypes were perpetuated 
through cult films such as 1958’s The Cool and 
the Crazy and 1959’s The Beat Generation but 
were firmly planted in the public’s conscious- 
ness in a more benign way: television. When 
the popularity of television exploded, stations

started scrambling for filler, often using old movies. It was the 
cornucopia of cartoons spoon-fed to the early TV generation 
that gave many viewers their first taste of hip jazz culture. 

These cartoons were never intended to be shown repeatedly, 
nor were they meant for television audiences. Their dialogue was 
witty, and cultural references could be wickedly obscure, literarily 
based, or both. They were associated with film studios, and par- 
ticularly Warner Bros, cartoons lampooned the studio’s films and 
stars and crackled with dynamic soundtracks. It’s the cartoon 
depictions of jazz and swing bands that resonate. Forget the rac- 
ist aspect, the exaggerated facial features. The culture being por- 
trayed was the marijuana culture, and it wouldn’t find a strong 
identification with American blacks again until the 1990s. 

In 1937’s Harman-Ising short “Swing Wedding,” a trumpet 
mouthpiece morphs into a syringe though which Fats Waller, 
Bessie Smith, and Bill “Bojangles” Robinson are beautifully 
cartooned, as is the more caricatured “Voodoo in Harlem,” a 
Walter Lantz production. Then there’s a bizarre Mighty Mouse 
episode in 1944, “Eliza on Ice.” Long censored cartoons like 
these as well as racially charged World War II toons were eas- 
ily found as Saturday morning fare for the Mickey Mouse Club 
generation ready to lift marijuana from the gutter to the curb. 

Is it any wonder they were ready for the Sixties? 

One Toke Over the Line 

Forget the rumor that “Puff the Magic Dragon” is about pot 
smoking. It’s not, says co-author Peter Yarrow. This is plausible 
because if his intent really was to hide drug references in an 
otherwise bittersweet folk ditty about childhood’s end, he could 
have done much better. This nondebate is symptomatic of how 
marijuana was debunked in the Sixties only to become even 
more mythologized. 

Is it really possible, as claimed, that John Lennon’s flip 
remark about the band being “more popular than Jesus” led to 
close scrutiny of them and a series of busts in 1967? If Dylan 
hadn’t gotten the Fab Four to puff the stuff, would there have 
been a Sgt. Pepper or Rubber Soul ? 

Once again, youth-exploitation films like Riot on Sunset Strip 
and Maryjane led the way, but this time TV followed like a dod- 
dering grandparent, nattering and shaking its finger via Dragnet. 
Jack Webb directed and starred in the show from 1967 through 
1970. Its grossly caricatured cast once again titillated the youth 
of America with hysterical depictions of groovy crash pads, hip- 
pie parties, and pot smoking, sometimes accompanied by stiff, 
teeth-grinding rock music. 

A new wave of anti-marijuana and anti-drug film shorts was 
being produced, often for showing in public schools, but here’s 
betting seeing Sonny Bono in gold pajamas for a 1968 anti-pot 
short and Dragnet’s ludicrous hippies inspired more kids to 
step one toke over the line than they scared off. Even more eye- 
rolling was the stentorian intonation of the narrator in 1969’s 
“The Chemical Tomb,” which proclaimed (in 1969, mind you), 
that “the age of bobby socks and ice cream sodas are gone. 
The Now Generation feels disenchanted with the world around 
them and have simply dropped out.” 

No shit, Sherlock. We had the Vietnam War body counts for 
news at dinner. 

Cautionary tales were told in the lyrics of rock songs, though 
more and more they were celebratory of psychedelics. Even then, 
a shadow was spreading over the glorious haze in 1967. The Velvet 
Underground, as anti-hippie a band as existed at the time, came out 
with “Heroin.” No apologies, no masking of the subject under allur- 
ing names, not with lyrics like “when I put a spike into my vein.” 

David Peel & the Lower East Side had a different, more 
up-front approach with their 1968 concept album, Have a 
Marijuana. “I like marijuana, you like marijuana, we like mari- 
juana too!” the lyrics crowed. Written and performed in a sing- 
song manner with nursery-school melodies, it was profoundly 
silly, predating Cheech & Chong by several years. 

Steppenwolf was a band forthright about drugs, at least 
according to their songs. “Don’t Step on the Grass, Sam” was 
John Kay’s potent plea for marijuana decriminalization in 1968, 
but “The Pusher” and “Snowblind Friend” subsequently tar- 
geted heroin and cocaine abuse. 


“Don’t Step on the Grass, Sam” named names in declaring 
that “Misinformation Sam and Joe are feeding to the nation,” 
composer Kay pointing the finger back at Uncle Sam and Sgt. 
Joe Friday from Dragnet. 1969’s “The Pusher” and “Snowblind 
Friend” were both written by Hoyt Axton. The latter is particu- 
larly prescient since in 1971, coke was still considered a hip, 
nonaddictive, rich-kid drug. Axton’s “The Pusher,” on the other 
hand, sells heroin: “The dealer is a man with the love grass in 
his hand. Oh, but the pusher is a monster.” 

This generation needed its own media voice and got one in 
Rolling Stone, a bi-weekly newsprint publication dedicated to 
rock and subsequendy, the marijuana culture. Long a supporter 
of grassroots organizations like the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws, pot inundated its pages freely, promot- 
ed by major bands of the day. A vastly different publication from 
today’s slick, teen-butt-kissing magazine, Rolling Stone was hip 
enough then to put Doug Sahm on the cover not once but twice. 

Some Southern California and Texas bands experienced a 
closer relationship to the Mexican border, and for them, pot 
was serious stuff. Not just a doorway to enlightened thinking or 
an almost religious sacrament, but a tool. Okay, maybe for fun,

too. But it wasn’t fun for Freddy Fender, busted in 1960 for pot 
and sentenced to Louisiana’s infamous Angola State Prison. 

The damage was done. Pot had been lumped in with narcotics 
for decades by then and was treated accordingly by the law. Rock 
& roll arrests in the Sixties remained scandalous affairs: Donovan 
in 1966, the Redlands bust of the Rolling Stones the following 
year, and John Lennon making national headlines in 1968. The 
situation wasn’t much better in Texas for the 13th Floor Elevators 
and Doug Sahm in 1966; Roky Erickson’s second bust in 1968 
led to his incarceration at Rusk State Hospital. 

Dealer's Blues 

The “violet crown” surrounding Austin in 1973 really was 
a purple haze of pot. The joint had been passed from rock 
to country, and now all the good marijuana songs were com- 
ing from the cowboys, cosmic and otherwise. Austin boasted 
its share of dope dealers sporting turquoise jewelry, custom 
Charlie Dunns, and Texas Hatters Stetsons. A trip to the old 
Oat Willie’s on San Antonio Street for the latest Fabulous Furry 
Freak Brothers comic could result in a good weed connection. 

It seemed as if the Armadillo was pumping out the coolest of 
music. Soap Creek was a newcomer on the scene, but the One 
Knite was an old-timer. Alexander’s had blues, too, but was 
then way south of town. Ernie’s Chicken Shack held court after 
hours, and Charlie’s Playhouse was still open. Other nightstops 


included the Black Queen, La Cucaracha, Buffalo Gap, the 
Lamplight, Sit-n-Bull, the Gig, and Flight 505. Within a couple 
of years, Antone’s opened down the street from the Ritz on 
Sixth Street. Clouds of smoke drifted everywhere from outside 
(and sometimes inside) the clubs. 

At least that’s the way it looked to me at 19. We were fearless 
pot smokers in those waning hippie daze, walking down the 
street, all lit up. Sitting on the front porch of South Austin houses 
that no longer exist, driving down the street with windows down, 
firing up outside the Capitol at night back when it was open 24 
hours. Laying out half-naked at Hippie Hollow during the day, 
coughing and rolling and getting stoned and swimming. 

That was a kind of Zen in those days, before skin-cancer 
scares. A frosty six-pack split between two, a couple of joints 

- one to levitate you when you got there and one apres-swim 

- plus the unforgiving sun and the cold lake water. You could 
float in the water and fall in love just watching the flesh parade 
along the rocks. When the sun dropped in the sky, it was time 
to head home and shower before going to the clubs at night, 
more joints in tow and sunburned shoulders turned redder by 
the glow of embers during the break out back. 

“Dope, Death & Dirty Dealing in Texas,” shouted a Rolling 
Stone cover story in 1974 after a series of particularly 
gruesome murders of dope dealers in the area. Pot was 
commonly moved in Hefty bags, and no sight was more 
welcome than a furtive knock on the door from a friend 
clutching a black plastic sack who needed a place to break 
up a pound. Bored one weekend, I sat down with a pound 
we were holding for a friend, two packs of papers, and taught 
myself to roll good joints. “Another in a series of well-rolled 
joints,” I’d announce when finished. I still say that. Meanwhile, 
the good guys, like Cleve Hattersley of Greezy Wheels, kept get- 
ting carted off to jail. 

The Seventies brought with it a renewed interest in the old 
pot culture of the jazz era. Stash and Arhoolie records reissued 
albums like Tea Pad Songs and Pot, Spoon, Pipe and Jug, as well 
as collections like Copulatin’ Blues, another likely activity post- 
puffing. At the movies, you could watch Doug Sahm buy pot 
from Kris Kristofferson in Cisco Pike or giggle to R. Crumb’s ani- 
mated Fritz the Cat. The decade also imported reggae music from 
Jamaica, the genre for which marijuana was the official high. The 
grinning face of Bob Marley, spliff in hand, spoke volumes. 

Out in the clubs, Balcones Fault excavated the king of all pot 
songs, Stuff Smith’s “If You’re a Viper,” in their sets, while Alvin 
Crow fiddled to the late D.K. Little’s “Texas Kid’s Retirement 
Run”: “Well, he ain’t stoppin’ nowhere along the road. He’s run- 
nin’ heavy with that overweight contraband gold. The Texas kid 
is makin’ his retirement run.” More to the point, “Stoned Faces 
Don’t Lie,” sang Doug Sahm. 

The last days of the dream were played out in the Seventies. 
It was a pipe dream, to be sure, that the government might stop 
playing Feds and heads with pot smokers and deal with the 
tougher issues like returning Vietnam vets with massive drug 
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habits and maybe an international connec- 
tion to black-tar heroin. The devil was waiting 
around the comer, and the price to pay was 
beyond inflation. 

“In 1976, I bet TJ. McFarland a pound of 
pot that marijuana would be legal in 10 years,” 
recalls Ray Benson. “Pot was $300 a pound then. 
Time to collect 10 years later, and it was $2,000. 
He let me get away with a quarter-pound.” 

The last $10 ounce I bought was in April 
of 1978. 

Return of the Stoner 

The smoke cleared at the beginning of the 
Eighties in rock music. Lots of speed - too 
much of it - cocaine, heroin, then crack and 
other subdrugs shattered the veneer. The hard- 
er dmgs suited the synth-heavy 
Eighties music but gave it an 
artificial heartbeat. You weren’t 
living for that stuff; you were 
dying to do it. 

The local blues revival in the 
Eighties kept smoking, but the 
initial wave of punk rock bands 
didn’t. Speed was cheaper, not 
a hippie high like pot. That 
distinction was soon chopped 
up and snorted like so much 
powder, but there was a time 
when punks were not heavy 
into weed. 

In one of the biggest films of 
the decade, 1982’s Poltergeist featured a sub- 
urban mom and dad enjoying a little late-night 
puff before all hell breaks loose on the spectral 
plane. 1983’s Scarface still captivates nearly 25 
years later, because its cocaine excesses were so 
horrific. By then, pot smoking in movies had 
become accepted, even expected. 

Pot got expensive, more so when a bad bust 
could cost a small fortune in legal fees, not to 
mention years of your life. Neither Austin gui- 
tarist Derek O’Brien nor percussionist Mambo 
John Treanor expected to be whacked as hard as 
they were with prison sentences when they were 
arrested in 1989 for growing pot. 

Yet by the end of the Eighties, smoke signals 
were rising again, coming from two separate 
camps - rap and grunge. Both genres reshaped 
the pot mythology in the Nineties to suit their 
needs, while heavier bands like Corrosion 
of Conformity, Monster Magnet, and Texas’ 


own Pantera began to emblazon their music 
and sometimes merchandise with marijuana. 
Austin’s Richard Linklater directed the best 
film ever about high school with his 1993 ode 
to 1976, Dazed & Confused. 

Gov’t Mule covered Steppenwolf’s “Don’t 
Step on the Grass, Sam” for a second time 
on the 1995 Hempilation series for NORML. 
The compilation was a mixed baggie of artists 
from rappers 311 (“Who’s Got the Herb?) 
and Ziggy Marley (“In the Flow”) to Ian 
Moore’s take on Muddy Waters’ “Champagne 
and Reefer.” Hempilation 2 in 1998 featured 
Willie Nelson’s “Me and Paul.” Oh yeah, the 
MC5’s Wayne Kramer knocked out a version 
of “You’re a Viper.” 

Marijuana laws continued to make folk 
heroes out of pot smokers. Clifford Antone 
took his second fall for the green 
stuff and did his time for it, but 
when Austin’s Dan Del Santo 
ran into trouble selling pot to 
a Fed in West Virginia, he fled 
the country to Oaxaca, Mexico. 
A fine musician and DJ who 
was the progenitor of the term 
“world beat,” Del Santo avoided 
a sentence but never returned, 
dying in exile in 2001. 

The pot flag was still flying 
high for oldie bands like the 
Allman Brothers and the Grateful 
Dead and waved by newer bands 
like the Black Crowes and Snoop 
Dogg rolling down the street smoking indo and 
leading the pack. 

Willie the Weeper 

• November 2003: Toby Keith records “Weed 
With Willie” Willie also records a live version for 
his 2005 DVD Alive and Kickin’ with Keith.

ROAD TO AUSTIN 


Auditorium Shores, May 19 

Stephen Bruton, breezing 
onstage in a vintage Porsche, 
looked thin, pale, his movie-star 
charisma nevertheless undi- 
minished by recent treatment 
for throat cancer. His silvering 
mane, topping Ray-Bans and 
Man in Black attire, matched his 
boyish smile. The nucleus of his 
longstanding band, rhythm tan- 
dem Brannen Temple and Yoggie 
Musgrove plus pianist Stephen 
Barber, beamed as well, bol- 
stered by a full contingent 
that included backup guitarist 
Scrappy Jud Newcomb, organ- 
ist Ian McLagan, a horn sec- 
tion, and percussion. All systems go. And go they did, like a finely tuned sports car, for more 
than 3V2 hours. If the evening’s inspired arc of Austin music old and new never quite equaled 
Saxon Pub mainstays Bobby Whitlock and CoCo Carmel igniting guitar deities David Grissom 
and Eric Johnson on Derek & the Dominos’ “Why Does Love Got to Be So Sad” then “Layla,” 
Freescale Semiconductor’s free extravaganza didn’t suffer one single note for it. Ruthie Foster 
began it all with a tribute to Sister Rosetta Tharp and bookended it by guesting with Bonnie 
Raitt on a sliver-moon slice of John Prine’s “Angel From Montgomery.” Both times, headliner 
Kris Kristofferson put two pinkies to his lips and whistled Dixie. In between, most everyone 
got two songs and a hearty welcome from the thousands-strong throng down on the Colorado. 
James Hand, red bandana knotted at his throat, Ian McLagan’s “Date With an Angel” with 
Raitt adding slide Strat, Malford Milligan’s “A Change Is Gonna Come,” Raul Salinas’ poem 
for fallen T-Bird Keith Ferguson, Carolyn Wonderland channeling Janis Joplin: highlights all. 
Tosca, opera, gospel, cumbia, and emcee Turk Pipkin proved their own silver linings. Bruton, 
in whose name Mayor Will Wynn proclaimed the day, was all too brief for his own set, Milligan 
raising a few throaty lumps with the guitarist’s heartfelt “Against My Will.” Bruton’s mentor, 
Kristofferson, didn’t disappoint with tattered versions of “Help Me Make It Through the Night,” 
“For the Good Times,” and “Sunday Mornin’ Coming Down.” Neither did frequent guester 
Delbert McClinton’s “Giving It Up for Your Love,” nor closer Raitt, with whom his duet on “Good 
Man, Good Woman” clearly tickled. At the grand finale crackled live audio of Joplin introduc- 
ing Kristofferson’s “Me and Bobby McGee” followed by the grinning pilgrim himself leading 
all present from a “busted flat in Baton Rouge” to a Lone Star oasis where “freedom’s just 
another word for nothing left to lose.”

JOE ELY 

Silver City (Rack 'Em) 

There’s a youthful, 
grinning Joe Ely on 
the cover of Silver 
City. The disc doesn’t 
contain old record- 
ings, though, only 
old songs. The now- 
60-year-old Austin 
firebrand wrote them in the late Sixties/early 
Seventies but recently revisited them at his 
home studio with just guitars, harmonica, 
percussion, and occasional accordion from 
Joel Guzman. The elder singing the words and 
melodies of his youth imbues the songs with a 
stark, gruff authority that a younger musician 
would be hard-pressed to muster. Some might 
be familiar: “Silver City” was on 1987’s Lord 
of the Highway; “Indian Cowboy” was covered 
by Townes Van Zandt and Guy Clark; “Wounded 
Knee,” with drastically altered lyrics, became 
“Row of Dominoes”; and “Drivin’ ’Cross 
Russia” evolved into “Me and Billy the Kid.” The 
ghost of Woody Guthrie smiles over the pan- 
oramic Americana visions that Ely creates here.

With Bruce Robison’s track record 
(“Desperately,” “Travelin’ Soldier”), surely It

Antonio is already cir- 
culating ’round Music 
Row, where publishing 
reps strip-mine their 
in-boxes for that next 
introspective No. 1 
smash. So put bul- 
lets next to acoustic 
alienation duet “What Makes You Say” and 
Warren Zevon-ish creeper “My Baby Now,” but 
Robison spends most of his seven-song EP a 
little closer to home. “When It Rains” updates 
the train-bound folk of Butch Hancock and Guy 
Clark, “Anywhere but Here” (co-written with 
Monte Warden) sounds like sunset over Lake 
Austin, and the titular Sir Douglas Quintet trib- 
ute is a Vox-fueled gas, gas, gas. There’s a lot 
of Rodney Crowell in “Lifeline,” and a mandolin 
melody that’s pure sunshine. Released on its 
author’s in-house indie, San Antonio might be a 
little hard for non-Austinites to track down, but 
country fans all over should hear a song or two 
soon enough.

Cimarron Manifesto (Red House)

GIRLIE ACTION 

Stefanie Fix isn’t from Austin, and that’s easy to surmise 
upon hearing her new CD, Crooked Smile. That’s because Austin 
singer-songwriters, especially the women, have a bit of self- 
consciousness about them. It’s road-well-traveled and tough 
to come close to what the best have done before. Fortunately, 
Fix doesn’t seem the least bit intimidated and saunters forth 
with a solid sophomore effort that polishes her indie rock edge. 
Production work by Stephen Doster and Johnny Goudie approxi- 
mates a meeting of the minds: Fix has a fine pop sensibility 
about her music (“Holy Shit, Ma,” “Walking Shoes”) tempered 
by experience, intelligence, and expressive vocals. Hope she’s 
this good live. LZ Love’s debut, Higher Ground, was her calling 
card into Austin’s languishing R&B scene, and her new live Gut 
Bucket Blues disc is the thank-you. Recorded with her long- 
time guitarist, the estimable Lightning Red, GBB collects nine 
mostly original tracks with Willie Dixon (“Wang Dang Doodle”) 
and Jimmy Reed (“Baby, What You Want Me to Do”) thrown in 
for good measure. Love has one of the best voices in Austin, 
and teamed with Lightning Red’s acoustic guitar, it’s applied 
with great care and thought. This platter could be one of the 
sleeper hits of the year. Girlie Action patted Erin Jaimes’ back 
for her bluesy debut a couple of years back and suggested 
she develop some bad habits. She did and named her band 
Bad Habits. With Soul Garden, Jaimes’ blues have bloomed. 
Opening with the self-penned title track, Garden displays a firm 
grasp of soul songwriting, and like Sue Foley’s early recordings 
when the once-local guitarist hadn’t quite found her vocal style, 
Jaimes fearlessly tackles ballads (“Fear”), shuffles (“Tell Me 
Why”), Delta blues (“Tuck Him In”), and rockers (“I Don’t Mind”) 
with accompaniment variously from Carolyn Wonderland, Beth 
Garner, and Eve Monsees. Jaimes is still doing her homework, 
but she’s the one trying hardest. - Margaret Moser 



Minnesota’s Red 
House. Bittersweet/ 
nostalgic songs pray 
and play around folk, 
rock, and country, 
proving the Austin 
strummer’s contin- 
ued mettle as com- 
poser and performer 
(three covers join nine originals). Opener

Red Dog Blues 
(Little Fuji) 

Michael Fracasso 
will always be a 
songwriter’s song- 
writer even though 
his high, delicate 
tenor sometimes distracts from the intensity 
and intricacy of his compositions. Things aren’t 
drastically different on his sixth disc, as the 
local veteran again demonstrates an uncanny 
ability to write tunes that seem instantly famil- 
iar. Red Dog Blues is a travelogue of sorts 
through the American South led by uncommon 
war ballad “Red White and Blue.” “Hurricane,” 
written before Katrina, is prophetically chill- 


ing, while Fracasso also cracks wise at “Texas 
music” with “Texas Lost Highway.” Producer 
David Hamburger (Grassy Knoll Boys) brings 
a jangly sense to the proceedings that recalls 
Marshall Crenshaw, and the addition of horns 
on a couple of tracks leads the proceedings 
into occasional new territory for the singer. After 
a three-year wait, Fracasso’s army of fans will 
love his new batch of songs. Others will prob- 
ably shrug, unsettled by his otherworldly twang.

The Real Deal

Real Deal is hardly a somber one. Tracking the 
Austin swing dowager’s career from Baltimore’s 
Peabody Conservatory to freshly minted 
“Nothin’ Dries Sooner Than a Tear,” these 14 
songs draw on sources as diverse Ray Davies 
and Johnny Mercer, but Price’s bewitching 
vocals always hold center stage. Racing like Ella 
on “Cool as a Breeze” or taking her own sweet 
time on “Pretty Boy,” Price conjures white dinner 
jackets and spring dances in city-park pavilions. 
Ray Benson bops by for the Coasters-like “Mr. 
Bassman,” one of several tracks enhanced by 
the careful woodwind work of Price’s Peabody 
classmate Harry Kleintank, who passed shortly 
after recording the album. Kleintank’s gentle, 
intricate interplay with guitarist Rick McRae, 
bassist Terry Hale, drummer Steve Schwelling, 
and above all Maryann Price is a graceful epi- 
taph all its own.

Religiously strict Saudi Arabia can't have traditional Western-style beauty contests, but 
there was a pageant in April in remote Guwei'iya, about 75 miles from Riyadh: a beauty con- 
test for camels. More than 250 owners brought more than 1,500 camels to be judged by such 
standards, said one organizer (according to a Reuters dispatch), as, "The nose should be 
long and droop down," and, "The ears should stand back, and the neck should be long," and 
"The hump should be high but slightly to the back." Prizes included more than 70 SUVs. 


YOUR GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

• Among the long-term disabilities that 
have been drawing compensation from the 
Department of Veterans Affairs (at a time 
when the returning wounded from Iraq and 
Afghanistan are meeting bureaucratic delays 
in getting their own disabilities properly com- 
pensated): 124,000 veterans receiving monthly 
checks because of hemorrhoids (according to 
a March Scripps Howard News Service report) 
and “thousands” of veterans since 1972 hav- 
ing received regular monthly checks to cover 
venereal diseases that they contracted on their 
own time while on active duty, including those 
treated for depression at having caught the dis- 
ease (according to an investigation by the same 
reporter, published in May). 

• Fifty-six New York City principals and assis- 
tant principals and more than 500 school- 
teachers have records so dismal that no school 
will take them on its rolls, leaving the school 
system the choice of either commencing long, 
expensive termination procedures for each or 
(as the schools chancellor has chosen to do) 
placing them into lower-status and make-work 
jobs (at their previously high rate of pay), 
according to a March report in the New York 
Daily News. 

• Close Enough for Government Work: 1) U.S. 
Department of Agriculture officials admitted 
in March that since the early 1970s, 250 of 
the nation’s 6,000 meat-processing plants, 
which are all required by law to be inspected 
daily, have been inspected as rarely as biweekly 
(probably because they were too far away for 
an inspector to get to), according to a March 
Reuters report. 2) KUSA-TV reported in March 
that a Transportation Security Administration 
undercover team was able to sneak simu- 
lated liquid explosives past screeners at Denver 
International Airport about 90% of the time 
during a three-day test in February, in nearly 
every case because, though machines detected 
the explosives, the undercover agents talked the 
screeners out of personally searching them.

• The University of Minnesota campus news- 
paper reported in February that some students 
are combining trips to the blood bank to make 
donations with quick trips to local bars for a 
drink or two, because they report a quicker and 
more powerful “high” immediately after blood 
loss. Said one, “As soon as the needle’s out of 
my arm, I’m out the door [headed for a bar] . 
The rest of the night’s a good one.” 


• Reuters reported in January that an increas- 
ingly popular beauty treatment of women in 
Singapore is having their eyebrows plucked 
and hair drawn back artistically by injected 
ink (similar to tattoos) in a process known as 
eyebrow embroidery, which the Straits Times 
newspaper estimated was an industry worth 
the equivalent of more than $3 million.

• Cops Getting No Respect: 1) Taryn McCarthy, 
21, in the course of a contentious January 
arrest for DUI in Portsmouth, N.H., was fur- 


ther charged with five counts of simple assault, 
including four separate incidents of grabbing a 
state trooper’s genitals. 2) Felicha Marin, 18, 
was charged with shoplifting shoes from a store 
in Richmond, England, in March, and (accord- 
ing to a report in the Edgware & Mill Hill Times )

Sengs ter a New Wcrld 

City Theatre, through May 27 

Songs for a New World is a 15-song cycle by Jason Robert Brown made up of songs 
that the still-young composer wrote during his 20s for a variety of productions. The 
setting of the play is listed in the program as “one moment,” and each of the songs 
addresses one moment of decision, crisis, or change in the lives of a wide variety of 
characters, from the crew of one of Columbus’ ships to a man struggling to leave a 
complicated relationship with a pregnant woman singing of the won- 
der of her situation. Brown won a Tony for his 1999 musical, Parade, 
and, along with other awards and accolades, is often credited as the 
bright new hope of musical theatre, a composer who understands 
and respects the conventions of the genre while making it relevant 
and engaging to a new, younger audience. He most certainly displays 
an uncanny facility with the genre; his songs sound like nothing if not 
musical theatre. 

And therein lies one of the striking aspects of this City Theatre 
Company production. Typically, musical revues - those medleys of 
showstopping numbers and tender ballads - are reserved for those 
composers whose canons are already familiar, in the “Night of Sondheim! Songs of 
Rodgers and Hart!” vein. Watching a revue of unfamiliar songs from unknown plays 
has a kind of postmodern fascination and forces the audience to contemplate the 
idiosyncrasies of the genre with a novel directness, unclouded by memories of their 
high school production of Annie Get Your Gun or the first time they saw Phantom. 

In many ways, it is a brave undertaking and will quickly separate those who respond 
to the distinctive style of musical theatre in its own right and those who tend to rely 
on context, character, and plot to leaven the often-overbearing musical grandiosity that is one 
of its hallmarks. There is a nagging sense of arbitrary emphasis that plagues quite a few of 
the songs, an impression of vague, overweening importance that seems to have supplanted in 
many recent examples of the genre the more quotidian ambition of musical and lyrical cohesion. 

Still, there are times when this tendency to aggrandize works to the advantage of the talent- 
ed ensemble. With each song an isolated snapshot, a lot rests on the individual performer to 
deliver, and the ones here do admirably, for the most part. On the sparse, white architectural 
set with only the barest outlines of prop or costume, the singers do a very good job of bring- 
ing each of these songs to a complete and fully realized moment, a strong testament to the 
excellent direction by Andy Berkovsky. The solos are alternately moving and affecting or humor- 




ous and entertaining. Glenna Bowman performs a spot-on German cabaret number as Mrs. 
Claus with “Surabaya Santa,” and Tyler Jones gives a wry and engaging portrait of emotional 
indecision in “She Cries.” Cathie Sheridan as a suicidal Park Avenue matron is another high- 
light and an audience favorite. But the production really shines in the group numbers, most 
particularly a snappy number sung by derelicts and prostitutes and the rousing finale of each 
act. Here, the cast projects an energy that is palpable and achieves that singing-your-heart- 
out, Great White Way chutzpah that is the real pleasure of classic musical theatre. 

The City Theatre is an engaging young establishment, and this production, with its pared- 
down format, seems well-suited to it. For fans of the contemporary musical, this is a welcome 
opportunity for an evening of fresh, engaging entertainment; for those with reservations 
toward the genre, it is doubtful the production will win any converts. - Iris Brooks

Spring Concert Series 
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“Andy St. Martin: Selected 
Works From 1999 to 2007 ” 

4 walls fine art, through June 30 

As the visual-arts scene in Austin continues to expand, viewers 
are rewarded with more solo shows. One of the newest is “Selected 
Works From 1999 to 2007,” showing several series of paintings by 
Andy St. Martin, whose work can be labeled abstract expressionist 
or minimalist. What gives St. Martin a more expressionist interpreta- 
tion is his light, spontaneous line work and his use of symbols. In 
some of the paintings, a thick, chunky line will skip across, twirl, and 
then exit the composition. These lines are bold and rapid and act 
as if they were a character in a quiet vignette. What 
St. Martin describes as “a private symbolized divul- 
gence” in his imagery are the vaguely recognizable 
elements that drift through his work. Roots seems 
to have a wacky green mountain behind the roots. 
Superior Prize has a baby-blue Monopoly- house shape 
in it. Dog Dreaming is literally a dog. But some piec- 
es, such as Mexican Imagination, a diptych of blue 
panels, are strictly abstract. Abstract expressionism 
can sometimes seem juvenile, incomplete, or be over- 
wrought by ego, but St. Martin’s light touch, natural subject matters, 
and palette allow him to avoid these common pitfalls. 

St. Martin’s solo show is on display in 4 walls fine art, a spacious 
new Downtown gallery that is pleasant to visit and that has produced 
a charming book for the exhibit. The high ceilings and textures of 
the space work well with St. Martin’s palette and scale. Most of his 


abstracts are in the 4-foot-by-4-foot range, although some of the 28 
works here are larger and not square. The compositions are simple, 
light, and open feeling. The lightness is due to a combination of 
technical discipline and whimsy. His techniques of mixing media 
and a strictly limited palette allow the surface texture of the works 
to be the signature element of the paintings. The manner in which 
St. Martin layers the paint, the brushes he uses to apply it, and the 
sheen and thickness of the various materials are all precisely con- 
trolled. With all this attention to ordering and building up thick and 
thin surface qualities, there is a sense of finish. The artist is paying 
attention and is intellectually engaged in the process. 

The paintings shown here were all created over a span of eight 
years with a very consistent style. Paintings made in 1999 hang 
next to works made this year in harmony. St. Martin’s works can be 
divided into groups more easily by color palette than by year made. 
The newest series is mostly black and white. There is a pastel group 
that incorporates pinks, light blues, and whites. I like the earth- 
toned ones, of which Plantwall is quite appealing with its periwinkle 
touches. These nature-themed paintings are heavy on the sienna 
and saturated greens and yellows. There is also perhaps a retro 
category, with pieces like Home, which includes the classic two-color 
combination of toothpaste gel mint with rusty chocolate brown. A 
fairly new piece titled Field has quite a bit of acid yellow and green 
divided into three panels. It includes aerosol, latex, and oil paint; 
it’s one of my favorite pieces in the show. Each of the three panels 
uses more or less the same colors but applied in different ways. 

The structure is supercontrived, and yet the finished effect is fresh. 
The colors of St. Martin’s animated personality shine through all 
the careful color fields he creates. (For more about artist Andy St.

"No American Talent 3 — The Common Deceit of Reality: Basim Magdy” ok ay Mountain, through May 26 


An older installation by Basim Magdy, In the 
Grave of Intergalactic Utopia, sits outside Okay 
Mountain in the gallery yard. An astronaut suit 
sits in a hutch lined with straw bedding, food 
bowls and water feeders lay close by, and hay 
bales provide seating around the cage. The 
poor creature barely has any room for itself, 
and its only respite is a TV broadcasting a 
video of grazing sheep. It’s nowhere near as 
entertaining as watching a male lion roar to the 
crowds at the zoo. It does, however, conjure the 
same depressing question of accommodation. 

Inside, the stifling air and the very pres- 
ent odor of the wood-chip floor smother your 
movements. It’s like trying to swim through 
a pool of Jell-0 or the slow motion of a scary 
dream. The incongruent narratives of the text 
on the wall and the details of the camper 
create an opportunity for conspiracy theo- 
ries to cultivate in Mud Pools and Flow We 
Got Ourselves to Look for Big Foot Heaven. 
Somewhere, a PR person must have edited 
the stories, because there’s no way a scien- 
tist could have mistakenly shot a colleague 
while he was sitting inside their camper when 
they were all supposedly hiking. 


Picking up a free copy of Art Papers does 
not improve the reaction toward the small 
drawings. Spanning three publications, the 
published images and the images on the wall 
exude the technical proficiency of self-aware, 
faux-naive, crappy drawings. The funky colors 
and the use of familiar Halloween costumes 
do not posit the same pseudoscience found 
with the installations. 

In fact, the drawings undercut the three- 
dimensional work the same way that the 
whole show questions our understanding of 
“fact” and its inverse, “myth.” Like the Critics’ 
Table-nominated Beast-Footed Feathered 
Serpents, Magdy’s “The Common Deceit of 
Reality” questions the scientific and historical 
postulates we extrapolate from partial evi- 
dence. Curiously, it isn’t ancient lizards, wood- 
land spirits, or extraterrestrial visitors that are 
invoked. Instead, the ego of our galactic neigh- 
bors, the Aurorans, and their pompous denial 
of Earth as the cradle of civilization as told in 
Asimov’s The Robots of Dawn is recollected as 
another prime example of assuming authority 
figures always present accurate information.

What is it with the Danish and their suffocat- 
ing domestic dramas? In Breaking the Waves, 

Lars von Trier took a pair of perfectly attrac- 
tive newlyweds and dropped 
them down an elevator shaft 
of despair so deep that when 
new bride Emily Watson finally 
commits suicide at the film’s 
end, it comes as a relief. While 
in Thomas Vinterberg’s The 
Celebration, a father’s seem- 
ingly uneventful birthday party 
erupts into a firestorm of famil- 
ial accusations and condem- 
nation. Maybe Carl Dreyer, who was putting a 
patent on emotionally oppressive films before 
films were making sound, is to blame for this 
lingering dread hanging over the Danish movie 
industry. Or maybe the malady can be traced 
back to Prince Hamlet. Or maybe it’s just those long, dark winters. 
Whatever the cause, however, the tradition continues, with writer/direc- 
tor Bier the latest in a long line of filmmakers who have mastered the 
art of making movies about people we can all thank God we’re not. 

For years Bier has been scooping up international awards by the bar- 
relful for her films about adultery, paralysis, and mental impairment 
(Open Hearts, Brothers), and her latest, After the Wedding, is another 
triumph of repressed despair. At its center is Jacob (Mikkelsen), an 
aid worker who runs an orphanage in Mumbai and whose insides are 
knotted up like a sheepshank. Summoned from India to meet with 
a potential benefactor (Lassgard), Jacob returns to Copenhagen to 


discover that not only has he flown 4,000 miles to beg money from 
a man who is married to the woman he was in love with 20 years 
ago but that they have a daughter whose age suggests the issue of 
paternity might yet be open to debate. Emotional bombs like these fall 
early and often in After the Wedding, scattering the residue of infidel- 
ity, illness, and death into everyone’s quiet little lives. But even when 
the world is exploding around you, the story goes, there is still the 
possibility for redemption. Unfortunately, in Bier’s world, where even 
the most innocuous acts can result in emotional ruin, redemption is 
purgatorial in its own peculiar way. - Josh Rosenblatt

THE PAGE TURNER

In the movies, there’s nothing quite as 
sinister as the antagonist who’s willing to 
wait for her revenge. After all, what could 
be more terrifying than a jilted woman 
basting and marinating her gall for 10 
years, waiting for the perfect moment 
to spring it on some poor sucker? Make 
that woman French and possessed of an 
acute case of class resentment, and the 
results are unnerving enough to make Uma 
Thurman wrap up her samurai sword, put 
her spandex yellow jumpsuit into moth- 
balls, and seek out a new line of work. 

Don’t be fooled, though: Unlike the gaudy 
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theatrics of Kill Bill or Old Boy, Dercourt’s 
The Page Turner is a revenge fantasy fit for 
a Seventies arthouse theatre: There are 
no knives or armies of kung-fu acrobats, 
no torture scenes involving rusty pliers; 
there’s only a creeping malevolence quietly 
wreaking havoc on an otherwise normal 
bourgeois family. The woman with the 
axe to grind is the inscrutable Melanie 
(Frangois), who, as a child, saw her dreams 
of music-school glory dashed by the indif- 
ference of concert pianist and conservatory 
jurist Ariane Fouchecourt (Frot). Cosmically 
embittered, Melanie locks up her piano, 
stashes away her Beethoven bust, and 
trades in her arpeggios and finger exer- 
cises for the much more mysterious art 
of cultivating a grudge. Flash forward 10 
years, and Melanie has insinuated her 
way back into Ariane’s life - this time as 
a nanny to the older woman’s son - and 
is ready to give voice to her long-simmer- 
ing vindictiveness. The Page Turner, like its 
heroine, creeps slowly and with deliberate 
care, more interested in the suffocating 
innuendos and slights of domestic life 
than the sudden shock of confrontation; in 
fact, when Melanie’s revenge is complete, 
it’s so benign and bloodless by Hollywood 
standards you might be surprised to see 
the end titles rolling, convinced you must 
have missed something in the translation. 
Where’s the axe to the forehead? Where’s 
the body impaled on a radio tower? Where, 
in short, is the bloody fun? I suppose in 
Dercourt’s world, revenge, like classical 
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music, is too serious a business to be 
taken lightly, so he keeps The Page Turner 
encased in a layer of dispassionate gloom 
thick enough to match the personality of 
his heroine: a woman capable of nursing a 
grudge of such epic proportions she would 
make Captain Ahab give up the harpoon 
out of shame. - Josh Rosenblatt

In an attempt to divest his film of the 
potential salaciousness of its subject mat- 
ter, Devor ( The Woman Chaser, Police Beat) 
has applied a contrarian approach: He has 
overlaid the film with a lyrical impressionism 
that drains Zoo of any possibility to titillate. 
While the effort might indeed be admirable, 
the strategy proves ineffective, rendering 
Zoo a noncommittal muddle that sheds 
little light and clarifies nothing. Of course, 
the subject matter - interspecies sex, spe- 
cifically man-horse sex - is tricky. Director 
Devor and co-writer Charles Mudede (a 
columnist for Seattle’s The Stranger, whose 
“Police Beat” column provided material for 
Devor’s last film) base Zoo on the events 
surrounding the notorious “Enumclaw horse 
incident” of 2005, in which a man died from 
internal bleeding caused by a ruptured colon 
acquired while having sex with a stallion. 
When the man - referred to in the film only 
by his Internet screen name, Mr. Hands - is 
left at the hospital, a security camera traces 
the license plate to an Enumclaw, Wash., 
horse farm where a group of zoophiles regu- 
larly gathered for parties. It’s no accident 
that these zoos, as they call themselves, 
convened there, as bestiality didn’t become 
illegal in the state of Washington until after 
this incident. Understandably, Devor and 
Mudede, as Seattle residents, grew tired 
of all the widely broadcast jokes and righ- 
teous indignation and wanted to make a 
film that dealt fairly with the men (and they 
were all men) as human beings with uncom- 
mon - indeed taboo - desires. Although 
they managed to gain audio recordings of 
several zoos talking about their memories 
of Mr. Hand, most of the zoos were under- 
standably reticent to appear on camera. 

Thus Devor fashions his documentary with 
re-enactments in which only two of the real 
participants appear, while all the others 
are played by actors - something we don’t 
learn until the closing credits. Yet the actor 
stand-ins are not really the problem here but 
rather the limited amount of depth the zoos’ 
aural musings provide. The film goes so far 
in one direction to be compassionate and 
understanding that it shies away from any 
hard questions or answers. And speaking of 
hard things, Zoo refrains from showing any 
sexual activity but for a blurry couple of sec- 
onds caught on a video monitor in the police 
station. Visually, Devor and cinematographer 
Sean Kirby create a dreamy, lyrical, half-seen 
aesthetic that seems as much interested 
in the mountain scenery as the taboo viola- 
tors. The opening scene of the film shows 
a light emerging from the darkness of a 
mining tunnel and then frames the zoos in 
shadowy light for the rest of the film. Yet 
an actor selected to play a cop is suddenly 
shown interviewed against the glaring white 
light of a studio setting. Time and again, 
Devor sabotages his own attempt to bring 
“zoos,” literally and figuratively, into the light.

Who could have ever foreseen that Ice Cube

In this fol- 
low-up to 2005’s Are We There Yet?, Cube resumes 
the role of Nick Persons, who has now married the 
object of his affections (Long), become a loving and 
dutiful parent to her annoying children (Allen and 
Bolden), and sold his Portland, Ore., sports-memo- 
rabilia store and moved away from the city. Nothing 
is very funny in this movie, and everything is pre- 
dictable.

If love is a mystery, its continuation is an even 
greater marvel. Although Fiona (Christie) and Grant 
(Pinsent) have been married for 44 years, Fiona 
is still a young woman when Alzheimer’s begins to 
efface her memories and mock her existence. It is 
her decision to move into an assisted-care facility, 
away from the life she shared with Grant, a retired 
professor who resists the decision. The casting of 
this film could not be more perfect. Based on a short 
story by Alice Munro, the film retains the author’s 
concise observations and unsentimental tone. Away 
From Her is all the more remarkable for having been 
written and directed by Polley, a Canadian actress- 
turned-director not yet out of her 20s and making her 
first feature film. Do not be deterred by anyone cal- 
lously describing Away From Her as “that Alzheimer’s 
film starring that old Dr. Zhivago beauty” or some 
such. This film is surely one of the year’s best.

Verhoeven returns to his native Netherlands 
after a 20-year sojourn in Hollywood, and the result 
is nothing like Showgirls. Just so we’re clear. Black 
Book ( Zwartboek ) resurrects themes from 1977 ’s 
Soldier of Orange, a heroic thriller about Dutch 
resistance to Nazi occupation. Black Book is more 
morally shaded, its sympathies divided among indi- 
viduals rather than ideologies: It is an evenhanded 
consideration of collusion and resistance, evil and 
good, and the people in between. Verhoeven mines 
the resistance movement for Dutch nationalism 
and anti-Semitism; some characters are simply 
misguided by impossible love. Still, Verhoeven can 
be philosophical yet perverse, lofty yet earthy. All 
of this unfolds with characteristic Verhoeven spec- 
tacle: At 16 million Euros, Black Book is the most

Just because Will Ferrell is game for anything 
that might draw a laugh, it doesn’t mean the come- 
dian and leading (funny)man should follow through 
with every idea that comes his way. Blades of 
Glory, although mildly amusing, has the dank odor 
of having gone to the well once too often: Ooh, 
let’s dress up Ferrell like an elf - or an anchor- 
man or a NASCAR driver - and see what happens. 
There’s more concept than execution in Blades of 
Glory, which squishes Ferrell’s flabby body into an 
ice skater’s spandex and then runs on the weak 
narrative fumes left over from Talladega Nights: 

The Ballad of Ricky Bobby and Anchorman: The 
Legend of Ron Burgundy. The film also features a 
slew of cameos that includes everyone from Andy 
Richter and Luke Wilson to a host of real skat- 
ers (among them Nancy Kerrigan, Brian Boitano, 
Dorothy Hamill, Peggy Fleming, Scott Hamilton, and 
Sasha Cohen) and sports announcer Jim Lampley.

The villain is not a goblin king but a 
perfectly ordinary eighth-grade bully. The movie is 
about a friendship: Neither Leslie nor Jesse fit in, 
but they fit together.

Although 
based on true incidents, the combined events 
make for a melodramatic story, but there is also 
a poetry in the way the tale is told with lush imag- 
ery and fragmented time sequences.

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The ocean of our emotions is vast. 

On now Portland, Ore. -based songstress Laura 
Veirs’ third Nonesuch release, Saltbreakers, pirates, 
mermaids and mermen, flying fish, etc., wash aground 
of breaking up and falling in love again. Whereas 
2005’s Year of Meteors explored galaxies far, far away, 
and predecessor Carbon Glacier made snow angels at 
the top of the world, Saltbreakers’ nautical motifs sail 
the stations of the heart. 

“I just know that when I started writing about my 
experiences from the last year and a half or two years 
that the sea seemed the perfect fit for it,” shrugs Veirs. 
“You have this element of the sea that’s very nurturing. 
People go to the sea to look out into infinity and find 
their soul and cleanse themselves. But if they’re not 
careful, they can get swept out to sea or get caught 
under a tempest wave or caught in a riptide or dragged 
down by a shark. 


“It’s mysterious and dangerous at the same time, 
renewing and cathartic.” 

Veirs’ parents - both teachers, one a physicist - and 
the family’s summers off together, rife with travel, 
opened the natural world’s library up to the late-bloom- 
ing musician with the wondering voice. 

“You can get a lot of different aspects of life by 
describing it through nature. You can talk about the 
destruction of a relationship with something like a for- 
est fire. Everyone’s seen a forest fire - at least on TV 
- and they can get the sense of how dramatic that is. 
So it’s useful for metaphors but also for beautiful or 
shocking or interesting moving pictures. 

“My music’s very imagist. You can see images going 
by. I’d like to get more involved with film because I 
feel like my lyrics and songs have that feeling to them. 
They’re like little films.” - Raoul Hernandez

Numerous legal issues surround buying and selling real estate.

TITLE INSURANCE - THE BASICS 

What is title insurance? 

There are two types of title insurance - an owner title 
policy and a mortgagee title policy. An owner title policy 
is a contract protecting a buyer of property from financial 
loss due to a defect in the title that existed at the time 
the policy was issued. A mortgagee title policy is a con- 
tract protecting the lender from a financial loss due to a 
defect in the owner’s title. The mortgagee policy does not 
provide the owner with any protection but does repay the 
balance of an owner’s mortgage if a claim against the title 
or property voids his title. 

Why do I need title insurance? 

An owner title policy protects the buyer from finan- 
cial loss resulting from prior liens, undisclosed heirs, 
forged documents, improperly drafted deeds, secret 
marriages and other misrepresentations of marital status, 
improperly recorded documents, documents executed 
by persons lacking legal capacity, fraud, and gaps in the 
chain of title. These are just a few of the potential risks 
a buyer faces when purchasing real estate. Without title 
insurance, a buyer has limited recourse when facing one 
of the situations listed. Unlike most other forms of insur- 
ance, title insurance protects a buyer against things that 
have occurred in the past. 

How does title insurance work? 

In preparing to issue a title policy the title company 
reviews all public records pertaining to the property and 
the parties, researches any liens filed against the property 
or the record property owner, and reviews relevant wills, 
divorce decrees, property agreements, tax records, entity 
formation documents, and trust agreements. If a problem 
arises after the policy has been issued, the buyer makes 
a claim with the title insurance company, which has a 
duty to pay for financial losses resulting from covered 
items such as those listed above and to defend the buyer 
against challenges to title. Although it is not required, 
buying title insurance is a smart financial move that helps 
to protect a buyer’s investment.
